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"\ 7t TE have received several contributions

tached. It may be well to say at the very 
commencement of the year that nothing will 
be published unless the writer's name accom- 
panies the contribution. It will not necessarily 
be published, but is absolutely required as a 
guarantee of good faith. If it is so desired, a 
MOM dc plume may be sent in, which will ap- 
pear with the article, if accepted.

^ I ^HE manner in which the President waxed 
-^ eloquent over that wholesome regula- 
tion known as the "8.5 rule," at the opening 
exercises of the year, indicated that those 
who last year came within the scope of its 
operation are not the only persons recognizing 
its utility. His statement that over fifty per 
cent, of the present Senior and Junior Classes 
were exempted from examinations shows very 
well the amount of hard work it extracted 
during term time; while the great increase in 
attendance at all exercises over preceding years 
and the marvelous decrease of bodily ailments 
and such time honored and questionable excu- 
ses go a great way towards proving conclusively 
the truth of the President's assertion that the 
rule is one of the most salutary yet prescribed 
by the Faculty. 

^ I ^HIS issue of The Burr is sent to every 
-*- member of the Freshman Class, and we 
hope the number of subscriptions with which 
we are favored from that class shall equal the 
number composing it. It is not so much a 
question of choice whether a student should 
subscribe to his college paper as it is a matter 
of duty. Every one seems to think that finan- 
cial and personal support should be given to 
the foot ball team and other athletic institu- 
tions. We are glad that it is so, and only 
hope that the feeling were stronger. But that 
just as hearty backing is due the editors of 
the college paper, a medium through which 
the sentiment of the place is expressed, seems 
rarely to enter into the minds of those who 
should be interested. Looking at the matter 
in this light let not only every ntw student, but 
every one else in the University as well, favor 
us with his subscription. 

^T^HE BURR suggested last Sprincr the 

-^ the propriety of holding mock National 

Conventions for the purpose of nominating 
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candidates for the Presidency. The suggestion 
was not acted upon, however, and thereby 
considerable amusement and profit were lost. 
Now, it occurs to us it would be an excellent 
idea for the adherents of the different parties 
to organize active campaign clubs. There is 
no earthly reason why such affairs should not 
be in existence at Lehigh as well as at other 
colleges; and yet the indifference of a majority 
of our students to undertaking anything a trifle 
outside the sphere of their actual duties or 
something not strictly in accordance with pre- 
cedent or custom is singularly conspicuous. 
Let us, then, have some vigorous campaign 
organizations, involving torchlight parades, 
speeches and plenty of enthusiasm to develop 
a keener interest in, and knowledge of, the 
politics of our country. 

^^ N attempt is being made to revive the 
-^ "^ Agora, a literary society that was or- 
ganized two years ago and composed exclusive 
ly of students in the Department of Literature. 
Meetings were ht Id regularly for about a year, 
but then they were discontinued for lack of 
sup't^ort. Our literary students do not seem to 
see the advantage, not to say necessity, of such 
a society. And yet, of what use is a know- 
ledge of Latin and Greek, of history and philo- 
sophy, if one is not able to express his opinions 
and his thoughts in plain, forcible language ? 
To the technical students its advantages are 
also very great. Their courses ofTer very little 
work of a literary character, the reason gener- 
ally given being lack of time. But even these 
students, crowded as they are with work, 
might profitably take part in a debate on some 
question or read an essay on some subject in 
which they are interested. A plan is now on 
foot by which some technical students are to 
be admitted to the society, if it is reorganized. 
There is plenty of material in Lehigh to form 
a rousing society, if only the students will be- 
come sufficiently interested in it. In other 
colleges lectures are frequently given under 
the auspices of literary societies, and jf this 



society could succeed in doing this, it would 
prove of advantage to the whole college. 



Tf lAT the lectures delivered last year in 
Christmas Hall were a success, no one 
will gainsay; indeed, the large attendance of 
the students on these occasions is a proof in 
itself that the kindness of the speakers was 
fully appreciated. Now that the vacation is a 
thing of the past and a long Winter of hard 
work a thing of the near future, the question 
arises, will we have the advantages of similar 
discourses again ? 

The studies such a large percentage of the 
college are pursuing being of an entirely tech- 
nical character, while the formidable rosters 
most of us groan under leave little time for 
reading, our students are apt to slip into that 
narrow rut so dangerous and yet so tempting 
to the delver into the mysteries of technics, 
and anything that will prevent this is certainly 
a boon. I^st year Dr. Coppee's Shaksperian 
lectures, by opening the eyes of some of us to 
the grandeur of the great dramatist, did untold 
good. In the same way, although by differ- 
ent channels, did Professors Williams and 
Remsen confer a great benefit upon those 
who had the pleasure of listening to them. 

May not the scope of our lecture course be 
enlarged this year ? On paper we have those 
lectures of Dr. Ringer upon the history of 
Europe — let us have them in reality ; let the 
Phi Beta Kappa and the Tau Beta Pi Societies 
aid in the good work ; let the Chemical and 
Engineering Societies swing into line, and let 
not the members of the Faculty be backward 
in ascending the rostrum in the lecture room. 

THE incoming Freshman Class, judging 
from what we have been able to dis- 
cover, contains most excellent material. In 
the entrance examinations they reflected credit 
on the cla.ss as a whole. Although not so 
large as its predecessors, nor, in fact, so large 
as was expected, from outside appearances and 
from wh^t can be learned from the usual petty 
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rushes with the Sophomore Class, it contains 
quite a number of athletes and will no doubt 
make a showing this Fall on the foot-ball field 
and in other athletic sports. 

The classes for the past few years have, for 
the most part, contained a rather young set of 
men, but we are glad to see that 'Ninety-two 
shows indication of men of a more mature 
age. 

There are several things to which the Fresh- 
men should direct their attention, and these, 
of course, after paying due attention to their 
studies, are our various athletic teams. 

The foot-ball and base-ball teams have been 
sadly weakened by the graduation of the Class 
of '88, and if sufficient practice is obtained 
there is no reason why one or more of these 
places should not go to the Class of '92; in 
base-ball, particularly, we need a catcher. 

A few words with regard t6 rushing would 
not, perhaps, be out of place and to the Fresh- 
men we would foresay, that while rushing ex- 
ists as it does, purely under sufferance of the 
Faculty, it would not be wise to abuse this 
privilege, or the comparatively harmless ebul- 
lition of spirits will be abolished. 

By this we do not mean to do no rushing at 
all, as nothing is farther from our meaning, 
but what we do mean is, not to make it a 
measure and cause the Faculty to abolish it 
altogether. 

SEVERAL articles appeared in this paper 
last year as to the propriety of wearing 
the gown and mortar-board cap. The Class 
of '88 was urged to adopt them for use on 
Commencement Day, but no action was taken 
in the matter. Now, in the beginning of the 
college year, The Burr desires to call the 
attention of the Class of '89, and of the other 
classes as well, to this subject. 

The custom of wearing the cap and gown 
originated in the English Universities, and has 
been adopted by many of our own colleges 
with general satis&ction. 

Perhaps it would be going too far to wear 



them in the recitation room at first. But an 
experiment might' "be made on some special 
occasion — for instance, on Founder's Day. 
Would it not add to the solemnity of the occa- 
sion if our four hundred students marched 
into the church, wearing the cap and gown ? 

It may be objected that the gown is too 
cumbrous for every-day wear. As the large 
majority of our students are technicals, a great 
part of whose time is spent in the field, shop, 
or laboratory, they will say that the gown will 
impede them in their work. If experience 
should prove this to be the case, the gown 
might be dispensed with in recitation. 

At any rate, there can hardly be any question 
in regard to its fitness on the platform at Com- 
mencement. Full dress has been discarded 
by many for the occasion, while others still 
cling to it. Why not adopt a uniform dress, 
and that a cap and gown ? 

We hope that 'Eighty-nine will seriously 
consider the matter, and, by wearing it at their 
graduation, set an example which succeeding 
classes would undoubtedly follow. It would 
be a great step in the path of that progress 
which Lehigh has always in view, and would 
for ever set at rest that vexed question : "What 
shall I wear on University Day ?" 



TT is not the intention of the new Editorial 
-*- Board, into whose hands the control of 
The Burr has passed, to spend much time in 
giving vent to any very great declarations of 
what it expects to do in the way of administer- 
ing the affairs of the paper. The very quality 
of newness, which appertains to us, implies, at 
the same time, a certain amount of inexperi- 
ence. As a natural consequence, our maiden 
efforts may savor, more or less highly, of these 
attributes, which time, of course, will eradicate. 
It is our intention, however, to do all in our 
power to make Volume the Eighth as interest- 
ing, as accurate and as complete as is possible 
in an institution where the number of spare 
hours for the pursuit of literary work falls a 
trifle short of the number of stars in the hcav- 
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ens. In working out our purpose we shall need 
the hearty and undivided support of our stud- 
ent body and the alumni. We ask every 
member of the University to do his share, in- 
significant compared with ours, in making 
The Burr prosper, not only hy sniscri^ng; hut 
by cotitributing as well. Leaving the matter 
of subscriptions to the financial manager and 
to the generous sense of duty of those who 
are expected to give pecuniary aid to our en- 
deavors, if we should undertake to invent new 
phrases by which to express our feelings on the 
lack of contributions, over which previous 
Boards have exhausted every available com- 
bination of words in the language, we might 
waste much valuable time. Let us, therefore, 
at the commencement of our editorial career, 
merely make a plain statement that the 
columns of The Burr are open to all contri- 
butions of such merit as warrants their inser- 
tion; and we hope that the import of this 
statement may linger in the minds and hearts 
of those interested in the welfare of the organ 
of our students during the whole year, mov- 
ing them, from time to time, to recognize its 
true meaning and urging them to act according- 
ly. If such occurs, this, together with what 
the Editors themselves will faithfully endeavor 
to perform, will render it inevitable that The 
Burr will not only adhere to the standard of 
the past, but even rise higher in the scale of 
excellence than it has heretofore been found. 



^y^ TITH commendable energy the mem- 
^ ^ bers of the Engineering Society held 
their first meeting for the year on the evening 
of September 13, the second day of the term. 
A large number of students from both the 
Senior and Junior classes were elected to mem- 
bership, and a general discussion took place 
as to the ways and means for making the so- 
ciety of more benefit to its members and rais- 
ing it to a more important position among our 
University organizations. 

We wish to take advantage of this oppor- 



I tunity to urge upon the newly elected mem- 
bers the propriety of their acceptance of the 
election in such a spirit as to make the com- 
ing year the most successful of the society's 
existence thus far. From sad experience The 
Burr can testify that the inclinations of our 
average undergraduates do not tend toward 
work of a literary character, and the remark is 
often made that the atmosphere of our Uni- 
■ versity world is not favorable to the prosper- 
ous existence of literary societies. 

Two such organizations, the Agora and the 
Athenaeum, have risen, prospered (?) and de- 
clined within the last few years, and now one 
can find few students courageous enough to 
propose the resurrection of either one. The 
history of previous societies, if looked into, 
would probably be strikingly similar to some 
of our latter-day experiences. 

The Engineering Society, however, has been 
in active operation for the greater portion of 
the time since 1873, and its progress during 
the past three years, since the establishment 
of tht Journal, has been especially gratifying 
to its friends. 

There is still room, however, for great im- 
provement, and much must be done before 
the members can hope even to approach their 
ideal; but under the new constitution adopted 
last year material progress can confidently be 
expected if the society is well supported by 
the University at large. 

As the Faculty has in late years so changed 
the engineering curriculum that the technical 
instruction begins much earlier in the course 
than formerly, the society has acknowledged 
this spirit of progress by making students of 
the engineering schools in the Sophomore 
Class eligible to election as associate mem- 
bers. A proposition is now before the society 
to inaugurate a series of lectures on technical 
subjects from eminent specialists. Other tech- 
nical institutions, notably Cornell University, 
have adopted this plan with great success, and 
the only guaranty necessary to equal success 
here would be the hearty support of our stu- 
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dents and the sympathies and cooperation of 
the authorities. 

*The reasons so often stated for the non-suc- 
cess of the literary societies should have no 
force when applied to the Engineering Society, 
and while the absence of a literary spirit 
among our students is to be deplored, let us 
atone for it in a practical way by giving our 
hearty support to existing organizations.

THE CLASSIFICATION OP THE LIBRARY. 

^^O jijreat has been the increase in the 
^^-^ number of book.s in the Library that it 
was found necessary, in the business of the 
year, to arrange the whole collection. The 
work of transferring the books was begun last 
May, and the arrangement is now almost com- 
pleted. The following is the general system 
of classification : Ten general classes are num- 
bered from o to 9 inclusive, o comprises 
General Subjects ; i , Philosophy ; 2, Theo- 
logy ; 3, Sociology; 4, Philology; 5, Natural 
Science ; 6. Useful Arts ; 7. Fine Arts ; 8, 
Literature; 9, Histor)'. Each of them is then 
subdivided as often as occasion requires, and 
each subdivision has a number which is based 
on the decimal system. For instance. 800 is 
Literature, 820 is English Literature, and 823 
represents English Fiction. In the case of 
History this division is sometimes carried out 
to the thousandth of a unit. 

With a few exceptions, the classes are ar- 
ranged in numerical order, beginning on the 
third floor and running from left to right in 
the series of alcoves. General subjects, which 
comprise bibliography, literary magazines and 
newspapers, cyclopedias and dictionaries, are 
found in the basement, with the exception of 
the cyclopedias and dictionaries, which occupy 
the middle alcove of the first floor. Philoso- 
phy begins in the middle alcove on the third 
floor; then, going to the right, we find Theo- 
logy, which includes Religious History; Soci- 
ology, including Political Science and Law; and 
lastly Philology. On the extreme left of 
the second floor we find Natural Science, com- 
prising the pure sciences and Natural History. 
All of the Useful Arts are also placed on this 
floor, with the exception of 620, Engineering, 
which occupies the three alcoves to the right 
on the first floor. The Fine Arts are found 
on the first floor to the left, and the remainder 
of this floor is occupied by general literature. 
All the history is placed in the basement, and 
in the classification history also includes travels, 
geography and biography. 
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The books on one subject are thus brought 
together, and are then arranged alphabetically 
according to the names of the authors. The 
class number to which each book belongs is 
now being put on each card in the catalogue, 
and with the aid of this number the book can 
be readily found. While a knowledge of this 
classification is very important to those who 
are permitted to enter the alcoves, it is also 
often useful for other readers to enable them 
to direct the desk clerk where to find a certain 
book.

OPENING EXERCISES. 

y^ MORE quiet assemblage of students 
-^ ^ than that which met upon the campus 
on September I2th to inaugurate the twenty- 
third year of the Lehigh University was 
never witnessed. Had it not been for the 
numerous cordial greetings and the general 
handshaking, which characterize the reunion 
of many friends, one might have doubted that 
another term was soon to be added to Lehigh's 
short but successful life. The Class of '92, 
numbering one hundred and seven admitted 
members, having formed a solid column four 
abreast, marched quietly into the chapel, un- 
molested by the Sophomores, and took their 
assigned seats. The other classes quickly fol- 
lowed, filling the transepts of the church. The 
exercises were opened by the singing of the 



237th hymn, after which Rev. A. W. Sftyder 
conducted the usual chapel services. The an- 
nouncements customarily made by the pro- 
fessors were omitted, all the notices in regard 
to text books and lessons having been placed 
on the bulletin board in Packer Hall. Presi- 
dent Lamberton then spoke of the signal suc- 
cess of the 8.5 rule as tried last year and ex- 
plained its meaning to the " younglings," as 
he styled the newcomers. The Class of '89 
was particularly fortunate in having over 50% 
of its members being excused from examina- 
tion on account of regular attendance and 
high standing. It was further stated that in 
the future no weekly marks would be an- 
nounced, and not until the end of the term 
could one ascertain the results of his weekly 
work. President Lamberton refuted the idea 
which seems to have spread abroad that the 
standard for admission was so high here that 
many able students were refused entrance. 
But one change has been made in the require- 
ments for admission since the founding ot 
this University, and that was the addition 
of Physics. Still in those subjects which are 
required, proficiency is demanded before one 
is thought suitable to pursue a further course 
in this institution. As proof of the advisa- 
bility of this method he stated that as op- 
posed to a loss of from 50% to T^^/c in the 
classes, as was the case once, last year the 
deficiency was but 8%. One hundred and 
seventy-six applications were made for admis- 
sion in June and September, one hundred and 
seven of whom were successful. Of these 
twenty-eight will pursue the new four years' 
course in electricity, seven the literary course, 
while the remainder will be technicals. One 
new professor has been added to the Faculty, 
Mr. W. A. Robinson, Princeton, '81, who will 
occupy the chair of Greek made vacant by 
the resignation of Prof W. A. Lamberton. 
Prof Robinson has lately been professor of 
Greek at Bucknell University, Lewisburg, Pa. 
In the corps of instructors the following 
changes have occurred: R. M. Huse will 
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fill the place of W. K. Gillett as instructor in 
Modern Languages. Geo. M. Richardson, Le- 
high, '86, will have charge of the quantitative 
laboratory vice J. B. Macintosh, resigned. In- 
stead of E. F. Miller, John J. Flathers will as- 
sist Prof Klein in the Department of Mechani- 
cal Engineering, and G. W. Lennox, Colum- 
bia, '87, will have C. N. Lake's position in the 
quantitative laboratory.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr. — Last year the 
condition of the gymnasium was the 
cause of much grumbling. In the first place 
the shower bath could not be used ; next, but 
cold water could be obtained the majority of 
the time ; and last, but far from least, the bad 
condition of the bath rooms rendered them 
anything but pleasant. It was hoped that 
during the long months of Summer these 
annoyances would be remedied, that the 
shower bath would be repaired and tlie bath- 
rooms thoroughly cleansed; but what was our 



regret when, upon inspecting the gymnasium 
not long since, we found it in precisely the 
same condition that it was three months ago. 

It was a subject of much comment last year 
the number of cuts from class drill, but the 
reason of this may easily be seen. After forty 
minutes of hard work at the chest-weights a 
bath is positively necessary, and a shower 
bath, both by its convenience and its after ef- 
fects, is the most pleasant to take. That its 
merits are fully appreciated is shown by the 
constant use of this bath when it was in run- 
ning order a year or more ago, and the ques- 
tion was then raised why two shower-baths 
had not been built instead of one. Being con- 
fronted by the locked door to this acme of 
baths, the athlete tries one of the bath-rooms. 
Here he is thoroughly disgusted by the con- 
dition of the room. He tries another and 
another with the same result; finally, giving 
it up for a bad job, goes away in anything but 
a pleasant condition. After this he wisely cuts 
the gymnasium entirely. 

And is not our gymnasium used enough 
to warrant its being kept in good condition ? 
Let one go there from 3 to 5 P. M. in the sea- 
sons when the men are training and he will 
soon come to a conclusion. Day after day 
the floor is crowded, all the chest-weights in 
use and the demand for dumb-bells and Indian- 
clubs at a maximum. If it is so well patron- 
ized when in its present condition, what would 
not the possibilities of such an institution be it 
kept up as it should. 

Let this matter be investigated. Why 
should our gymnasium, the pride of the 'Var- 
sity and the envy of many institutions of learn- 
ing, be neglected so shamefully ? If the pow- 
ers that be do their duty in this matter we are 
sure the students will do theirs. Gym.

^ I ^HE subject of elective courses has been 
-^ discussed in almost every college in the 
land, and the system has been adopted by 
many of them. It seems to be only just that 
a student who has taken a vigorous course in 
mathematics and a few of the sciences should 
be allowed in the last two years of his course 
to follow, to some extent, his own inclinations, 
and to choose some of his studies. Care 
should certainly be taken that an equal amount 
of work is required from each student. At 
Lehigh, the only way for a student who wishes 
to pursue studies not set down in a certain 
course is to take a special course, and thus for- 
feit his hope of a degree. The courses of study 
are admirably arranged, but frequently they 
do not agree with the wishes of the student. 
For instance, if a classical student should de- 
sire to take the Practical Astronomy offered to 
civil engineers, he would not find this subject 
on his roster, and would therefore be unable to 
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do so. Yet this should not affect his ehgibility 
for the degree of Bachelor of Arts. As the 
number of students increases, the need for 
some system of this kind becomes more press- 
ing, and the Faculty should not hesitate to 
take some action in the matter. 

y^ T last the cap and gown is an assured 
•^ "^ institution at Lehigh. It is with mingled 
feelings of regret and pleasure that The Burr 
sees all these old topics disap[>ear one by one. 
For several years this one has especially been 
a friend to us. We have heard the arguments 
for and against the gown and we have seen the 
objections to its adoption slowly disappear. 
We have patiently waited for the good taste 
and judgment of the college to assert itself, 
and we waited, less patiently, for the narrow- 
mindedness and absurd prejudice of some men 
to go down, and we are glad to say that we 
have not waited in vain. 

The Sophomore Class was the first one to 
formally adopt, and The Burr congratulate's 
her. 

The Senior Class, who had already decided 
to wear them at graduation, recommended at 
the college meeting its general adoption, and 
thus made it a sure thing. We thank her. 

The other two classes, with commendable 
promptitude, immediately adopted it. and we 
rejoice with them. 

We congratulate the whole college most 
sincerely for this step, and we are glad to an- 
nounce to the alumni and friends of the Uni- 
versity that Lehigh now ranks with the colleges 
wearing the Oxford cap and gown. 

^ I ^HE University has many courses of in- 

•^ struction, but there are some thmgs still I 
to be desired. Every year proves that we are j 
lacking in at least one respect. There is a de- 
cided aversion on the part of the .students to 
compete in the Junior oratorical conte.sts or to ! 
undertake the composition of an oration for 
Commencement. In the last Junior contest, 
out of a class of about seventy men, there were ; 



only five who considered themselves competent 
to write and deliver an oration. It is highly 
probable that more would have entered the 
contest if the literary merit would alone be 
taken into consideration, but they were pain- 
fully conscious that they knew nothing about 
oratory. This fact alone would seem to indi- 
cate the desirability of establishing a chair of 
Rhetoric and Elocution. Besides, every man 
of experience recognizes how valuable and use- 
ful it is to be able to address an audience easily 
and intelligently. This applies alike to the 
professional man and to the man of business. 
So that if a course should be established in 
these kindred subjects it would apply alike to 
every student and should be taken by every 
man in college. It is also possible that if such 
a subject of study were introduced, more in- 
terest would be taken in matters of a general 
literary character, with a result highly beneficial 
to our technical men. In view of these (acts 
it is to be hoped that the University will see 
fit to add this professorship to her list, and thus 
give her students a training which they cannot 
otherwise obtain. 



^ I ^HE custom inaugurated this Autumn of 
-*- playing a series of class games in base- 
ball between the lowest classmen should, we 
think, be continued and extended, not only 
among the two lower classes, but among the 
upper as well. During the foot-ball season the 
diamond is usually sadly neglected, memories 
of the Spring games having evidently died out 
This should not be the case. By reviving 
base ball for at least a few weeks in the Fall, 
the new men are not only drawn out, but a 
stimulus to systematic practice in the "cage" 
during the Winter months given. The short 
period of practice games in the Spring, pre- 
paratory to choosing the 'Varsity team, does 
not give the management time thoroughly to 
judge between the merits of the new material, 
and it there fore too often happens that on this 
account men, who afterwards prove (to our 
sorrow) to be utterly worthless on the diamond, 
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are put on the team, or a really good player is 
neglected. 

These words will refer fully as well to lacrosse 
as to base-ball, and, perhaps, even more. Few 
men have ever played or even seen a game 
of lacrosse before they enter college, and it cer- 
tainly takes longer than two or three weeks to 
make a good player. By practicing and play- 
ing a number of class games in the Fall before 
the season opens, those men in the new class 
who wish to play or think they might play the 
game with success will be brought out; this 
will make it much easier for the lacrosse man- 
agement to pick out a team that will be a credit 
to the University, in the Spring. 

Therefore, let us all heartily cooperate with 
those who are endeavoring to get up a few class 
games in lacrosse and base-ball this Fall, for 
we are assured that the effect of this will be 
fully demonstrated in the superior teams the 
Lehigh University will send out next Spring. 



THE GOSSIP. 

ONE of the very latest rules laid down by 
the Faculty is to the effect that no week- 
ly marks will be given out, and, not until the 
completion of the work in any particular study, 
will our students be able to learn what is the 
progress of their labors, as indicated by marks 
for the week. Undoubtedly this will be of 
some advantage and comfort to the professors 
and instructors. No longer will their peace of 
mind be disturbed by frequent appearances of 
their pupils in a high state of dissatisfaction 
over alleged injustice in marking their work. 
One can, with little difficulty, appreciate the 
feelings of a professor when some student 
comes to him and demands an explanation 
why he received such and such a mark when, 
according to his unprejudiced and more capable 
judgment, he should have been given a much 
higher one. But, as a man wants to be paid 
for his week's work after he has accomplished 
it, so it is very natural that the student should 
desire to learn the compensation he is to get 
for his week's work, especially when he has 



been used to such a course for some time. It 
will, however, be easy to get accustomed to the 
change and be paid, so to speak, all in a lump 

at the end of the term. 

* * * 

The Gossip was somewhat surprised to learn 
that, in their annual report to the Alumni As- 
sociation in June, the Honorary Alumni Trus- 
tees suggested that it was not unworthy of 
consideration whether or not it would be better 
to make Lehigh simply a technical school, 
giving as a reason the gradual decrease in the 
number of students in the schools of General 
Literature. By abolishing the literary courses, 
the full force of power would then be thrown 
in favor of the technical courses. The Gossip 
is glad to say that the Association failed to 
approve the suggestion. 

The literary courses must stay; but they 
should be enlarged and improved. The reason 
given by the Alumni Trustees for the abolition 
was simply the decrease in the number of 
students pursuing them. But, instead of sug- 
gesting some means to rectify this defect, the 
Alumni Trustees advocated the last extreme. 
And the means to be employed are simply 
these: Reduce the requirements for admission 
to the literary courses, especially in mathe- 
matics to a par with those colleges of long 
standing and of a more pronounced literary 
character, which admit applicants without de- 
manding such a high standard of proficiency. 
It may be very well to regard the standard, 
which we have adopted for admittance to our 
schools of Literature, as equal to the oldest 
and best institutions in the country ; but it is 
not with them that we are forced to compete 
at present. The classical colleges of this 
vicinity are our most active competitors in the 
departments under consideration, and while we 
exact of young men intending to pursue courses 
in the Liberal Arts greater proficiency in their 
entrance examinations and a stricter adherence 
to a prescribed course of study after admission 
than our neighbors do, we cannot expect to 
have any increase in the number of our literary 
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Students. It is due to these causes which The 
Gossip has expressed, more than to anything 
else, that the numbers in the Academic De- 
partments are so very much below those in 

Technology. 

* ♦ ♦ 

The notices which were sent out to the pre- 
sent Sophomores at the end of last term have 
evidently had their desired effect. The very 
obstreperous manner in which 'Ninety-one 
acted towards the applicants during the exam- 
inations in June was the indirect cause of the 
President's decided stand against those petty 
outbreaks of almost daily occurrence which have 
characterized heretofore the commencement of 
a new year. Instead of these we have had, 
this Fall, numerous banner raisings in all sorts 
of apparently inaccessible places. The persis- 
tency of the Freshmen in unfolding their class 
banners to the gaze of the world has been 
equaled only by the promptness with which 
their brethren of a year's experience in such 
matters have removed them. Possibly, after 
the inevitable conflict in the arena of cane- 
rushes, the overflow of hostile spirit will be, at 
least temporarily, checked and peace and quiet 

will reign over the lower classes. 

* * * 

There is one thing in connection with the 
games our athletic teams take part in out of 
town which The Gossip, as well as many others, 
would like to see rectified. Experience has 
shown that it is very difficult to obtain authen- 
tic reports of games out of town until very late 
in the evening, and sometimes it is necessary to 
wait for the next morning's papers before there 
is absolute certainty as to the results. The 
managers of the teams should, therefore, take 
it upon themselves to telegraph the outcome of 
each game as soon as possible after its conclu- 
sion. They should remember that a large body 
of their fellow-students are prowling around 
eager for any bit of information , and some 
authoritative intelligence, the earlier the better, 
will relieve a burden of suspense and permit an 
interchange of condolence in case of a defeat, 



or occasion joyful congratulations over a 
victory.

PRINCETON, 75; LEHIGH, O. 

** I ^HE foot-ball team opened the season on 
-*• Saturday, Sept. 29, with a game at 
Princeton. A number of Lehigh men accom- 
panied the eleven and returned greatly pleased 
with the work of the team and the prospects 
for a successful sea.'^on. 

At 2:40 the teams lined up. Lehigh at the 
south goal, with the sun and a light wind in 
her favor. Princeton won the toss and chose 
the kick off. Ames made a short run and after 
some good work Cowan nearly reached the 
goal, but was stopped by Warrenerand lost the 
ball. Warrener punted well into the field, 
when Maury caught it and got clear through, 
making a touch-down four minutes from the 
start. Ames kicked the goal. From the 
center, Graham reached Princeton's thirty-yard 
line. Lehigh was gradually forced back and 
lost the ball by a fumble. Princeton, on the 
third down, punted high, her rushers secured 
the ball when it came down. Ames missed a 
goal from the field. Princeton soon secured 
the ball at the five-yard line and it was passed 
to Ames. At the same time, the rushers 
cleared a path for him through Lehigh's rush- 
line and he made the second touch-down, from 
which he kicked a goal. Score, 12 to o. 
From the center little was gained till Warrener 
made a long punt to Princeton's twenty-yard 
line, where it was downed. This was the near- 
est that Lehigh got to Princeton's goal during 
the game. Lehigh lost ground gradually by 
good work by Ames and Maury, but finally 
got the ball. Poe broke through Lehigh's 



line, caught the ball on the fly while Walker 
was passing it to Graham, rushed down a clear 
field and made a touch-down. Ames kicked 
the goal. Score, 18 to o. Walker, Graham 
I and Corbin made good progress from the cen- 
! ter, but the ball was lost owing to a misunder- 
; standing of signals. Irvine made a short run 
and was forced outside. Princeton lined up 
promptly, but Lehigh did not, and while the lat- 
ter was getting ready to play, Irvine made a long 
pass to Cook, and as no one was there to hin- 
der he made a touch-down. Ames kicked the 
goal. Score, 24 to o. 

Princeton's rushers did some splendid work, 
especially Bovaird and Hodge, and forced the 
ball down to the five-yard line. Cowan carried 
it around into the corner, making a touch-down. 
Ames missed the goal. Score, 28 to o. 

Maury secured the ball almost immediately 

and took it back again. It was passed to Ames 

and he kicked a goal from the field. Score. 33 

to O. There was now just one minute more to 

i play and Princeton improved it by making 

i another touch-down, from which Ames kicked 

; a goal with ten seconds to spare. Score, 39

i After fifteen minutes rest play was resumed. 
I Lehigh made a little progress, and in the 
I scrimmages Graham and Hodge distinguished 
I themselves by good tackling. Irvine was hurt 
I and Janeway took his place. Maury made one 
I of the best runs of the game and reached the 
fifteen-yard line. Cowan charged through the 
I whole Lehigh team and made a touch-down. 
, Ames kicked a goal. Score, 45 to o. From 
I the center Emery made a little progress, but 
I was forced outside. Then Cowan repeated 
Poe's exploit by breaking through and taking 
I the ball before it reached the half-back and ran 
I over forty yards before he could be stopped. 
' Then Maury took it over the line for another 
I touch-down. Ames kicked the goal. Score, 
5 1 to o. Lehigh made a little headway at first, 
but Hodge got the ball and reached the 
j twenty-yard line with it. Maury got nearly 
I over, but was stopped by Detweiler just in time. 
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In the next rush Cook got to the hne and fell 

across, making another touch-down. Ames 

kicked the goal. Score, 57 to o. Lehigh 

soon lost the ball and Janeway started for her 

goal with several Lehigh men on his back. 

He ran this way for ten or twelve yards, falling 

all the time and finally plunged ahead two or 

three yards more just as he was brought to 

earth. Cowan made a splendid run around the 

field and made a touch-down. Ames kicked a 

goal. Score, 63 to o. Lehigh made a little 

ground, but had to punt the ball. Princeton 

made a free catch and the whole team closed 

around Cowan in the shajxr of a V. charged 

bodily and gained fully twenty yards.

On Saturday, Oct. 6, our foot-ball team went 
to Swarthmore and defeated the eleven there 
bv a score of 12 to 8. All of Swarthmore*s 
points were scored in the last half and Lehigh's 
in the first. Owing to the inclemency of the 
weather but half-hour halves were played. The 
teams were :

The referees were : A. Johnston, of Lehigh, 
in the first half, and F. B. Pyle, of Swarth- 
more, in the second. F. N. Strader, of the 
University of Pennsylvania, was the umpire. 

Play was called at 3:15, amid a continual 
downpour of rain, which rendered the grounds 
ver\- muddy, making sharp play very difilicult. 
Notwithstanding this fact, the game was one of 
the closest and best ever seen on Swarthmore's 
grounds. Swarthmore won the toss and took 
the west goal. Lehigh gained about five yards 
by the ** \' * trick. The ball was gradually 
forced to Swarthmore's goal. In this half it 
was a question of weight, and Lehigh had the 
advantage. By several short runs, Rafferty 
made the first touch-down for Lehigh intwtlve 
minutes. No gi>al was kicked. When the 
b»\ll was again put in play, by hard rushing, 
Douijhertv made another touch-down for Le- 
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high in five minutes, but no goal resulted. 
Once more Lehigh's weight predominated and 
Rafferty was pushed over the Swarthmore goal 
line in a few minutes. The trial for goal again 
failed. The first half closed with the score 12 
to o in favor of Lehigh. In this half Long was 
hurt and Corbin took his place, Pratt taking 
Corbin's place on the end. T. Harvey, of 
Swarthmore, was also hurt, Temple taking his 
place. 

At the beginning of the second half Lehigh's 
men seemed more used up than the local team 
and the ball was pushed close to Lehigh's goal 
line, but a good punt by Warrener sent it back 
near the centre of the field, A long kick by 
Clothier, a good run by C. Harvey and vigor- 
ous work of the rush line brought the ball 
within a few feet of Lehigh's line, and Lewis 
made Swarthmore's first touch-down. No 
goal resulted. The ball was put in play and 
again sent close to Lehigh's goal line. Good 
blocking drove the ball out to the 25-yard line, 
and it looked as though Swarthmore would 
not score again, but several short runs and 
good rushing brought the ball within a few 
feet of Lehigh's goal line, and Bartram, seizing 
the ball, made the second touch-down for I 
Swarthmore. Although the down was made ' 
between the posts the mud made it impossible , 
to kick a goal. , 

This was the last scoring done by either side. ; 
For ten minutes more the players wallowed I 
about in the mire, but the ball did not get far 
from the centre of the field, and time was called 1 
with the score 1 2 to 8 in Lehigh's favor.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — The ideas of 
self-government are firmly implanted 
in almost every man, and the average college 
student is no exception to this rule. Fre- 
quently the student rebels at measures which 
have been made by the college Faculty. He 
does this, not from a desire to disobey, but be- 
cause he feels that he has been misunderstood. 

In order to obviate this, and also to allow 
the students to govern themselves to a certain 
extent, a College Senate has been instituted in 
several colleges, notably at Amherst, where it 
has been in operation for some years. 

The Senate would be composed of under- 
graduates, chosen by the different classes. The 
greater number of Senators should be given to 
the upper classes, and one of the Senior mem- 
bers would act as president. At Amherst, for 
instance, there are ten Senators : four from the 
Senior Class, three Juniors, two Sophomores, 
and one PVeshman. 

All laws governing the students would be 
made by the Senate, subject to the sanction of 
the Faculty. In like manner all violations of 
the rules would be punished by this body, and 
a student could not be expelled without their 
consent. 

It would convene at the call of the presi- 
dent, make necessary laws, and submit them to 
the Faculty for approval or rejection. If ap- 
proved, the Senate must see that they are en- 
forced, and take account of all violations. 

Resolutions which originate in the Faculty 
would also have to be approved by the Senate. 
Of course, this would apply only to matters 
which concern the whole college, and not to 
petitions or requests from individuals and 
classes. 

The Senate, by coming into daily contact 
with the students, would be in a better position 
to know the true state of affairs in case of any 
violation of the rules, and would thus be a 
valuable medium for collecting evidence and 
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presenting it to the college authorities. The 
popularity and usefulness of such a body would ' 
depend upon the fairness and justice with 
which it carried out its decisions, and, there- 
fore, care should be taken that none but good, 
honest men be elected to it. 

The Senior Class has already discussed the 
project, but no action was taken. Let us all, , 
therefore, consider the matter individually and ' 
in class meetings, and let a committee from all 
the classes be appointed to confer with the 
Faculty on the subject. If the plan would be 
adopted, it would undoubtedly insure more 
friendly relations between the Faculty and the 
students.

PROF. JOHNSON'S RESIGNATION. 

^^ T the meeting of the Board of Trustees, 
-^ -^ on Founder's Day, Prof. Johnson re- 
signed the chair of Latin, which he has held [ 
since 1881, to accept the position of President | 
of the Boy's Central High School, of the city 
of Philadelphia, to which he was elected on 
the 9th ult. 

Prof Johnson graduated at Cornell Uni- 
versity in 1873, received the degree of LL. B., 
from Hamilton College, in 1875, and that of 
A. M., from Hobart College, in 1877. He 
was a student of Roman Law at Yale, under 
Prof Hadley, for two years, and instructor in 
the Jackson Military Institute, Tarrytown, N. 
Y., in 1873. From 1875 to 1877 he was head 
master of the Ury School, Philadelphia, and 
during the following two years occupied the 
same position in the St. Paul's School, Garden 
City, L. I. He was principal of the City High 
School, at Paterson, N. J., from 1879 ^^ 1881, 



when he came to Lehigh University as pro- 
fessor of the Latin Language and Literature. 
For several years he was secretary of the 
Faculty. He has been at the head of the 
English Dcpartment][for the past two years, 
and last term was temporarily placed in charge 
of the Greek. He has been at various times 
principal of the Greek and the Latin Depart- 
ments in the Amherst School of Languages. 
Prof Johnson is a member of the American 
Philological Society, and a contributor to 
Johnson's Encyclopaedia, and has edited a 
number of text books, including notes on 
Satires of Persius, Virgil, Tacitus, Homer's 
Iliad and several others. He was also the 
Editor of the Tenth General Catalogue of the 
Psi Upsilon Fraternity, a work showing an 
immense amount of care and labor. 

Regretting that so energetic and popular 
a professor is soon to leave us, we feel sure 
that everyone connected with the University, 
will join with us in heartily wishing Prof 
Johnson success in his new undertaking. 

DR. ECCLESTON'S LECTURE. 

A LECTURE under the auspices of the 
University Guild was delivered in the 
Fountain Hill Opera House on Friday even- 
ing, Oct. 19, by Dr. John C. Eccleston, his sub- 
ject being Westminster Abbey. An audience 
of about 200 were present, 100 of whom 
were Lehigh students and the remainder in- 
cluded the pupils of Bishopthorpe Seminary 
and prominent townfolks. The lecturer gave 
a short account of the Abbey from the first 
building down to the present Westminster 
Abbey and then began, with the aid of many 
interesting stereoptican views, to give a history 
of each part of the abbey. For over an hour 
the speaker held the attention of all present 
with his anecdotes and descriptions.

RrTGERS O; LEHIGH 3O. 

^ I ^HFielevenwhich played against Rutgers' 
-^ on Saturday, October ijth, and defeated 
them 30 to o, was. probably, the strongest team 
Lehigh ever put in the field. Every man tried 
to pla\- his best and succeeded. They played 
a strong team game, a thing in which Lehigh 
has been weak e\er since she started foot -ball. 
The teams wore: 

Rutt,'ers: Full-back, Bishop; half-backs. 
Stotesburj' and Lockwood; quarter-back, Ter- 
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hune; rushers, Clothier (captain.) Whitenack, 
Esterlyn, Lull (centre,) Myers, Hiiber, and 
Adylott. 

Lehigh: Full-back, Warrener; half-backs, 
Morrison and Corbin; quarter-back, Walker 
(captain;) rushers, Pratt, Reese, Detweiler, Mar- 
tin (centre,) Riddick, Rafierty and Frescoln. 

Play began at 12:05. Lehigh won the toss 
and took the ball, Rutgers guarding the East 
goal. Lehigh started with the ** V" trick and 
gained quite a distance before the ball was 
downed. Morrison then made a fine run of about 
twenty yards. Good runs by Rafferty and 
Corbin brought the ball close to Rutgers' goal 
line. The ball was passed to Corbin, and with 
the assi.stance of the rush line he made the first 
touchdown for Lehigh between the posts in 
about three minutes. Martin kicked goal. 
Score, 6 to o. Play was resumed at the centre 
of the field, but Rutgers was unable to make 
any headway, and kicked the ball on the third 
down. Lehigh fumbled the ball, Lockwood 
picked it up and had a clear field, and every- 
one expected to see him make a touchdown 
for Rutgers, but he was downed by Morrison 
and Pratt within a few yards of the line. He 
lost the ball and Rafferty dropped on it. Rut- 
gers had the ball at the ten-yard line, owing 
to a poor kick of Morrison, who soon after- 
ward broke through and downed the half-back 
ten yards lurther down the field. At this point 
Lull was hurt and gave way to W. Scudder. 
Rutgers again kicked on the thircf down, and 
Warrener caught the ball almost on the goal 
line, but by some splendid dodging gained the 
centre of the field before he was stopped. 
Corbin. Morrison and Rafferty gained about 
forty yards for Lehigh. The ball was passed 
to Corbin who was pushed across the line, 
scoring the second touchdown for Lehigh, 
from which Martin kicked goal. Score, 12 to o. 
Rutgers kicked the ball on the second down, 
Detweiler securing it. Rafferty made a splen- 
did run from the middle of the field, making 
the third touchdown for Lehigh. Martin again 
kicked a goal. Score, 18 to o. When the ball 



was again put in play, Riddick broke through, 
downing the half-back before he could run. 
Detweiler repeated the operation. By bad 
fumbling Rutgers lost the ball which Warrener 
kicked. Bishop blocked it and ran twenty 
yards, and was downed on Lehigh's ten yard 
line. Lehigh now broke through splendidly. 
Bishop attempted a kick , but the ball was blocked 
by Rafferty. Short runs by Morrison and Corbin 
followed. Morrison kicked, the ball was caught 
by Rutgers but went back to Lehigh after four 
downs. During the remainder of the half the 
ball stayed in Lehigh's territory. 

The second half commenced at 1:20. Scud- 
der dribbled to Terhune, who passed to White- 
nack who made a short run. Reese broke 
through and tackled Lockwood before he made 
any headway. After four downs Lehigh 
received the ball. Rutgers was now completely 
fooled on the double pass trick; the ball was 
passed to Morrison who passed to Corbin, who 
ran half the length of the field through nearly 
the whole Rutgers' team, making a touchdown. 
Martin failed at goal. The rush line trick was 
then tried and ten yards gained, but the ball 
soon afterwards went to Rutgers on four downs. 
Lockwood had the ball and a clear field but 
was downed by Morrison after a run of about 
thirty yards. The ball was slowly forced back 
and finally went to Lehigh on the twenty-five 
yard line. By runs of Corbin, Rafferty and 
Morrison, the ball was carried far into Rutgers' 
territory, but went to them on a foul. Lehigh 
soon afterward regained it on four downs. The 
" V" trick was again tried and Walker gained 
ten yards. Runs by Warrener, Morrison and 
Corbin downed the ball on Rutgers' five yard 
line, and Corbin was shoved across, scoring 
another touchdown. The trial at goal was a 
failure. Score 26 to o. The puntout was 
fumbled by Warrener. Short runs followed, 
and Morrison made the sixth touchdown for 
Lehigh. Martin kicked goal, but owing to 
Frescoln's offside play it was not counted. 
Score, 30 to o. Time was soon afterward called, 
with the ball close to Rutgers' goal line. 
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Lockwood, Bishop and Whitenack did most 
of the work for Rutgers, and deserve praise. 
For Lehigh, Riddick, Reese and Detweiler 
broke through and tackled well, Rafferty and 
Morrison ran excellently, and the work of 
Warrener and Corbin was very good. 

Mr. Varnie, of Lafayette, refereed the game, 
and Mr. Scudder. of Rutgers, was the umpire. 

HAVERFORD6; LEHKiH l6. 

Lehigh recorded her fourth victory on the 
foot-bal! field this season, on Wednesday after- 
noon, Oct. 17, when our team met Haverford 
on the home grounds and defeated them in a 
close and well contested game. Haverford 
was represented by the following eleven : 

Full-back, Branson, (captain;) half-backs, 
Darlington and Thompson; quarter-back, Bai- 
ley; rushers. Thomas, Goodwin, Auchincloss, 
Morris, Wood, Collins and Davies. 

For Lehigh, the following men lined up: 
Full-back, Warrener; half-backs, Morrison and 
Corbin ; quarter-back,Walker(captain ;) rushers, i 
Reese, Barnard, Detweiler, Martin, Riddick, ! 
Rafferty and Frescoln. The game was called 
at 3:45 P.M., by Referee F. N.Strader, University 
of Pennsylvania, with G. E. Varnie, of Lafayette 
acting as umpire. 

Haverford won the toss, and took the West 
goal, taking advantage of the sun and a light 
wind. It was agreed that only 30-minute 
halves should be played, as some of Haverford's 
men were somewhat broken up by recent severe 
practice. Lehigh opened the game with the 
usual wedge, and advanced the ball ten yards. 
Corbin carried it out of bounds, and Morrison 
made the third down with no gain. Warrener 
now made ten yards, and Rafferty another ten. 
Corbin and Morrison carried it still further, 
and Morrison was well tackled by Baily. Short 
rushes by Corbin gained for Lehigh, and offside 
play by Haverford gave the home team five 
yards. Corbin carried the ball and the hangers- ' 
on over the line, and made the first touchdown. 
Time, 4 minutes. Martin kicked the goal. 
Score, 6-0. 



Haverford opened with a long pass to Dar- 
lington, who made several yards before going 
down. Thompson gained, and Darlington 
made fifteen yards. Thompson was well 
tackled by Riddick, and more good tackles by 
Reese and Frescoln hindered Haverford's ad- 
vance, until Branson took the ball, after the 
third down, made a run of twenty yards through 
the rush line, and was tackled by Morrison. 
Darlington lost ground, and Branson downed 
the ball twenty yards back in order to hold it. 
Short rushes by Haverford's backs advanced 
the ball ten yards, and Thompson made a long 
run which wals cut short by Morrison only two 
yards from Lehigh's goal line. Branson car- 
ried it over, and made the touchdown. It was 
caught on the puntout, and Bailey kicked the 
goal. Score, 6-6. Lehigh gained twenty yards 
from the centre by the **V,'* and made five 
yards more by offside play of Haverford. 
Warrener and Morrison advanced the ball, and 
the latter carried it out of bounds. Rafferty 
took it when put in play and made fifteen yards. 
Corbin added fifteen more. Warrener fumbled, 
but Frescoln secured the ball, and Corbin 
rushed it over the line and made another touch- 
down ; Morrison punted out, and Walker made 
the catch. No goal. Score, 10-6. Thompson's 
attempt to carry the ball through Lehigh's 
line was frustrated by Rafferty. Branson 
gained fifteen yards. Darlington was tackled 
by Frescoln. and Branson failed to advance. 
After a short run by Darlington, Thompson 
made the finest run of the game, fully forty-five 
yards, but was well stopped by Warrener. 
This ended the half, with the ball in Lehigh's 
part of the field. Score, 10-6. 

After a rest of lo minutes, the second half 
was opened by Haverford at 4:40, with short 
rushes by Wood, Thompson and Branson, 
each of whom gained. Branson then lost ten 
yards, and the ball went to Lehigh on four 
downs. Corbin made ten yards, and Haverford 
lost five more through off-side play. Warrener 
and Morrison each made ten yards, and short 
but winning rushes by Corbin and Warrener 
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carried the ball steadily towards Haverford's 
goal. Corbin took it out of bounds, and when 
put in play, Rafferty distinguished himself by 
another brilliant run and carried the spheroid 
twenty-five yards through the entire Haverford 
lines, making the third touchdown behind the 
goal posts. Martin kicked the goal. Score, 
16-6. From this time on, the playing was 
sharp and lively, but neither side scored again, 
and the ball went from one side to the other 
on four downs. Darlington, Thompson and 
Branson made good runs for the visitors, but 
were well tackled by Reese, Riddick and Mor- 
rison. Rafferty and Corbin advanced the ball 
for Lehigh, but were not well supported by the 
rush line, and the game ended at 5.05, Lehigh 
having the ball at Haverford's twenty-yard line. 
Score, 16-6, in favor of Lehigh. 

Haverford played a good game, but most of 
their men are light. For Lehigh, Reese made 
a number of excellent tackles, and his playing 
was generally well spoken of Frescoln, 
Riddick and Morrison also tackled in good 
form. Lehigh's rush line work was poor, and 
and there is no doubt our score would have 
been larger, if our backs had been well pro- 
tected. For Haverford, the finest tackling 
was done by Bailey, and the rush line played a 
strong game. The running of Thompson has 
seldom been excelled on our grounds, and 
Branson and Darlington also did good work. 
Corbin, Rafferty, Warrener and Morrison did 
the running for Lehigh.

Time was 
called, and the first half ended with the score

The second half opened with Swarthmore in 
possession of the ball. Shell made a run and 
and gained ten yards, but the ball was soon 
lost to Lehigh. It was carried towards Swarth- 
more's line by Corbin and Morrison. After a 
good deal of hard work on both sides, War- 
rener secured the ball, made a splendid run 
of fifteen yards and touched it down in 
eleven minutes. The puntout for free catch 
was secured by Walker; Rafferty broke through 
and scored another touchdown half a minute 
later, from which Dougherty kicked a goal. 
Clothier was forced to kick on the third down, 
and Warrener got it. Walker pnssed it to 
Corbin, who failed to secure it.

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ON account of the many rainy days which 
our foot-ball team has encountered this 
fall, a matter has been brought to the notice of 
The Burr, which ought to be remedied at 
once, that is, the condition of the path from 
the entrance oi the Athletic Grounds to the 
grand-stand. This walk is invariably a huge 
mud puddle from one end to the other, and 
the inconvenience of ladies especially, in gain- 
ing the grand-stand from the entrance to the 
grounds, is, to say the least, unpleasant. But 
not only do pedestrians suffer, but the carriages 
which attend the games, although the day be 
pleasant, are covered with mud and mire. We 
would suggest that the Athletic Association 
spend a few dollars for some gravel which 
would quickly overcome one of the most 
disagreeable features of our Athletic Grounds. 

ON the fourth day of next March there 
will be a change in the administration of 
the United States Government. It is highly 



probable that a remote consequence of such a 
mutation will be the appointment of another 
postmaster for South Bethlehem. If the suc- 
ceeding incumbent of that highly responsible 
office is able to distribute the issues of this 
paper, which the Editors work hard to get out 
on the days they are due, without permitting 
them to lie over in his office for twenty-four 
hours or longer, The Burr will have no reason 
to complain of the change. Our contempor- 
ary, T/ie Engineering Journal, has had an ex- 
perience of a similar nature, though much 
more aggravated, by a delay of nearly a week 
in distributing its first number for the year ; its 
Editors no doubt entertain much the same 
sentiments as we do. 

^ I ^HAT the track and field spoits of the 
-*- Athletic Association for the past few 
seasons have been of a very poor character 
must be admitted by even the contestants 
themselves. The very fact that many specta- 
tors leave before the sports are completed, the 
solitary record-breaker now and then, and 
the lack of enthusiasm show how little 
interest is taken in that department of athletics 
at Lehigh. It has been before suggested in 
The Burr, there is but one way to arouse the 
ardor of our athletes, and that is to introduce 
the system of handicaps used with such great 
success in many of our sister colleges. This 
system would make every event in the sports 
well filled, close and exciting, and would un- 
doubtedly bring out a great many men who 
feel that they cannot compete with the better 
athletes in college, simply because the latter 
have won some particular event for several 
years, although they may have had walk-overs 
each time. A system of handicapping would 
do away with all this feeling and would give 
each entry an equal chance for the prize. Let 
us give it a trial, at least. 
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^ I ^HE reputation of a college depends large- 
-^ \y on its Alumni. It is always interest- 
ing to know what the Alumni are doing, and 
where they reside. Such information is pub- 
lished in the form of notes, in all college jour- 
nals. It has always been a matter of great 
difficulty to obtain any news concerning our 
Alumni. Unless they happen to have friends 
in college, frequently nothing is heard of them 
after they leave. This may be remedied if 
each class, after graduation, chooses permanent 
officers. Each Alumnus would be requested 
to send, each year to the secretary of the class, 
a short notice of his place of residence, occu- 
pation, and any other matter of general inter- 
est. The secretary could then send many such 
items to the college paper. This system has 
been adopted in many institutions, and the col- 
lege paper is sent free to each class secretary 
as a compensation for his trouble. If such a 
course were pursued, the periodical would be- 
come more interesting to the under-graduates, 
and especially to the Alumni. We would sug- 
gest that the Class of '89 take the necessary 
steps in the matter, and we feel sure that if 
these suggestions are carried out the value of 
this department of The Burr will be greatly 
enhanced.

^ I ^HE 'Ninety Epitome Board, have, by this 
-^ time, undoubtedly commenced to dive 
into the immense pile of work that lies before 
them. They have a responsible position ; upon 
them devolves the duty of gathering together

Ever since the issue of 1885, published by the 
whole University, the different Boards have 
endeavored to surpass the work of the previous 



year. With one admitted exception, success 

has attended every effort; no pains nor expense 

have been spared to bring about this end, and, 

if the thing goes on the way it began, future 

Boards will have a most difficult task to keep 

from falling short of what the usual result has 

led people to expect. of them. Hence it is 

that The Gossip would advise a change. There 

is no need of such an expensive publication. 

In the first place the University either does 

not or will not appreciate it. The last Board. 

which issued an Epitome that was a great 

credit in every respect to our Alma Mater, was 

given such feeble support that it barely 

succeeded in clearing expenses. In the second 

place, the great cost of the book necessitates 

a corresponding price of subscription, and, 

although the last few volumes have without 

doubt been worth every cent charged for them, 

complaints have been heard at the amount 

asked. It is due to the facts therefore, that 

The Gossip, who has had some experience 

with Epitomes, presumes to say these few 

words which the men who have the work in 

charge this year, may take to themselves or 

not, as they think best.

The Gossip is glad that the suggestion 

offered in these columns at the commencement 

of the term, regarding campaign clubs, was 

followed out. Although the organizations 

were not especially vigorous, they involved 

several parades, speeches by the members of 

the Democratic Club, and, what was probably 

more noticeable, a great deal of enthusiasm. 

The Democrats turned out well on several 

occasions and made a creditable showing, 

considering their number. Their friends, the 

enemy, in a parade in a neighboring city, the 

night before election, made the buildings along 

the route fairly shake on their foundations by 

their tumultuous delivery of the Lehigh cheer; 

while their exhibition of the Terpsichorean 

art, from its decidedly unique character, no 

doubt astonished and delighted the good 

people of Allentown. It would be presump 
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tuous, probably, to say that the existence of 
these clubs developed a livelier interest in the 
Presidential contest; great concern was mani- 
fested by the adherents of each party. Betting 
was more or less prevalent, as it was in every 
well regulated community, and, admitting of 
no exception if the community happens to be a 
good institution of learning. 
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The Gossip is not particularly desirous of 
taking upon himself the odious character of a 
public censor ; but he feels that a few words in 
regard to the conduct of our students at the 
Pennsylvania foot-ball game would not be 
entirely wasted. In moments of excitement 
certain actions not strictly conformable to the 
rules of courtesy and propriety should be con- 
sidered with some allowance; the gross in- 
fringements of these rules, however, should 
not be countenanced in one single instance, 
because of the tendency toward a continuous 
infraction of them. In the particular case 
mentioned, while the performances of the 
umpire, acting theoretically in an impartial man- 
ner, may have warranted some expressions of 
disapproval, none of us were justified in raising 
such loud clamors of dissatisfaction or in 
rushing out on the field with apparently hostile 
intentions. We should remember that it is 
ever our custom and desire to treat visiting 
teams and those whom they bring with them 
with uniform courtesy, and, by following this 
out in the past, we have established among our 
opponents a reputation for considerate treat- 
ment which such demonstrations, if often 
repeated, will very soon destroy.

The plan of having different clergymen 
deliver sermons at the services on Sundays is 
one which we hope will be kept up. It is in 
vogue at numerous other institutions. At 
Cornell, especially, which is non-sectarian, the 
best representatives of the ministry of each 
denomination are procured to preach to the 
students. Lehigh being Episcopalian, of 



course, we are confined to hearing ministers of 
that denomination alone. 

There is only one drawback to the custom 
which has been noticed in its operation in our 
services and it is not necessarily due to the 
fact of our having only Episcopal clergymen 
by any means. It is this— r-every now and 
then, frequently, in fact, we are addressed by 
some preacher who feels that it is his bounden 
duty, considering that no one else has had the 
moral courage to do it before him, or that we 
are especially in need of his sage counsel, to 
stand up in the pulpit, and, instead of dis- 
coursing upon some subject that would interest 
and attract students in a University, to imme- 
diately proceed to attack our morals, to elo- 
quently exhort us to an emendation of our 
mode of life, and to show us the way in 
which we should go. The Gossip intends 
nothing disparaging of these gentlemen. They 
no doubt are actuated by most noble impulses, 
and are only seizing upon the the sublime 
opportunity which a congregation, composed 
almost exclusively of young men, affords. 
But, as the sermons of such a character follow 
each other in almost regular succession, each 
before the remembrance of the preceding has 
had a chance to grow at all dim, they become 
really monotonous, and> instead of having the 
effect intended, they become a decided bore!

The day was very in- 
auspicious, and as rain poured continually, 
good plays were generally impossible. The 
teams were ;

Lehigh won the toss and took the ball, her 
opponents choosing the east goal with the rain 
on their backs. Play was started at 3,26. 
Johnston dribbled to Corbin, but Pennsylvania 



broke through and downed him immediately. 
Warriner gained five yards. The ball was soon 
fumbled and secured by Pennsylvania. At the 
third down, the ball was kicked over, brought 
out to the twenty-five yard line and passed to 
Walker. The " V " trick was tried successfully, 
but the runner, when tackled, fell, cutting his 
head severely, and was obliged to make way 
for Ely. A run by Warriner and short rushes 
by Rafferty took the ball to the centre of the 
field, but soon after, four downs gave Pennsyl- 
vania the ball, which was now rapidly forced 
into Lehigh's territory, and in thirteen min- 
utes after play had begun, Wagonhurst made 
the first touch-down. The try at goal failed. 
The play continued for some time in close 
proximity to Lehigh's goal line until Spaeth 
made another touch-down, from which Hill 
kicked the goal, and then the ball went to 
the middle of the battle ground. Not long 
after, the ball was kicked, secured and advanced 
twenty-five yards by Warriner; but it soon 
after was given to Pennsylvania by the umpire 
on a supposed foul. Hulme ran twenty yards 
and made another touch-down, from which 
Hill kicked the goal. Score, 16 to o. After 
several minutes play, a bad pass to Emery 
gave Pennsylvania the ball, which was downed 
on the five-yard line and taken over by 
Wagonhurst. Hill failed to kick a goal; the 
ball was fumbled by Martin as it crossed the 
line and was touched down by Spaeth. Hill 
kicked a goal. Time was called with the ball 
in the middle of the field. Score, 26 to o, 
against Lehigh. 

If Lehigh had played in the first half with 
the vim she displayed in the second, the score 
would have been somewhat less. Play was 
resumed at 4.38. Having been hurt, Corbin 
gave way to Rafferty whose place in the rush- 
line was taken by Pratt. The ball was dribbled 
to Church, who made ten yards and was tackled 
by Pratt. Hulme gained fifteen yards and was 
downed by Graham, Hill broke through, 
gaining five yards. Hulme was downed by 
Rafferty and lost the ball. Warriner and 
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Rafferty each made short rushes; the former 
kicked the ball on the third down, but it was 
blocked and Pratt secured it. The ball 
changed hands twice in a minute, and soon 
after, Lehigh lost twenty yards to keep the 
ball, downing it one yard from the goal line. 
A bad pass gave Pennsylvania the ball, and 
a touch-down was the result. Hulme soon 
made another. Hill kicking a goal — the last 
point scored in the game. The ball was taken 
out and dribbled to Ely, who made a short 
run. Warriner followed with a run of twenty- 
five yards and was downed on the five-yard 
line. The splendid work of the opposing 
rush-line prevented a touch-down, and after 
four downs, Pennsylvania secured the ball. 
The play after this was comparatively even, 
neither side gaining much ground and time 
was called with the ball on Pennsylvania's 
fifteen yard line. Final score. Pennsylvania 36, 
Lehigh o. 

The game was characterized by extremely 
rough work on both sides, and foul plays 
abounded. The umpire made no attempt to 
disqualify any men, although several on each 
team merited such action. The performances 
of the umpire were such as to reflect little 
credit upon the visitors. Our students were 
very exasperated at his manifest intention to 
impede the work of our team ; but they were 
not justified in insulting him or the members 
of the visiting team. The referee was fair in 
every respect. 

The game was won on its merits. Wagon- 
hurst, Spaeth and Hulme did the most dis- 
tinguished work for Pennsylvania. For Le- 
high, Warriner and Rafferty worked hard, 
and played a good game throughout. Kmery's 
play at end was creditable. VAy tackled ex- 
cellently, but his passing showed a deplorable 
lack of practice. 

LEHIGH 32; .^TATE COLLEGE O. 

On Friday, Nov. 9th, the State College 
team was defeated by our team on the 
athletic grounds, by a score of 32 to o. Play 



was called at 3.55. The Lehigh team took 
the ball, and State College guarded the east 
goal. The ball was carried down the field by 
several good runs, and Rafferty made the first 
touch-down in two minutes. No goal resulted. 
The ball was brought to the twenty-five yard 
line, and in a short time, the State College was 
forced to make a .safety. A few minutes later, 
Corbin made the second touch-down, but the 
try at goal failed. Lawder next made fifteen 
yards, and W^arriner, by a brilliant run, touched 
the ball down, but failed to kick the goal. 
N. Cleaver became exhausted. Beck left our 
team, and the game was finished with ten men. 
Several runs by Corbin brought the ball to 
the fifteen yard line, where it was lost to State 
College. They gained a little ground and lost 
the ball. Warriner gained ten yards, after 
which the ball was resigned to State College. 
They lost ground, however; Corbin got the 
ball and carried it to within one yard and 
was then forced over the goal line. Walker 
made a free catch but no goal resulted. Cor- 
bin made a run, lewder secured the ball and 
touched it down. Warriner failed to kick the 
goal. The ball went back and forth several 
times without much advantage on either side. 
When Lehigh once more secured the ball, 
Lawder made twenty-five yards, Corbin got 
the ball and was forced over the goal line, 
making a touch-down, from which Warriner 
kicked a goal. Time was called with the ball 
in the pos.scssion of the State College, and the 
score, 28 to o. 

In the second half, runs by Warriner, Law- 
der and Corbin, and a kick by Warriner, 
brought the ball well into the State College's 
territory, and Lawder made the last touch- 
down of the game. 

Mock ran about half the length of the field, 
but was tackled by lewder. This half only 
lasted fifteen minutes, and ended with the ball 
on State College's fifteen yard line. Total 
score, Lehigh 32, State College o. Our backs 
played a good game. State College played an 
ordinary game, although, on account of the 
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wet grounds, excellent playing was impossible.

STEVENS O; LEHIGH lO. 

Lehigh won her seventh victory on Satur- 
day, Nov. loth, on her own grouAds. Her 
opponents were the Stevens Institute team, 
who were defeated in an interesting and well 
contested game, by a score of lo to o. The 
rain which had been pouring down for two 
days stopped just before the game, leaving the 
grounds covered with water to a depth of three 
inches in some places, making good play very 
difficult. Considerable delay was occasioned 
by a wrangle in regard to the referee and um- 
pire, but it was finally decided that a Lehigh 
man should referee the first half and umpire the 
second, while a Stevens man was to umpire 
the first halj and referee the second. Lehigh, 
having won the toss, chose the ball, and at 
3.35 play was called, Stevens guarding the 
east goal. A dribble to Warriner started the 
game with a gain of five yards. Graham lost 
eight yards, but, Corbin by a fine run, secured 
over fifteen. Warriner by wonderful dodging 
then advanced ten yards further, and short 
rushes brought the play close Stevens' goal, 
where a fumble lost Lehigh the ball. Macy 
kicked, but Dougherty blocked the ball, and 
forced Macy to make a safety. Time, seven 
minutes. Stevens dribbled from the fifteen 
yard line, and her runner was immediately 
downed by Corbin. Four downs surrendered 
the ball to Lehigh. Corbin by a run around 
the end, aided by good interfering, secured a 
touch-down, two minutes after the last point 



was made. Dougherty failed at goal. For 
some time the play was excellent on both sides, 
neither team gaining much headway, although, 
the play was constantly in close proximity 
to Stevens' goal. The ball passed from one 
side to another by four downs and foul plays, 
until Lehigh blocked Macy's kick, which 
allowed Walker to obtain the ball at the ten 
yard line. Corbin got around the end again 
and made a touch down. Time, twenty-six 
minutes. This point was not allowed, how- 
ever ; holding claimed by Stevens and the 
claim allowed. Macy's kick was fumbled by 
Graham, and Stevens dropped on the ball. 
Four downs again give Lehigh possession. 
Short rushes by Corbin, Graham and Warriner, 
followed, but the ground gained was soon lost 
by DeHart getting through and downing 
Emery, to whom the ball had been passed. 
Any material gain by either side was at a 
standstill for some minutes, owing to fumbles 
and fouls, and time was called with the ball in 
the centre of the field in Lehigh's hands. 

At 4.3 1 time was called for the second half, 
the umpire and referee having changed duties. 
Stevens led off with a dribble to G. Mason, 
who gained ten yards, but, immediately the 
ball went to Lehigh on four downs. Good 
runs by Graham, Corbin and Warriner, ad- 
vanced the ball to the twenty-five yard line, 
where loose blocking allowed Stevens to 
secure it on four downs. No gain was made, 
and the ball was given to Lehigh who obtained 
five yards for holding by Stevens. Hard and 
spirited play, kept the play near the middle of 
the field, but Lehigh's superior play soon be- 
gan to assert itself, and short rushes carried 
the ball to the twenty-five yard line. In a 
scrimmage at this point, Riddick's shoulder 
was injured, which forced him to retire, and 
Reese took his position on the rush-line. With 
the play at the twenty-five yard line, the ball 
was passed to Graham, who made one of the 
finest runs ever seen on the grounds, shaking 
off several tackles and making a touch-down. 
Time, twenty -six minutes. The try at goal

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X T is with regret we announce that one of 
^ our editors, Mr. T. C. J. Bailey, 90, has 
tendered his resignation to The Burr Board. 
By reason of severe illness, Mr. Bailey has been 
unable to attend to his college duties for the 
greater part of this term, and therefore feels 
that his entire attention must be confined to 
his regular work during the remainder of the 
year. This leaves the Junior Class with but 
one representative on the board, whereas the 
class is entitled to three. Are there not some 
men of ability in that class who will make an 
effort to obtain a position on the editorial force 
of this journal? We shall feel the loss of Mr. 
Bailey's services all the more by reason of the 
fact that there is but little to guide us in the 
choice of a successor to the retiring editor. 

EVERY year at this time, the President 
makes much ado about the unbounded 
generosity of the Faculty in allowing us an 
extra day in the Thanksgiving recess, and 



particularly directs our attention to the fact 
that in the Register but one day in given, ac- 
cording to the rules. As the recess has, for a 
number of years, extended from Wednesday 
noon to Monday morning, it might save the 
President his usual speech, if the rules were so 
modified as to conform to what is now an es- 
tablished custom. To change this custom would 
be an act so entirely uncalled for, that it would 
rouse up considerable indignation among those 
to whom a rest of four or five days is gladly 
welcomed at this season of the year, just before 
the hard pull incident to the Christmas exam- 
ations. 

^"X TE 2st sorry to see that gymnasium 
^ ^ work this term is being greatly neg- 
lected by the majority of the students. The 
number of cuts in this department is as large 
as usual. During the class-drill and book- 
work exercises, very few men appear in full 
gymnasium costume. In order to give the 
freedom of action to body and limbs which 
practice in the gymnasium requires, it is neces- 
sary to be dressed in garments suited to the 
occasion, instead of ordinary street dress. Here- 
tofore the excuse has been offered, and justly 
too, that the baths were out of order and unfit 
for use, but now a new shower-bath has been 
fixed up and the trouble otherwise remedied, 
and there is no reason why every man should 
not enter upon his gymnasium duties with a 
hearty enthusiasm. Ours is one of the hand- 
somest and most complete gymnasiums, and 
one of which we can speak with pride, and to 
visitors it forms a very unfavorable contrast to 
see the men slouching through their exercises 
with apparently no interest in their movements. 

y^ CHOICE between French and German 
•^ ^ is allowed every student who takes a 
regular course in the University; either one or 
the other is required. Why is it that the study 
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of that language which will be of the most 
value in each course is not exacted of those 
who are pursuing that branch of study ? We 
have heard numerous complaints lately from 
some of the chemists who are given references 
to German works on certain departments of 
the chemical science, when they have possibly 
never opened a book written in that language. 
It was never even intimated to them at the be- 
ginning of their course that a knowledge of 
German would aid them materially in their 
chemical studies. As most of the works to 
which they are referred have not been trans- 
lated and there are no indications that they 
will be, the chemists who have not taken Ger- 
man at all are more or less at sea. That no 
information in this regard is given at the out- 
set of the course is a very provoking incon- 
gruity and one which The Burk hopes will be 
speedily disposed of 

"\ 7t 7"E would like again to call the atten 
^ ^ tion of our students to the fact that 
communications will be gladly received and 
published. Many of our exchanges devote 
several columns in each issue to such expres- 
sions of opinion. While a student who is not 
a member of The Burr Board cannot write an 
editorial, yet he can make known his ideas by 
means of a communication. Here we arrive 
at the true value of such articles. It is an ex- 
pression of opinion by one who is not con- 
nected with the paper, and, as such, should be 
given due weight and authority. Our students 
do not seem to realize the fact that this depart- 
ment can be made a valuable one. The Burr 
has always in view the best interests of the 
University, and wherever a student sees a 
chance for improvement, he can give it pub- 
licity through our columns. We hope that 
this advice will not be unheeded, and we can 
assure our readers that the more communica- 
tions we receive, the more interesting the paper 
will become to them, and that The Burr will 
then be published in fact, and not merely in 
name, by the students of the Lehigh University.

THE REGISTER 

^ I ^HE official catalogue of the University 
-^ for 1888-89 appeared on the 19th inst., 
and in almost every respect is similar to its 
predecessors. The cover is again one of very 
thin green paper and does away with the hopes 
so often expressed by The Burr that the col- 
lege colors might, with very excellent effect, 
be combined in the binding, The Faculty 
numbers 13 professors, i lecturer and 17 in- 
structors. The total number of students in 
college is 383, divided thus : Graduates, 22 ; 
Seniors, 59 ; Juniors, 59 ; Sophomores, 99 ; 
Freshmen, 122; Specials, 22. We note, with 
pleasure, that the requirements for admission 
to the Classical course have been reduced 
slightly ; only four book of Chauvenet's Geom- 
etry being required, instead of six as hereto- 
fore. The new course in Electricity is fully 
presented and an announcement is made that 
a course in Architecture, leading to the degree 
of Bachelor of Science, has been outlined and 
the progamme of studies will appear in the 
Register for 1889-90. Jt will be parallel to 



the other courses in the school of Technology, 
and for the first year will be the same as the 
course in Civil Engineering. There is a great 
deal of matter in the Register which might 
well be omitted and, in particular, "The List 
of Donations,'" the insertion of which is simply 
ridiculous. 



FOOT-BALL.— A SKETCH. 

^^ T this time, when every college student 
-^ ^ is speaking, thinking, and dreaming 
of foot-ball, it may not be out of place to say a 
few words concerning the origin and progress 
of this popular game. As originally played in 
England it differed materially from its modern 
American form. The goals were only eighty 
feet apart, and each consisted of two sticks 
driven into the ground, two or three feet from 
each other. There were an equal number of 
players on each side, but no particular limit as 
to the number. The ball was placed in the 
centre of the ground, and one of the players 
advanced and kicked it. All of the rest 
immediately joined in the game, and each 
party tried to drive the ball through their 
opponent's goal by kicking it. The ball was 
not carried at all, but was kicked over the 
field until one goal was made, and the game 
was won. 

Games of ball have been popular from the 
remotest times. We find them mentioned in 
the earliest literature of the Greeks. The 
game which most closely resembled our foot- 
ball was of Spartan origin, and was called 
cpiskyros. A large hollow ball was placed on 
a line, on either side of which were gathered a 
number of players. The ball was passed back 
and forth until one party was driven behind 
its boundary line, and the game was ended. 

The Romans had a leather ball called the 
foil is. With this, they played a game called 
harpastum. An old writer on Roman an- 
tiquities describes this game as being played 
by two opposing parties, each guarding a goal. 
Carrying the ball was allowed, and the object 
was to throw it into the opponent's goal. 
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Foot-ball was undoubtedly introduced into 
England by the Romans at an early date. It 
soon became very popular, especially among 
the middle and lower classes of people. In 
the beginning of the present century, how- 
ever, it began to be played in so rough 
a manner and foul means were so often resort- 
ed to in order to win the game, that it 
gradually died out in the towns. The game 
was still honorably played in the schools, and 
it has been kept up by them ever since, under 
two distinct forms. One of these, the Rugby 
game, is well described in Tom Bnnvns 
School Days, and is the same game that is at 
present played, with some modifications, by 
our colleges. The other game, called the 
Association, is played with a round ball; kick- 
ing alone is permitted, and the object is to 
kick the ball between the goal posts and 
under the cross-bar. 

In America, Harvard and Yale seems to 
have been the first to introduce foot-ball. It 
has long been customary at these colleges for 
the Sophomores to challenge the Freshmen to 
a contest. The game was very rough in early 
times, and became a subject for many writers 
of verse. In the Harvard Register for 1827, 
may be found a poem beginning : 

" The Freshman's wrath, to Sophs, the direful Spring 
Of shins unnumbered bruised, great goddess, sing !" 

Another extract will serve to show what 
precautions the spectators took to insure their 
safety : 

" Meantime the Seniors, on the ladder raised. 
Upon the strife sublime, intentive gazed ; 
Secured from blows by elevation high. 
The fight they viewed with philosophic eye. 
Save here and there a veteran soldier stood, 
A noble darer for the Freshman's good." 

The rules of the game are being constantly 
revised, and the game is becoming more scien- 
tific. Its great popularity is well deserved, 
since an athletic contest, involving a more 
active use of both brain and brawn, could not 
well be devised.

^ I ^HE long cherished ambition of Lehigh 
•^ men from an athletic point of view was 
realized on the afternoon of Saturday, Nov. 17, 
when our foot-ball team defeated Lafayette's 
on their own grounds. Contrary to prece- 
dent, the weather was all that could be 
desired, and a large and enthusiastic crowd of 
students and friends of the University filled 
the special train which left the Union depot 
for Easton, early in the afternoon. It must 
be admitted, however, that the general feeling 
was far from one of confidence as to our ability 
to win. Neither Rafferty nor Riddick were 
in fit condition to play, and this loss of two of 
our best rushers made it necessary for Corbin 
to play on the rush-line, while Lawder took 
his place at half It had been arranged that 
R. N. Corwin, Yale '86, should referee, with 
W. C. Price, Princeton '88, as umpire. 

Mr. Corwin was delayed on the way, and as 
he did not arrive at the time for calling 
the game. Mr. Price consented to perform the 
duties of both referee and umpire until the 
regular referee should appear. Play was 
called at 3:08. Captain Camp won the toss 
for Lafayette, and took the ball. Lehigh 
defended the western goal, taking advantage 
of the slope, and being favored by the wind 
and sun. Camp started with the ball as time 
was called, but neither he nor Pilgrim made 
any material gain, and after three downs, it 
went to Lehigh on a foul, Lafayette having 
lost ground in order to hold the ball. Lawder 
gained five yards for Lehigh, but no further 
advance was made. Camp, not being blocked, 
downed Graham back of the line, and the ball 
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went back to Lafayette on four downs. Camp 
made ten yards, and March added five, but 
lost the ball, and it was secured by Detweiler. 
Lawder gained, and Graham carried the ball 
ten yards farther towards the opposite goal. 
Lawder gained once more, but four downs 
lost the ball to Lafayette, and four more 
returned it to Lehigh without gain on either 
side. Warriner kicked to Camp, and after 
three downs, March returned it to Graham. 
The latter gained but Warriner dropped the 
ball, and a touch-down for Lafayette seemed 
imminent; Lawder captured the ball, how- 
ever, at the thirty -yard line. Mr. Corwin 
arrived at this time and acted as referee during 
the remainder of the game, and Mr. Price 
performed the duties of umpire. Offside play 
gave Lehigh five yards, and immediately after- 
ward Graham broke through the Lafayette 
line, and planted the ball twenty yards nearer 
the goal line. The Lehigh audience had 
scarcely realized the merits of this fine run, 
before Warriner was seen making for the goal 
line in his usual good style, with only one 
man to stop him. The result, as may be 
imagined, was a touch-down squarely behind 
the goal posts. Dougherty kicked the goal, 
and confusion reigned supreme on the Lehigh 
side of the field. Time, 25 minutes. Score, 
6 to o. 

Lafayette now seemed to wake' up, and the 
ball was in Lehigh's field during the remainder 
of the half The ball changed hands several 
times on four downs, but kept working towards 
Lehigh's goal. Camp, March and Pilgrim 
carried it to Lehigh's twenty-yard line, but it 
went to Lehigh on a foul. Poor play by Le- 
high soon returned the ball to Lafayette, and 
Camp and Pilgrim rushed it forward to the 
five-yard line. Camp broke through and made 
a touch-down. Score, 6 to 4. 

Detweiler interfered with the punt-out, and 
Lafayette had the ball down only ten yards 
from the line. Another touch-down by Lafay- 
ette seemed probable, as Pilgrim carried the 
ball to within one yard of the line, but a foul 



gave Lehigh the ball, and Lawder, Graham and 
Warriner carried it rapidly away from the 
danger line. 

Finally Warriner kicked; the play was re- 
turned by March, and it was a kicking game 
until Referee Corwin called time at 4:04 with 
the ball in Lafayette's possession in Lehigh 
territory. Lehigh started play again at 4:15 
with a beautiful "V" rush, by which Walker 
gained twenty yards. After another gain, four 
downs gave Lafayette the ball, and Camp 
started it the other way by five yard incre- 
ments. What might be termed ** a lively 
scrap " took place about this time among the 
rival players, and the spectators showed a de- 
cided tendency to take a hand also, but the 
excitement was finally quieted, and the field 
cleared again for action. Both teams now 
settled down to a steady, determined game, 
and the individual plays were not particularly 
conspicuous, though the tackling of Lawder 
and Emery, and Graham's punting were all 
worthy of the applause which they received. 
Both sides made fouls by the wholesale, and a 
fine run by Corbin, which placed the ball on 
Lafayette's five-yard line, was of no avail by 
reason of a foul by one of the Lehigh rushers. 
Camp, by short but determined rushes, carried 
the ball well towards Lehigh's goal, but 
Emery's tackling had the effect of a handicap, 
and the leather went to Lehigh on a foul by 
Lafayette. Lawder gained, but Graham was 
obliged to kick, and March's return was se- 
cured by Warriner at our fifteen-yard line. 
After three downs, Graham kicked again, and 
March returned with a long punt which sent 
the ball rolling over the line, but Warriner se- 
cured it and touched it down. Time was called 
at 5:10 as the kick-out was made from the 
twenty-five-yard line. Score, 6 to 4 /;/ favor 
of Lehigh! 

Lafayette's contingent could scarcely believe 
their senses, but Lehigh grasped the situation 
and the players in one and the same instant. 
The victorious team was carried from the field 
amid the liveliest manifestations of joy from the 
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Lehigh delegation, and the cheer for the brown 
and white rang through the streets of Easton 
as it never had occasion to ring before. The 
teams were : 

Lafayette : Full-back, March, '92 ; half- 
backs; Camp (captain) and Pilgrim ; quarter- 
back, Walter ; rushers, Beatty, Wells, Young, 
Williams, Mackey, Harry, and Robinson. 

Lehigh : Full-back, Warriner ; half-backs, 
Graham and Lawder; quarter-back, Walker 
(captain); rushers, Emery, Corbin, Detweiler, 
Martin, Ayres, Dougherty and Frescoln. 

The decisions of the referee and umpire 
were fair and impartial in every respect, and 
they deserve the thanks of both colleges for 
the efficient performance of their duties. The 
characteristic attack upon Mr. Price in one of 
the Easton papers showed a lack of good 
sense in the writer, and if he is a Lafayette 
student, we would be sorry to know it. 

On the whole, the game was well played on 
both sides, though the number of foul plays 
which were made was something remarkable. 
Intense excitement prevailed during the whole 
time, and the tension on the nerves of the Le- 
high spectators during the second half was 
such as to cau.se an exhibition at the close as 
is seldom witnessed except in the demonstra- 
tions of college undergraduates. For Lafay- 
ette, Camp, March, Pilgrim and Harry did the 
most effective work, and the team's playing as 
a whole was good. Lehigh's *' Freshman half- 
backs," Graham and Lawder, did excellent 
work, and the steady, cool-headed playing of 
Walker and Warriner was worthy of high 
praise. The rush-line work was good, and 
Emery's tackling deserved special mention. 



LAFAYETTE VS. LEHKiH, 0~l6. 

The University eleven defeated the Lafay- 
ette P'oot-ball Team in one of the most interes- 
ting games of the season, on Saturday, the 
24th ult., by the score of 16-0. The Lafay- 
ette men, who on the preceding Saturday were 
offering odds of two to one against Lehigh, 
were conspicuous for their absence, but a few, 



whose faith in their team was stronger than 
their judgment, expressed themselves willing 
to bet if five to one were given. 

The game was decidedly monotonous, not a 
single great run or particularly brilliant play 
being made. Lehigh played a miserable game 
during the first half Her blocking was la- 
mentably poor, Lafayette getting through every 
time, and thus our backs were prevented from 
making any runs. For Lehigh, Raflerty, 
Dougherty and Corbin did the best rushing. 
Graham kicked well, and the whole team tackled 
in their usual good manner. For Lafayette, 
Harry and Pilgrim played the best game, 
Harry's rushing being up to his usual good 
standard. 

Mr. Corwin,Yale '86, who was to referee, tele- 
graphed at the last moment that he was unable 
to come. Mr. W. C. Price, Princeton '88, the 
umpire, consented to act as referee also, both 
of which positions he filled very acceptably. 

Play was called at 3:12; Lafayette won the 
toss and took the ball, Lehigh defending the 
east goal. Glover dribbled the ball to Pilgrim, 
who made ten yards. Pilgrim and March 
gained five more. The ball then went to Le- 
high on four downs. The ball was passed to 
Warriner, but I^fayette broke through and he 
lost f\ve yards. Graham kicked to March, who 
passed to Coates, but he was tackled and 
dropped the ball and Raflerty secured it. Raf- 
ferty ran ten yards, but a foul soon gave Lafayette 
the ball. On four downs, it returned to Lehigh. 
It was then passed to Graham, but Lafayette 
again broke through and he lost ten yards. 
It was passed to Corbin and the same perform- 
ance was repeated. Graham kicked on the 
third down. It was fumbled by March, and 
Corbin, in attempting to get the ball, made a 
forward pass. The ball was then passed to 
Pilgrim, but Dougherty and limery broke 
through and tackled him, he losing ten yards. 
The ball then went to Lehigh on four downs. 
Graham kicked, but the ball was fumbled by 
March and Emery secured it. It was passed 
to Warriner, but Wells broke through and

EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — Almost every 
year students withdraw from the De 
partment of Literature to take a technical 
course, but we have yet to hear of a technical 
student who gave up his course in favor of a 
literary one. Why should this be so? There 
must certainly be a reason for it. Men of wide 
experience advocate the utility o^ being well 
grounded in the languages, literature and 
history of the world before confining the 
whole attention to a technical course. 

The majority of our students will, if ques- 
tioned, reluctantly admit the truth of this 
statement. 

Young men, sixteen years of age, and 
even less, pass our entrance examinations, and 
after taking a four years' course, go into the 
world to compete with engineers whose ex- 
perience and practical work extends over a 
period of many years. These men know 
nothing of the world beyond their own limited 
sphere. 

The remark has even been made by upper 
classmen that they have never read a book in 
the Library that had no immediate connection 
with their line of work. 

It would seem that more attention should 



a previous number of The Burr, so as to com- 
pete with our neighboring colleges. In short, 
every means should be used to secure the de- 
sired end — an increase in the number of literary 
students. If such students would come in 
greater numbers, the influence they would 
exert on other students would not be incon- 
siderable, and Lehigh would soon have as 
honorable a place among literary colleges as 
she now has among technical institutions.

EDITORS LEHKiH BuRR : — The new rule 
of the Faculty with regard to keeping 
weekly marks from the students has not been 
commented upon in print, but there is, never- 
theless, great dissatisfaction amongst us with 
regard to it. 

For what good purpose it has been put into 
practice, the Faculty alone are aware. It 
would certainly seem that a student has a right 
to know the result of his work as he does it, 
without having to wait until the end of the 
term, when he loses all sight of the value placed 
upon any particular week's work. 

Aside from this, the uncertainty, continually 
resting upon him, as to his standing is neither 
pleasant nor conducive to better recitations. 
It is well known that a man cannot tell at the 
end of his recitation what mark he is liable to 



be paid to general literature in our University, i get, and it is thus seen that a very great de- 



There will at once be a universal cry from our 
students that they have no time outside of 
their studies. If this be the case, the remedy 
must be sought in another direction. Our 
courses should be changed so as to admit of 
more literary work. During the first years 
of the University's career, Latin, Greek and 
Literature, were prescribed for one or two 
years in the technical department. 

The literary, and especially the classical 
department, should have its curriculum modi- 
fied to accord with the systems of other 
colleges. 

The requirements for admission to these 
courses might be lowered, as suggested in 



gree of uncertainty is easily reached. 

Last year, when the weekly marks were 
known each week, we have the testimony of 
those in authority that the 8.5 rule proved very 
satisfactory, and the reason for this is obvious. 
For when the student found that he was near 
enough the 8.5 to reach it by harder work, 
his knowledge of this fact stirred him up to 
increased exertions in that direction and like- 
wise he whose mark was excellent was urged 
to keep it so, while he whose mark was below 
5 had plenty of warning and an opportunity of 
raising it. 

The whole marking system is a very unreli- 
able and unjust criterion of a student's know- 
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ledge, as no two instructors will give the same 
mark for the same recitation, but the time has 
not yet come to Lehigh when the evil shall be 
done away with. However, it is unpleasant to 
see a great relaxing influence repealed and a 
retrograde motion taken on the subject. 

We venture to predict that the Christmas 
examinations will practically demonstrate the 
bad effect of this rule in the falling off of the 
number of students whose marksare above 8.5, 
as well as the number of those who pass at all, 
more particularly in the Freshmen Class. We 
hope sincerely that the objections, whatever 
they could have been, to the students having 
their marks, will shortly be overcome and the 
Faculty will once more give to us what cer- 
tainly seems to be our right. Jus.

Membership tickets can be 
obtained for one dollar, a very small sum, 
considering the expenses of conducting our 
athletic interests and certainly within the 



reach of every man in the University. It 
is a positive duty incumbent on us all to give 
the Executive Committee our heartiest finan- 
cial support and the first step is to purchase a 
membership ticket. An economic considera- 
tion comes in with the desire to give support ; 
for admission to all sports and games is 
cheapened considerably by reason of being a 
member of the Association and the price of 
the ticket is more than compensated for by the 
deductions. Let every one in college become 
a member of the Athletic Association. 

X N the Register the list of graduates who 
^ are studying for advanced degrees con- 
tains a number of familiar names which have 
appeared in that list for a number of years; and 
the attainment of their object is apparently as 
far away as ever. Some of these names 
belong to men who graduated in the early 
part of the decade. The rules prescribe that 
tho.se graduates who pursue a one-year course 
here or two years elsewhere may get their 
degree. It certainly seems that the one-year 
here or the two elsewhere is extended over a 
remarkably long period in the case of those 
mentioned. The writer knows of several of 
them who have done comparatively nothing in 
their advanced studies and he has heard of the 
insertion of the name of at least one man who 
never even made a decided expression of his 
desire to obtain a hii^hcr degree. On the 
other hand, it is claimed that the courses in 
advanced study are in certain departments 
very unsatisfactory ; they are not mapped out 
with much clearness and precision and the 
ideas of those pursuing them as to the amount 
and exact character of the work before them 
are very indefinite. It would seem, therefore, 
that if this condition of things were ameliora- 
ted, some of those familiar names would not 
meet our gaze as we peruse successive editions 
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of the Register. If such a result would not 
ensue in certain cases, then it mi^ht be well 
to omit the names of such persons from the 
graduate list. 

OUR Library buildinj:; is proudly shown 
to every visitor to Lchi«^h, and mention 
is always made of the fact that it contains sixty 
thousand volumes. But how many ever stop 
to think that this may mean very much or 
very little? 

Perhaps one-sixth of this number are law 
books and public documents, books which are 
of no value to the average student. There are 
thou.sands of bound volumes of periodicals 
which may contain matter of value and the 
latest researches in science, but in which it is 
very difficult to find exactly what one wants. 
Then there are many books on local history, 
heraldry and genealogy which are of no value 
except to the antiquarian. When we reflect 
on all these things we are led to believe that 
our actual working library is not so large after 
all. And yet this is exactly what the student 
wants and needs. New books on standard 
topics should be put upon the .shelves as soon 
as they are published; every department of 
literary and scientific research is making such 
progress that a book published ten or twenty 
years ago is of small value for reference. 

At this time the Seniors feel the want of 
.such books the most. rhe\' are makin<{ 
preparations for their the.ses, and surely no 
one can doubt that a great deal of reading is 
necessary in order to do satisfactory work. 
One can readih' understand that only the 
latest books are of any great value to this end. 
The professors in each department are re- 
quested to recommend new bo(;ks of es})ecial 
interest to that department: bnl it seems that 
very few h.ive excr found their way ui)on the 
^helves. If this j)Ian w^.-re fully carried out. 
our Library would be a useful adjunct to every 
course, and not, as is fre<iuently the case, 
a source of disappointment. 



THE individuals who edit the Cornell Sun 
did more mud-slinging in their issue of 
November 30 than was done in the Lehigh- 
Cornell foot ball game the day before at 
I^lmira. Their pens ran away with their 
better judgments, if they are at all possessed 
of the latter quality, so requisite in conducting 
a college new.spaper, wherein the .sentiments 
expressed are suppo.sed to reflect those of the 
body of students which it repre.sents. The 
journal should above all things preserve a 
tone which would indicate that the men who 
have its affairs in charge had at least the 
in.stincts of gentlcnicH. The editorials in the 
issue of the Sj(h referred to demonstrated that 
the editors are not po.ssessed of any such 
attributes ; on the contrary, the expression.*? 
there u.sed .saxored verv highly of what we so 
often find at the present time in such a degen- 
erate state — professional journalism. If the 
SliN honestly believed that the Elmira game 
was won by Cornell, it should have come out 
and stated it in a fair and square manner, 
without indulging in the pointless, discour- 
teous and even spiteful productions that it did. 

The W'i/IiafNS Wetk/y not long ago com- 
l)lained of the unmannerly treatment which 
their foot ball team had received at the hands of 
the Cornell students. The Burr was rather 
surpriseii at this, knowing how gracious- 
ly Cornell had submitted to her defeat of a 
year ago; but when the members of our team 
were Iiisstd upon entering the dining room of 
the Rathbun House on the evening of Thanks- 
giving Day by a large number of Cornell men. 
we began to understand the complaint of the 
W'tik/y. Our team had never been treated so 
before. If the Sini desires to properly fill the 
.sphere which it occupies among the Cornell 
men, it might be well for it, in regulating its 
own conduct, at the .same time to assume the 
character of a corrector of public manners and 
instruct its m(»t interested readers in the way 
they should bear themselves when they come 
in contact with the .students of other colleges. 

And now before we finish, we would advise 
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the Sun editors and Cornell men in general to 
acquaint themselves somewhat more perfectly 
with the rules governing foot ball contests. 
When they have so done, they will readily per- 
ceive how ridiculous were their actions over 
the result of the late game. If the Lehigh 
men and The Burr had made such a show of 
themselves every time a referee or an umpire 
disallowed us a touchdown in the many close 
and exciting games we hav^e played, it is 
highly probable that Lehigh would not occupy 
the place in foot ball circles that she does al 
present. 

We sincerely hope that if we are to play 
Cornell next year, arrangements will be made 
to have the game earlier in the season and at a 
place more convenient to both colleges. 

^ I ^HE public has lately been exercised by 
-^ the charges of plagiarism preferred 
against Prof Johnson.who recently resigned the 
chair of Latin in the University' to accept the 
Presidency of the Central High School of 
Philadelphia. It was nearly a month ago that 
the Philadelphia Times printed a statement in- 
tended to show that Prof Johnson had 
plagiarized a speech of the late President Gar- 
field when he addressed the High School on 
taking office. The professor emphatically 
denied the charge of wilful plagiarism at the 
time; but until we could have an opportunity 
of knowing both sides of the question we be- 
lieved that Prof. Johnson was entitled to a 
suspension of judgment and therefore The 
Burr, as the organ of the students with whom 
he was connected for over seven years, has 
refrained from commenting upon the matter 
heretofore. Judging from the manner in 
which the Times has carried on its persecution 
of President Johnson, it would be only natural 
that the part of the public reading the Times 
and those papers which have followed its lead 
would infer that a very large portion of his 
speech was stolen from Garfield. We have 
recently had the chance of learning the true 
facts in the case, which are substantially these: 



Garfield's speech contains nearly 11,000 
words; Johnson's, 5,250. In the latter are 
just 419, or less than 4 per cent, of Garfield's 
speech, that are taken from that source. Of 
President Johnson's speech 40 per cent, is 
an inserted address which he had written in 
1873, just nine years before Garfield's ad- 
dresses had been collected in 1882. In that 
speech is a quotation, properly marked with 
quotation marks. This may have been taken 
from Garfield's speech or it may have been 
used by both Garfield and Johnson from 
the same source. This is possible in the case 
of the late President, as the following extract 
from the preface to the very speeches which 
Mr. Johnson is accused of plagiarizing will 
show : " When it is considered that the 
author's literary habits were rather those of a 
public man than of a man of letters, and when 
it is remembered that his speeches were often 
prepared under great stress both of time and 
I labor, it will not appear strange that in many 
i cases he lias not left referenees to the originals 
\ he has quoted!'- 

i As regards the extracts in the Times intend- 
I ing to substantiate the charge, it is necessary 
' to say that both Garfield and Johnson fol- 
lowed Herbert Spencer and credited the 
I quotations; but, because the High School 
President used the same quotation as Presi- 
I dent Garfield, the Times tried to make it 
appear that Johnson stole what Garfield had 
I quoted from Spencer. Further, the Times was 
' not content with this, but actually garbled the 
extracts from President Johnson's speech so as 
; to make them fit Garfield's; this is an offence 
worse than plagiarism. 

After having carefully examined the matter 
still further, we are satisfied that Prof. 
Johnson is entirely innocent of the accusations 
and that they were brought against him for 
reasons, mainly political, the details of which 
we need not explain.

ATHLETICS— A RETROSPECT. 

T T is with feelings of complacency that we 
^ view our record of the past twelve 
months. We emerge from them bearing the 
championship of Pennsylvania and New York 
in foot ball and the third place in the Intercol- 
legiate Lacrosse League — immediately behind 
Princeton and Harvard. Our nine defeated 
some good clubs of the collegiate world, and 
our track and field sports were raised a peg or 
two by the breaking of our old records. 

During the past year we have had managers 
who have vuxnaij'cd our affairs so well that we 
have lost no points through default or want of 
knowledge. We have had captains who had 
the interest of the University at heart, and who 
gave up yme and care to advancing their pe- 
culiar sports and to securing a good record. 
We have had teams that showed enthusiasm 
by coming more readily to practice. All of 
this is as it should be, and all this is an 
advance on anything heretofore, but it is not 
enough. In saying this, I do not wish to 
pluck one leaf from the laurels won this year. 
I do not wish to detract an iota from the fame 
that now attaches to, and will follow here- 
after, those whose efforts have placed Lehigh 
in her present position. These men have done 
all that they could, and it remains for us out- 
siders to do as well. We have sat contentedly 
on the fence while managers and captains 
have planned and while the teams have prac- 
ticed; wj have freely criticised and found fault 
with this or that one on very trivial grounds : 
we have witnessed the game and paid our 
paltry entrance fee, and there we have stopped. 
Lehigh is where she is through no work of 
ours. The place won reflects no credit upon 
ourselves. The glory is all for the workers 
who have worked and supported themselves. 
All honor to them ! 

We are called upon now to put our hands 
in our pockets and furnish money for the com- 
ing year. We must have trainers lor our 
teams ; better food on our training tables ; bet- 
ter facilities for those who are working for our 
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glory and our fame. All this costs money, 
and the time has gone by when we can have 
our cake without working for it. The impres- 
sion prevails that Lehigh is a sort of charity 
school v/here e^rry thing is provided for the 
students. We all know that this is not so, and 
that we can get up as good a show as any col- 
lege of the size. Let us give to athletics 
during the coming year sulTicient to raise us , 
higher in the scale. We can boast that no 
graduates have been paid to play or work for 1 
us on our teams ; no foreigners have been im- 
ported for the same reason. Lehigh believes 1 
that professionalism and jockeying tend to , 
lower the standard of athletics and to trans- 
form a fair contest between undergraduates of ; 
colleges, into a struggle between paid profes- 
sionals. Some of our rivals this year owed \ 
their strength to their imported stock. Such . 
a policy fails to train the legitimate talent in 
the classes, and will result in a failure of home ; 
talent, and an entire dependence on outsiders. ■ 
From such a fate may we be delivered. It 
has been no shame for us to be thrashed by 
paid professionals, and it will only tend to 
make us certain that the verdict of the future 
will be that of the past, "Lehigh plays a square 
and honest game." 

In track sports we have tried the plan of 
electing a captain to train the contestants. It 
has not been tried long enough to enable us 
to judge of its benefits to us, though it 
is a success elsewhere. It remains for us to 
begin to-day for the future ; to send our men 
into the gymnasium at once to prepare for 
base ball and lacrosse; to see that those who 
train are faithful, and — beyond and above all — 
to try and obtain, from the powers that be, a 
recognition that athletics will be bettor for a 
judicious discrimination in favor of those who 
are working for Lehigh. Yale wins her 
championships because Yale's raculty backs 
up the teams; allows them absences ; favors 
them in any way consistent with rii^ht, and 
lets them know that they are doing good work 
when they deny themselves in order that the 



blue may be victorious, and the result is that 
the athletes of that college are not only good 
gymnasts but good scholars. A policy that 
says *' No favors for work done out of recita- 
tion" will send poor scholars to the field, 
as those who have high stand cannot afford to 
lose their 8.5. The best .scholars are gener- 
ally best as athletes, and with such men in the 
field we are sure of thorough work. It is to 
the credit of our teams that the good scholars 
have taken the chance of a failure to get their 
8.5, and have trained faithfully. We see, 
therefore, that there is plenty of work 
ahead. J.

•*- N'ov. 28 at 10:50 A. M. accompanied by 
.several adherents. They were met at the station 
by Div(.-n,'fi7. who .saw them .safelydomiciled at 
the Rathbun House, which was the headquar- 
ters of both the Cornell and U'high con- 
tingent.-i. Numerous sho]) windows of the 
city were tastefully decorated with the colors of 
both colleges; and the game was extensivtiy 
advertised. At noon of Thanksgiving Day 
about two hundred and fifty Cornell men 
arrived to cheer their team. At dinner in the 
dining room of the Rathbun much enthusiasm 
was displayed and .so busy were the rival col- 
legians in barking their respective cheers that 
tlte dinner part becaine quite a subordinate 
matter. 

About twenty-five hundred people were 
assembled at the Driving Park in the after- 
noon wondering how on earth a game of foot 
ball or anything else could be played on such 
grounds. Mud predominated throughout the 
game. Five minutes after play was started 
the members of both teams were covered from 
head to foot and it was impossible to dis- 
tinguish them. The men stuck in the mud, 
the ball was oftentimes in the same fix. Our 
backs could do comparatively nothing. The 
whole team was powerle.ss to do any effective 
work. If the day had been at all favorable, 
there is not the slightest doubt but that our 
team would have been able to run up a much 
larger .score. 

The teams lined up as follows: 
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Cornell: Back. McDowell; half-backs, Wil- 
kinson and Young; quarter-back, Flack 
(captain); rushers, Wilson. Upton, Lowe, Gal- 
braith (centre), Devoy, Ehle and Garnsy. 

Lehigh: Rack, Graham; half-backs, Corbin 
and Warriner; quarter-back, Walker (captain); 
rushers, Frescoln, Ayrcs, Riddick, Martin 
(centre), Detwiler, Dougherty and Emery. 

Referee : Ray Tompkins, Yale '1S4. 

Umpire : H. M. Morton. Lafayette '88. 

Play was opened at 2:15, Lehigh in posses- 
sion of the ball. Walker passed to Warriner, 
who made ten yards. Short rushes followed 
and in less than five minutes Warriner had 
placed the ball over Cornell's goal line, which 
was the only scoring done. The try at goal 
failed. Cornell soon after gained possession 
of the ball and worked it well into Lehigh's 
territory. Young was injured and gave way 
to Hicks, who did well for Cornell. Lehigh 
soon got the ball, but Graham's punts wxtc 
blocked by Galbraith and the latter soon re- 
covered it for Cornell. At this juncture, 
Cornell was so eager to score that her men 
were playing a brilliant off-side game and, as a 
consecjuence, a touchdown was not allowed 
when a few minutes after I licks carried it over 
our goal line. Lehigh made short rushes and 
Warriner gained fifteen yards, but lost the ball 
to Flack. Hicks punted and Ciraham made a 
poor return; Cornell secured the ball but lost 
it on f )ur downs. Graham made the prettiest 
run of the game covering twenty-five yards. 
Galbraith and Warriner were both disqualified, 
being replaced by Benedict and Lawder. Time 
was soon after called with the ball near the 
centre of the field. 

The second in.stallment of the mud- wallow- 
ing performance was formally opened by 
Cornell with a V trick and they managed to 
make five yards. The ball stayed near the 
middle of the field for some time, neither team 
being able to gain much. Kicking was fre- 
quently indulged in, the mud continuing to 
take a larger share in the spectacle. Frescoln 



gave way to Reese; McDowell punted; Gra- 
ham got the ball, but was downed. Upton 
managed to get the ball away from him and to 
touch it behind the goal. Cornell was greatly 
put out because the referee very properly 
refused to allow a touchdown. Time was 
allied with the ball on our fifteen-yard line. 

I^^or Cornell, Upton, Galbraith and Hicks 
did good work. Warriner. Dougherty and 
Graham managed to get around pretty lively 
for Lehigh. The referee and umpire per- 
formed their duties fairly and impartially.

KDiToKS Lehkiii Burr : — Some days ago. 
the writer, while in the Library, had 
occasion to use a German dictionary. 
Applying for one at the desk he was given a 
very small one containing only the commonest 
words, and on his objecting to it on the score 
of inadequacy, he was told that the other dic- 
tionary — and there was only one other of the 
German language in the library, a comprehen- 
sive one. it is true — could be used only at the 
desk. As there were several pages of a Ger- 
man novel to be deciphered and as doing this 
at the desk was out of the question, the little 
dictionary was accepted as a last resort. But 
after minutes of wearisome search for words 
which could not be found, the task had to be 
relin(iuished. 

Now whv should this be the case? Books 
like the one sought are needed every day, not 
only in the study of the languages, but also in 
connection with the work in many of the 
courses, especially in that of chemistry. Why 
should there be such a seeming indifference 
on the part of the Library . authorities to 
the wants of the students ? Why should ob- 
stacles be placed in the way of faithful work ? 
It is a notorious fact that the general body of 
the students attach too little importance to the 
study of modern languages, and this being so, 
it would seem obvious that every facility to 
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pursue these studies should be given them 
and that they should not be hampered by 
a lack of books of reference. 

Our Library is ah excellent one; but in some 
respects like the one indicated, it is sadly 
deficient, books most needed by the student 
not being possessed. It is to be hoped 
that those concerned will carefully consider 
the existing conditions, and strive to remedy 
the present defects. Veritas.

— The Assembly, a club composed of resi- 
dent alumni and present undergraduates of 
Lehigh, gave the first of a series of hops in 
the gymnasium on Friday evening, Dec. 9th.

— Twenty-four young women have gradu- 
ated as lawyers in Michigan this summer. 

— The Yale Faculty have refused permission 
for another rowing tank in the gymnasium.

T T is customary that the Seniors be excused 
-*- from attendance at Chapel after Easter. 
This privilege has always been thoroughly 
appreciated, especially when Easter happened 
to come at as early a date as it can. Last year, 
'Eighty-eight were fortunate in that the end of 
Lent came on the first day of April. This year, 
the Senior class will wait twenty-one days 
later before they are in enjoyment of the 
privilege. Hence it would seem only just that 
some fixed date be assigned, after which attend- 
ance at chapel would be voluntary. The pro- 
priety of this is so obvious that the authorities 
will no doubt name some time, and The Burr 
would suggest April ist, when the custom may 
go into effect. 

y\ MEAGRE beginning has been made in 
-^ -^ the matter of electives by virtue of 
•which, those Sophomore Classicals, who do not 
desire to pursue the study of Calculus, may take 
up work in English, Greek or Latin. This is 
something The Burr has long advocated, and 
we are thankful that the Faculty has at last 
decided to move a trifle out of the old rut and 
display even this slight tendency toward more 
liberal views in respect to the studies in the 
School of Literature. We sincerely hope that 
the system of elective courses will be gradu- 
ally extended so as eventually to be offered to 
the technical men so far as practicable.

by the college at large; the subscription list 
contains a very small percentage of the names 
of our undergraduates. The Burr will be 
offered for the remainder of the year for one 
dollar. In the matter of contributions enough 
has already been said. So little has been done 
in this regard, that the Board would not be 
justified in filling any of the four vacancies 
now existing, three in the Junior and one in the 
Sophomore class. Unless some good work is 
done during the next few months, we will be 
entirely at a loss as to whom we may elect as 
our successors ; and The Burr, in which every 
Lehigh man should take a pride and interest, 
will consequently suffer. 

O^OWARD the close of last term, the 
-*" greatest dissatisfaction was manifest on 
the part of our students with the comparatively 
new rule which withholds from them the results 
of each week's work, as determined by the 
marks. It is supposed that the sole motive 
for its adoption was the annoyance to which 
professors and instructors have been subjected 
by men coming to them questioning the justice 
of their marks; and in some cases this must 
have been very troublesome. We think it 
might be well to rescind this rule, and allow 
the weekly marks to be given out, with the 
proviso that they are to be accepted without 
question, except in the case of an evident gross 
mistake on the part of the instructor. The 
arguments in favor of acquainting the student 
with the reward of his weekly work are only 
too obvious, and need not be rehearsed here. 
In urging the recall of the rule, we voice the 
desire of a large majority of our students, and 
feel justified in so doing, from having carefully 
observed the results of its workings. 



THE suggestions which have been recent- 
ly made by the Rector and the President 
as to more hearty responses in the Chapel 
exercises, should be taken to heart by every 
student of the University. We consider the 
question of compulsory chapel to be an open 



one, for it sometimes appears that no very 
great influence for good results from compell- 
ing men to take part in religious services 
against their will and natural inclinations. But 
in our own case, it is simply another instance 
of "a condition and not a theory/' and it is our 
duty to enter into the services with earnestness 
at least. It should be borne in mind that in- 
difference and apathy in our daily Chapel wor- 
ship may be productive of far more serious re- 
sults to ourselves than we may now imagine. If 
we may believe the testimony of visitors, the ef- 
fect of ^hat would otherwise be a beautiful ser- 
vice is greatly marred by the lack of proper 
spirit in the singing and responses. We may 
therefore judge of the influence upon our own 
minds caused by the daily repetition of a life- 
less and indifferent Chapel exercise. Let us 
wake up to the desirability of establishing a 
good precedent in this respect. 



IT has always been a source of speculation 
why Lehigh, with excellent foot-ball and 
lacrosse teams, never amounted to anything in 
base-ball. At the opening of almost every 
season, we think that the time has come when 
we will be able to move out of the back seats 
and show that we can do something after all ; 
but the result has inevitably indicated that we 
were wrong, and to-day Lehigh is practically 
in the same rank she was years ago. In 
making this statement we recollect perfectly 
that last year the team was a trifle better than 
is usually the case, and a few more games 
were recorded to our credit than heretofore; 
but the fact still remains that in collegiate base- 
ball we are a nonentity. It devolves, then, 
upon the team for 1889 to fulfill the desire 
that we should take the place in base-ball that 
we deserve. They have, as most excellent ex- 
amples, the brilliant work of the other two 
teams, of which we all feel proud — ^and with 
reason. It will be necessary for base-ball men 
to settle down to work immediately, to apply 
themselves assiduously to their task,and develop 
to the utmost whatever talent there may be 
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in our midst. If the University sees that the 
men are working conscientiously, with the 
advancement of our base-ball interests ever at 
heart, there is little doubt but that enthusiastic 
support will be accorded the team, and at the 
close of the season we will be able to look 
back and review the records with some degree 
of satisfaction. 



THE GOSSIP. 

^ I ^HERE have come within the notice of 
•^ The Gossip one or two criticisms of 
The Burr by papers published in southern 
colleges, which complain that our journal is 
scarcely interesting to any one not connected 
with the University — that there is no literary 
matter, and especially that too much attention 
is devoted to athletics. If the editors of these 
sheets were only aware that the desire of The 
Burr Board is to make the organ of our stu- 
dents essentially a college ;/^z£/.s-paper, and 
that, in carrying out this desire, they receive 
the approval of the college, perhaps the criti- 
cisms would partake of a different tone. It 
might be well to state for the benefit of such 
other papers as intend making comments of a 
similar nature, that The Burr is published, as 
The Gossip takes it, in such a way and con- 
tains such matter as the requirements of Le- 
high men demand. Here at Lehigh we are 
not especially literary ; the great majority of 
our students are technical men, and in view of 
this &ct The Burr does not make any at- 
tempt to encumber the pages with laborious 
articles of a more or less literary character, 
such as many of its southern and western con- 
temporaries do, but adheres, as closely as may 
^^ to the plan of presenting little more or less 
than the news, together with such comments 
^d suggestions as may from time to time be 
deemed expedient. When students desire im- 
provement and diversion in a literary way they 
^e not apt to search through the columns of 
a college magazine for aid. If some very en- 
terprising persons, who might be willing to 
vork hard and have little aversion to sinking 



some money, should start a semi-weekly or 
even weekly sheet, the editors of The Burr, 
being relieved of the necessity of publishing 
news, might devote themselves to literary ar- 
ticles; but until such occurs, The Burr will 
probably remain as it is. 

* * * 

As The Gossip was going past Fourth street 
the other day he accidentally overheard a lit- 
tle conversation between a very tired looking 
man and a certain young fellow of his ac- 
quaintance. The man, presumably a creditor, 
was saying to our friend : ** Look here, Mr. 

, this has gone far enough. I want 

some money," and he received the reply : 
" Why, how odd, that's my case exactly, I as- 
sure you, only you can't want the money half 
as much as I do. But don't say a word, please. 
I am sick and faint. Like that bill, I feel un- 
settled, very unsettled," and as The Gossip 
turned the corner he saw the old man slink 
away with a tired look, born of despair, and 
saw the young man walk rapidly from him 
with an air of injured innocence. The Gossip 
would advise his friend not to drive a poor 
man to suicide, even if he is a dun, by such 
old jokes and such exhibition of nerve. 

* * * 

At every Christmas examination, it is sur- 
prising how much flunking is done in the 
Freshman class. This year a large number of 
Freshmen failed in one of the easiest subjects 
included in the curriculum, whether from the 
fact that there was a lack of sufficient attention 
to it or the plan used in marking the examina- 
tion papers was defective. The latter con- 
sideration would not be for an instant enter- 
tained if it were not that The Gossip heard sev- 
eral Freshmen comparing notes after the ex- 
amination, coming to the conclusion that their 
papers were almost identically the same, and 
afterwards expressing their astonishment when 
it was learned that some had passed with a 
good mark and the others flunked on remark- 
ably low ones. It would seem that the annual 
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" culling out " in the Freshman class might be ; 
avoided by observing greater care in the ad- 
mission of applicants. So many men come 
here without adequate preparation, manage by 
heroic efforts to stumble through their en- 
trance examinations and then are tripped up 
at Christmas. It would do no harm to raise 
the requirements for admission a little, especi- 
ally in Mathematics, necessitating greater prep- 
aration, and thereby increasing the average age 
of entrance; and thus spare so many the hu- 
mility of learning at the end of the first term 
that a year or more in a preparatory school 
would have been profitably spent. 

* * * 

It is a matter of congratulation that the 
University was able to secure as successors to 
Professors Lamberton and Johnson two such i 
excellent men as the present occupants of the 
chairs of Greek and Latin. Both Professor 
Robinson and Professor Hyde entered upon 
the work before them with zeal and enthusi- 
asm and there is every reason to believe, that 
with the necessary remodeling of the classical 
courses, the literary department will be able to 

• 

hold its own with the other departments of the 
University. The efforts of these professors to 
organize a Classical Club should be met by the 
men to be benefited thereby in a manner that 
will show a desire to work their share in the 

improvement. 

* * * 

The Gossip is sure that the University looks 
forward with eagerness to the entertainment 
which the various musical and dramatic clubs 
will give us during the Winter. Last year 
the success of their efforts was so great and so 
much pleasure was derived by everyone that 
the members of these organizations will be 
thoroughly alive to the incentive for even a 
superior exhibition of their talents this year. 
Let the Glee, Banjo, and Mustard and Cheese 
Clubs continue their good work and give us 
some solid amusement before Lent. 



THE GAME OF LACROSSE. 

"^^ TITHIN the past few years, Lacrosse 
^ ^ long the National Game of Canada, 
has been steadily winning its way high in the 
favor of athletes in the United States, in spite 
of all the opposition and ridicule it has re- 
ceived from the adherents of older established 
sports, and in spite of its being declared un- 
scientific and not at all gentlemanly, by those 
whose notions were rather prudish. Lacrosse 
has m.any advantages over other games ; it is 
one of the cheapest, requiring merely a single 
lacrosse stick and simple running gear. The 
muscular action being confined to no jjarticu- 
lary part, the developement of the muscles is 
very great; and at the same time there is suffi- 
cient excitement about it to make it the most 
fascinating of games. It developes self-reli- 
ance, awakens the energies and is so simple 
that its principles may be mastered in a short 
time, though to excel in it requires careful and 
steady practice, which not only acts health- 
fully on the body, but produces an exhilarat- 
ing effect on the mind. Since Lehigh has ob- 
tained an entrance into the Inter-collegiate 
Lacrosse Association, and a greater interest 
has been manifested in this particular branch 
of athletics, a short sketch of the history of 
the game might prove acceptable. 

Lacrosse, or Bagataway, as it was originally 
called, is an Indian game. It was used by the 
first players not only as a means of amuse- 
ment, but more especially as a training school 
for the young warriors of the tribe to accustom 
them to the rapid movements and the con- 
stant watchfulness necessary on the war-path. 
The original Crosse seems to have been of a 
very different shape than the one at present 
used and was shaped differently in different 
tribes; with most, it was about three feet long, 
bent into an oblong hoop at one end, large 
enough to hold the ball. The net work of the 
hoop was generally three inches long and two 
wide. Among the Chocktaws, Cherokees. 
Creeks, etc., each player used two sticks, one 
in each hand, the ball being caught and 
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carried between them. This was a far easier 
way of playing than when but one stick was 
used. In picking up the ball, it was almost 
covered by the hoop and by a peculiar twist 
of the wrist and arm, from left to right, scooped 
up in one motion. The Indians dodged very 
little, which seems rather remarkable, consider- 
ing the shape of the stick, the concavity of 
the netting, and the smallness of the hoop 
which held the ball. The latter was about the 
size of a tennis ball, first made of deerskin or 
raw hide, stuffed with hair and sewed with 
sinews. The distance between the goals varied 
in proportion to the number of players, from 
five hundred yards to a mile and a halt, and 
more. When only one flag pole was used as 
goal, it was counted game by merely putting 
the ball past the line of the pole, although, in 
some tribes, the ball was required to strike the 
pole before game could be counted. The 
umpires were generally the old medicine men 
of the tribe — and their decisions were invari- 
ably final. Their matches were not decided 
like ours, by the winning of a certain number 
ot goals, but sometimes lasted for days together 
— wonderful trials of strength and endurance, 
as well as of skill. 

Lacrosse was first adopted by the Whites, 
by the organization of a club in Montreal, 
Can., about forty- five years ago; but from the 
year 1 860 may be dated the rise of the game. 
Since that time it has been greatly improved 
and developed, and is now rapidly advancing 
unpopularity in this country.

The members of the local chapter 
of Phi Delta Theta escorted the remains to the 
church and they were borne within by a com- 
mittee of Sophomores, H. T. Morris, Beau- 
mont, Barrios, Eavenson, Whitney and Tate. 
After the reading by the chaplain of the beauti- 
ful burial service of the Episcopal Church, the 
body was taken to the depot, the whole Sopho- 
more Class acting as an escort, and forwarded 
to his home in Washington, D. C. Throop, 
'89, and Coats, '90, represented the Fraternity, 
and Zahniser and Eavenson the Sophomore 
Class, at the burial, which took place in Wash- 
ington. 
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SOME OLD COLLEGE CUSTOMS. 

X N comparing the rules which govern 
-*- modern college life with those that were 
in force in the eighteenth century, we are as- 
tonished to find how great a freedom the 
present college student enjoys, or rather how 
great were the restrictions that were imposed 
upon students four or five generations back. 
The spirit of liberality has made just as much 
progress in the collegiate world as in any line 
of thought or action. In reading the laws of 
Harvard College that were enacted to govern 
its students somewhat more than one hundred 
and fifty years ago, we are forcibly reminded 
of the old Blue Laws of Connecticut. 

The rules in regard to attendance at chapel 
were especially rigorous. We read that "if 
any Undergraduate comes tardy to prayers 
(without sufficient reason) he shall be fined 
two pence each time, and if he is absent from 
prayers he shall be fined four pence." The 
authorities evidently thought that the best 
way to make a student prompt was to make 
him forego such luxuries as money could pur- 
chase. 

Reading further, we find this clause: ** Who- 
soever shall profane the Lord's Day by un- 
necessary business, or visiting, walking on the 
Common, or in the streets or fields, in the 
town of Cambridge, or by any sort of diversion 
before sunset, shall be fined not exceeding ten 
shillings." The plain English of this is that if 
a student shall be caught walking in the public 
park or in the fields on some pleasant Sunday, 
he is fined two dollars and a half 

Such were the notions of our forefathers in 
regard to the religious training of their sons, 
and they carefully adhered to them. They 
were also liberal in the matter of fines for 
other offences. If a student ventured into a 
hotel or saloon, if he indulged in profanity, or 
if he was caught playing at cards or dice, he 
had to pay a fine of from five to twenty shil- 
lings. 



In addition to these fines the authorities 
were not averse to corporal punishment in ex- 
treme cases, as the following rule will show. 
" Notwithstanding the preceding pecuniary 
mulets, it shall be lawful for the President, 
Tutors or Professors, to punish Undergradu- 
ates by boxing, when they shall judge the 
the nature or circumstances of the offence call 
for it." 

Taking all these together, we come to the 
conclusion that the student of those early days 
was regarded as incapable of behaving himself 
of his own accord, and as being badly in need 
of artificial restraint. 



ADDITIONS TO THE FACULTY. 

IIDROFESSOR Edmund Morris Hyde, 
-*^ A. M., Ph. D., has been appointed to fill 
the Chair of the Latin Language and Litera- 
ture, which Professor Johnson's resignation 
had left vacant. Professor Hyde graduated 
from Trinity College in the Class of '73, re- 
ceiving his Master's degree. He went to Yale, 
to pursue a course of study in languages, 
and received the degree of Doctor of Philoso- 
phy from that institution in 1882. He became 
Professor of Latin at the Pennsylvania Mili- 
tary Academy, and in 1884, went to the 
University of Leipsic, Germany, where he 
engaged in philological studies. He visited 
Italy, spending some time in Rome, where he 
continued in this work. He has been Profes- 
sor of Latin at Ursinus College for the last two 
years, and resigned this position to accept 
the same one here. 

J. F. Merkle, C. E., '84, has been appointed 
Instructor in Civil Engineering. After gradu- 
ation, Mr. Merkle accepted a position on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and afterwards was As- 
sistant to the Geologist of the Pittsburg Con- 
solidated Gas Company. 

S. C. Hazleton, E. M., '86, who, last year, 
was Instructor in the department of Miner- 
alogy and Metallurgy, has been appointed In- 
structor in the Mining department.

— In the Inter-collegiate lacrosse matches 
this Spring, Lehigh's games with Harvard and 
New York University will be played on our 
own grounds, and those with Princeton and 
Stevens at Princeton and Hoboken respective- 
ly. Games with Johns Hopkins, Druids of 
Baltimore, Maple Leafs of Philadelphia, and 
Rutgers have been asked for. 

— The officers of the two teams which will 
represent Lehigh this Spring, have started 
energetically to work, and already have the 
men training. Those trying for the positions 
of pitcher and catcher on the base-ball team 
will use the cage, and the remainder will meet 
in the Gymnasium on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days.

— Professor Hyde will give a course of lec- 
tures, one a week throughout the term, on the 
subject of Roman Antiquities, provided enough 
of the literary men in the three upper classes 
will agree to attend. This course is extra and 
entirely voluntary, both on the part of the Pro- 
fessor and of the students. As this will be an 
interesting and valuable course, the students 
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should attend in numbers large enough to 
make it worth the Professor's while to give the 
lectures. 

— In the December number of the Phi Delta 
Theta Scroll, appears a review of college annuals, 
by Dr. J. E. Brown, the Secretary of the General 
Council of the Fraternity. The publications re- 
ceived by him and covered by his review were 
The Palladium^ University of Michigan ; The 
Alirage, De Pauw University ; The Blue and 
Gold, University of California ; The Melange, 
Lafayette ; The Comet, Vanderbilt University ; 
The Kaldron, Allegheny ; The Gopher, Uni- 
versity of Minnesota ; The Makio, Ohio State 
University ; The Garnet, Union ; The Micro- 
cosm, College of the City of New York ; The 
Aegis, Dartmouth ; The Epitojne, Lehigh; and 
The Olio, Amherst. We quote a portion of 
his comments on the Epitome, as being of in- 
terest to all of our students, particularly the 
members of the '89 board of editors. Dr. Brown 
says : " An epitome is defined as a ' brief sum- 
mary,' but the Lehigh Epitome is the bulkiest 
annual of all we have received. It is a most 
creditable aggregation of valuable data. There 
is not such an abundance of literary matter, 
but it possesses several features which entitle 
it to a place first among those reviewed. So 
full of good sense is its preface that we give it 
in full." Then follows the preface of our last 
Epitome, supplemented by extracts from the 
statistical portion, and further remarks of a 
complimentary character concerning the book 
itself The comments are very interesting as 
representing an impartial estimate of our an- 
nual compared with those of other prominent 
colleges of the country, and there is every rea- 
son to believe that last year's Epitome was in 
most respects far above the average of other 
publications of a similar character. 

— Very earnest efforts are now being made 
in behalf of the American exhibit for Sec. 8 of 
the Paris Exposition, which includes all meth- 
ods and details relating to the institutions for 
the higher education of men and women 



throughout the world. The committee hav- 
ing the matter in charge state that it is desir- 
able to have as many photographs of build- 
ings, faculties, classes, societies, boat clubs, 
etc., as possible, collected and arranged in the 
exhibit, and the suggestion is very properly 
made that this is a work which should receive 
the attention of the college students them- 
selves. In a letter to The Burr, Professor C. 
Wellman Parks, of Rens.selaer Polytechnic In- 
stitute, Troy, N. Y., makes the following re- 
marks concerning the enterprise : " We sug- 
gest that the students vote a tax of twenty-five 
cents per student, or subscribe a sufficient 
amount, which shall be used in procuring such 
photographs, in forwarding them to me, and 
by me in framing and arranging them in Paris. 
This amount for framing and arranging need 
not amount to more than a couple of dollars 
per picture, as very nice frames can be secured 
for that price for such sizes of pictures as are 
likely to be furnished. It is desirable that the 
framing be left to me in order that the exhibit 
be more harmonious. ***** Your 
class colors and coat of arms should also be 
sent." The Burr would suggest that the 
presidents of the different classes should call 
meetings to consider this question of being 
represented at the Paris Exposition. The ex- 
pense would not be great for such pictures, 
etc., as might be sent, and probably the easiest 
way to get the money would be to set aside 
appropriations from the class treasuries. Any 
further information may be obtained from Pro- 
fessor Parks. 

COLLEGE NOTES. 

— Wellesley requires twenty hours of reci- 
tations a week. 

— There are almost forty men now training 
with the foot-ball squad at Harvard. 

— Forty per cent, of the Senior Class at 
Rutgers are studying for the ministry. 

— The regular course in Stevens Institute 
has been made to extend over five years. 
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— Yale students are trying to raise ;g2,ooo 
to lay out twenty tennis courts near the cam- 
pus. 

— Yale will celebrate her athletic victories 
on the water, on the diamond, and in foot-ball 
at Delmonico's on February i6th. 

— On account of a case of varioloid fever in 
Sage College, every student in Cornell Uni- 
versity has been compelled by the Faculty to 
be vaccinated. 

— The Boston Herald in an article on *' Why 
Harvard University is losing prestige " at- 
tributes it to the interference of the Faculty in 
athletic affairs. 

— Steps are being taken towards the organi- 
zation of a new base-ball league, to include the 
University of Pennsylvania, Cornell, Columbia, 
Lafayette and Williams. 

—It has been decided by the managers of 
the Cornell and University of Pennsylvania 
crews to hold an annual eight-oared race over 
a three-mile course on the Thames. 

—The governing board of Harvard Uni- 
versity regards the optional system of attend- 
ance at prayers and recitations as a failure, and 
it recommends compulsory attendance. 

—The Senior Class of Williams, having held 
two elections of class officers, and the men 
elected each time having resigned, has decided 
to have no class officers, and also to abolish 
Class Day at their graduation. 

—•The University of Los Angeles will erect 
^ observator>' with a telescope having a clear 
aperture of forty-two inches, on Wilson's 
Peak. California will thus have three obser- 
vatories with the largest telescopes in the 
world. 

-^The entire edition of 1,000 copies of 
"Technique," the annual publication of the 
students of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, was sold within two hours. What 
i paradise Technology would be for Epitome 
editors ! 



— The first copy of The Collegian, the new 
monthly magazine issued under the auspices 
of the New England Inter-Collegiate Press 
Association, has reached us brim full of inter- 
esting and excellent literary work. If The Col- 
legian maintains the standard of its first num- 
ber, it will fill a want long felt in the field of 
college journalism. 

— A challenge has been received by the 
Yale 'Varsity crew to row the university crew 
of the Dublin University, provided the Yale 
crew goes over to England this Spring to row 
Cambridge. No action has as yet been taken 
on the matter but the sentiment is in favor of 
accepting the challenge, in case the Yale crew 
goes over to England. 

Princeton College is to have a scientific 
expedition next Summer under Professors 
Scott and Osborn. The expedition will go to 
the Bad Lands of Oregon, for the purpose of 
collecting fossils for the departments of Palaeon- 
tology and Geology. It is to be limited to 
eight students, to be chosen from the two 
higher classes, preference to be given to the 
seniors. Their expenses will be partly de- 
frayed by the United States Government and 
the State. 

— At Worcester there is a portable house, 
to be used by the Harvard astrononiical party 
in their South American expedition. The 
building is made of heavy paper and canvas, 
sheets being stretched upon a frame of pine 
scantling three-quarters of an inch wide and 
half an inch thick. It is built in small sec- 
tions, so that it can be easily and cheaply 
transported. The building when ready for 
occupancy is 18x22 feet. The top is sur- 
mounted by a handsome galvanized iron 
cupola, which is made in movable sections for 
the purpose of affording ventilation. The 
building is divided into three rooms, and is 
lighted by six large windows, and has two en- 
trances, one on either side. 
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— The following notice has been sent to 
The Burr by the undersigned: — I hereby 
offer to the college and university students in 
the United States and Territories, a prize of 
one hundred dollars for the best essay on " The 
Effect of Human Education on the Prevention 
of Crime."

boast is always limited in its contents to mat- 
ters relating to these branches of technology. 
The Journal is not, therefore, supported as well 
as it might be by the University at large. 
Hence appears the advisability of following out 
a suggestion made in the.se columns last year 
to the effect that the different scientific so- 
cieties combine in this regard and publish a 
journal which should contain the most inter- 
esting articles read before each. By so doing 
Lehigh would be represented by a paper that 
would tgke a front rank among the publica- 
tions emanating from the scientific departments 
of other institutions. 

LAST Fall much discontent was aroused 
with the way in which the Executive 
Committee set about to revise the constitution 
of the Athletic Association, and, at a meeting 
of the organization, a motion to place the re- 
vision in the hands of another committee was, 
after a spirited debate, lost by a small ma- 
jority. It was undoubtedly for the best that 
the question was decided in that manner, for 
to take the work out of the hands in which it 
rightfully belonged would have been a source 
of great discouragement to the members of the 
Executive Committee who have, during their 
incumbency, striven hard and with a fair de- 
gree of success to further our athletic interests; 
but the committee should remember that it is 
expected to submit the amended constitution 
at its very earliest convenience, and for that 
reason should complete its work as soon as 
possible. TiiK Burr sincerely hopes that the 
Athletic As.sociation will shortly have a con- 
stitution which shall not only be carefully 
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adopted to our present needs, but also will be 
of such a character that a complete revision 
will not be necessitated every few years. 

NOW that the (iymnasiuni is in such ex- 
cellent order and with a new shower- 
bath, there will be no excuse for the chronic 
cutter to get in his work there this term. Al- 
though any afternoon one may find a large 
number of men in the (iymnasium training for 
the lacrosse or base- ball teams, \'et it is a well 
known fact that this department is sadly neg- 
lected by many, and especially by those who 
most need the exercise. The primary object 
of a gymnasium is not to turn out athletes, al- 
though this enters largely and most properly 
into its results, but to give every man a place 
fitted up with all the modern appliances where- 
in he can limber up his muscles and, by pre- 
.serving his body in a normal condition, be 
much better fitted to carry on the mental work 
required to obtain a degree. The University 
has made it obligatory that all should exercise 
twice a week, the minimum time they can set 
in order that it shall be at all beneficial to us. 
and it is our duty to see that the rule is car- 
ried out. When we think of the constant howl 
there was among the students for a gymnasium 
when there was none, and the constant howl 
there is now among.st a large percentage be- 
cause the wishes of our predecessors were com- 
plied with by a generous Hoard of Trustees, the 
whole subject wears a rather ludiculous phase. 

A CKNOWLKDGIXi; the truth of the 
-^ ^ old maxim, ** In time of peace, prepare 
for war," we venture, at this season of the 
year in which there is universal peace, to make 
a suggestion, not so much as to //<^'u' wc should 
prepare for war, as to ic/iojn we should pick 
out as our antagonists in the inevitable con- 
tests which will occur on the foot-ball field 
next Fall. The IUkr has at various times 
advocated the formation of a league composed 
of such colleges as we are accustomed to meet 
every year in this dej)artment of athletics ; and 



now, when we have a team which is equal to 
I some of the best in the college world, the pro- 
' priety of again presenting the idea will ap- 
pear manifest to Leliigh men at least. Here- 
tofore we have always started out at the be- 
ginning of the .season with a determination to 
win as many games as we could, and while 
there are always several colleges we strive to 
triumph over, it really did not make much 
difference who it was we downed. If we were 
in a league, however, to the necessary deter- 
mination to get as many victories as possible 
would be added the hope of a substantial rc- 
! ward in the shape of a high rank in the asso- 
ciation wherein represented. It is certain that 
j the men would train more conscientiously, 
! and the college would evince even a greater 
; interest in the welfare of the team than it has 
' for the past few years. Let the men in charge 
of foot-ball matters see what can be done in 
I this mattci. 

LAST Fall considerable complaint was 
heard from the foot ball management 
as to the unsatisfactory way in which the lower 
classmen, and especially the Freshmen, re- 
sponded to the requests for financial aid. Now

THE GOSSIP. 

^^ THEN a number of persons are asso- 
^ ^ ciated together for any length of 
time, having many intere.sts in common, 
always working together for the welfare and 
reputation of the whole body and imbued 
with an active affection for it, one of the first 
things they do, if at all desirous of an effec- 
tive organization, is to frame -a set of rules to 
govern their actions. It may often be the 
case that the need of such rules is not appar- 
ent at the outset; but, in the end, they invari- 
able prove a decided advantage. 

Why, then, should not each class in the 
University have a constitution — a set of regula- 
tions which shall prescribe the powers and 
duties of its oflficers, the rights and obligations 
of its members and such other things as are 
usually contained in an instrument of that 
sort? It is probable that the first attempt 
toward such an end miglit be of rather a 
crude and imperfect nature, but by succes- 
sive emendations, dictated by the results of 
observation and experience, it would unques- 
tionably approach such a degree of perfection 
and completeness as to contain provisions to 
meet all the questions and to dispose of all 
cases which usually arise in connection with 
class government during the four years of 
a college course. When that has been attained, 
each class, on its entrance, might adopt for 
itself a constitution modelled on those of pre- 
vious classes, and, thus, relying on the results 
of its predecessors' experience, be able to 
start out on its college career with the fullest 
ideas of how its affairs should be conducted 
as could be derived from such an authority. 
The Gossip advises a careful consideration of 
this matter, and invites an expression of 
opinions, which the editors of Thk Burr will 
no doubt be pleased to publish. 

* * * 

As a rule, there are some things about col- 
lege men, most especially noticeable during 
the period in which they are undergraduates, 
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which marks them as such; and while in the 
long run they arc generally the same, there 
seem to be certain characteristics, more or less 
pronounced, as regards both manner and ac- 
tions, which help to distinguish the students 
of one college from those of another. A 
friend of the Gossip's told him, while speaking 
of this very thing not long ago, that he was once 
asked what peculiarity there was about Lehigh 
men. He answered that while they are in 
general the same as other college students 
there is one thing about them which he, at 
least, had noticed — a desire among them to 
"gag" each other; if one can "get a leg" on 
another, he feels contented within himself and 
pleased with the world in general; and if he is 
the victim of any of these jokes, his experi- 
ence directs him to take them with the best 
possible grace. Probably there is a general dis- 
position among college men to indulge this in- 
clination and though Lehigh men may not be 
more strongly disposed than others to do so, 
it is certain that life in the laboratories and draw- 
ing rooms would naturally conduce to the de- 
velopment of this trait among persons who are 
thrown together so much and get to know 
each other intimately. As one's good nature 
must necessarily be developed at the same 
time, perhaps this tendency is not so bad as 

some others. 

* * * 

Last June a petition was handed in to the 
Board of Trustees which prayed for the erec- 
tion of dormitories and was signed by every 
undergraduate in the University. It was re- 
ferred by the Board to its Executive Com- 
mittee. There is some curiosity as to what has 
become of it — whether it is still a subject of 
discussion or whether it has been denied. The 
Gossip mentioned it in his remarks the first of 
the year, but has not been able to get any in- 
formation in regard to it. Presumably the 
financial condition of the University at present 
will not permit of such expenditures as would 
be required to build us some dormitories; but 
it would appear that some effort might be made 



to direct toward Lehigh one branch of that 
immense stream of generous bequests which 
annually flows into the coffers of so many of 
our sister colleges and universities.

The number of absences for the first week of 
the term was so large that the President was 
moved to comment thereon and to express his 
apprehension lest the sickness, apparently pre- 
valent in the University, was in need of some 
means to bring about its extinction. As the 
President stated, by far the larger part of these 
absences were incurred by the lower classes. 
If Freshmen and Sophomores would pay 
stricter attention to the work which they come 
here to perform and not cut so much, the Uni- 
versity at large would be indebted to them fo«" 
a relaxation of the rules now in force regard -^ 
ing absences.

in High Schools and Academies than in any 
institution for higher education that the Gossip 
knows of 

A LEGEND OF THE DELAWARE. 

y\ LMOST a hundred miles from the 
^ ^ mouth of the Delaware, along its al- 
already broad bosom, trends a series of abrupt 
hills. 

These hills, or rather cliffs, extend over a 
distance ot nearly four miles, and are on the 
Pennsylvania side, forming an abrupt termina- 
tion to the mountain ranges and high swamps 
from behind. They are of perpendicular rock, 
and in such close proximity to the water, which 
they face, that the narrow wagon road at their 
base is often reduced to a very scanty and in- 
sufficient width. Their height, which gradu- 
ally increases from either end, reaches its 
maximum near the middle, where an elevation 
above the road is attained of perhaps four bun- 
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dred feet. This point is capped with a huge 
flat rock, which juts out so far that if a stone 
be dropped over its edge it will come with- 
in a few feet of striking the water. 

Persons who desire to enjoy the beautiful 
scenery from this pinnacle must approach it 
through the maze of swamps at the rear. When 
the desired spot is reached the visitor usually 
shows a well-developed disposition to keep as 
nearly as possible in the centre of the broad 
floor that nature has fashioned, and only those 
whose nerves are of the steadiest venture to 
approach the edge to try the experiment with 
the stone. 

Long before Philadelphia was settled by the 
Quakers, the almost inaccessible region above 
described was inhabited by a warlike tribe of 
what are now known as Delaware Indians. 

A small band of Cherokees claimed as their 
hunting grounds the land immediately oppo- 
site on the New Jersey side of the river, which, 
although low and sandy, was then covered 
with a continuation of that forest which still 
exists in all its primeval wilderness in the 
Southeastern portions of the State. 

This band was a detachment from the tribe 
of Cherokees inhabiting the Carol inas. Fierce 
tribes had driven them hither and thither, and 
finally, worn out with travel and hard treat- 
ment, glad to find a place where it was pos- 
sible to live in peace, they settled along the 
shores of the Delaware. 

The Cherokee warriors were manly and 
skilled in the science of war, but seemed af- 
fected with the indolence incident to the warm 
clime from which they sprung. 

Their women were the most beautiful of all 
the Indian tribes. Frequently their complex- 
ion rivaled in clearness that of the European, 
and their eyes were large, black, languishing, 
expressive of modesty and diffidence. 

It was such an Indian woman as this, Kiowa, 
a young chief of the Delaware's, espied one 
day through the trees gathering wood in the 
hunting grounds of her tribe. 



In Indian fashion, as the legend goes, he 
pledged his love, and she, the beautiful We- 
nona (The Light of Day), the most beautiful 
of her people, accepted the devotion of the 
daring, handsome young chief — accepted it in 
Indian fashion, and so far as the heart goes, at 
least, in English fashion as well. 

Kiowa's mother was already an old woman 
when he was born, and now no other squaw in 
the tribe so wrinkled and hideous as she. 

She it Wcis who consulted the signs and 
oracles, told the warriors when to go forth in 
battle and the women in what moon to plant 
their corn ; told the young men whether they 
would be successful in love and war, and the 
young women whether their children would 
be great warriors. 

Exceeding angry was the old squaw to find 
her son had fallen a victim to the wiles of 
the beautiful Cherokee maiden. Exceeding 
angry was she that he, whose father was a 
a chief already known in tradition, whose 
mother was the witch doctress, the fore-teller 
of good and evil of her tribe, should wed a 
stranger bride. Again and again, now in the 
words of a prophetess, again as a mother, she 
argued with Kiowa against the Cherokee maid. 

She told him how, if he mated with this 
maid of the Southern tribe, his children would 
be weak and womanish as they; how his 
father, long since gone to the happy hunting 
fields, would grieve to see this come to pass 
and would think that no longer was the Dela- 
ware maiden fit match for the Delaware chief 

But all in vain. 

One night she made him follow her up to 
the top of the broad rock to aid her in her 
witcheries. Dark was it, and the moon had 
-not yet arisen to illumine the awful place. 

Again she tried to persuade him to give up 
the stranger maid and wed some one of his 

own tribe. 

Sternly he refused. Silently and thought- 
fully, ever and anon a pleasant smile flitting 
'cross his features, he stood on the brow of the 
cliff. His eyes were turned to the watch-fires 
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of the people opposite. He thought he could 
distinguish the Cherokee maid, and stepped 
aside to make more sure of her among the 
trees, and this step saved the Delaware chief 
from a fate far worse than death itself, to him 
who hoped one day to be stricken by the ar- 
row of an enemy while defending the tribe of 
his fathers. 

Scarcely had he stepped aside, when a form 
rushed by him and disappeared, with fearful 
shrieks, down the dark abyss. 

Startled, he looked back, and saw that she 
who but a moment since had been bending 
with muttered incantations over an earthen pot 
filled with a mixture fast assuming the dark 
red color of blood, was there no more, and re- 
alized that she who gave him birth, the mother 
of her tribe, was lying a crushed and bleeding 
mass on the rocks below. In truth, the old 
squaw, not being able to dissuade him from his 
purpose, had brought her son with Indian stoi- 
cism to the precipice where she intended him 
to meet his death ; but as he had stepped aside 
when she rushed at him to communicate the 
fatal impetus, herself was carried by her own 
momentum to her doom and into communica- 
tion with that Great Spirit whose aid in witch- 
craft she had so often invoked. 

After the period of mourning had elapsed 
the young chief took the beautiful Wenona to 
his wigwam, and tradition tells of the exploits 
of their brave sons to this day. Many other 
young warriors followed in the footsteps of 
their youthful Chief, in mating with the Chero- 
kee maidens, and soon the tribes blended the 
one into the other. 

When William Penn first came to Pennsyl- 
vania he found a tribe which embodied the 
ferocitv of the ancient Dclawares in war, and 
the chivalry of the Cherokccs in peace ; a tribe 
which could make and keep the compact — **as 
long as the rivers run, and the sun shines, we 

will be at peace with William Penn and his 
people." 

The cliff over which the old squaw precip- 
itated herself is marked with reddish -brown 



stains, due perhaps to the oxidation of a vein 
of ore that crops out here. Superstitious peo- 
ple, however, love to think that they appeared 
after the above tragedy took place, to mark 
this spot of death and punishment of treachery.

-* — -^ turned to the University after the holi- 
days a surprise awaited us in the shape of two 
handsome curtains hung up in the chapel at 
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the intersectidh of the nave and transept, to 
prevent, I presume, the sound from expending 
its kinetic energy in useless effort against the 
rafters. Although this seems analogous to the 
story of the man who offered a chew of to- 
bacco to one dying of hunger, yet it may prove 
of some benefit just as the tobacco did and is 
a step, at least, in the right direction.

They would beyond 
doubt be taken as equivalent for the weekly 
gymnasium work. 

Small prizes were formerly offered, and I 
venture to say that the Athletic Association 
will gladly renew these, and it and the lacrosse 
management will rejoice to see some good 
hare and hound runs this year.

KDITORS Lehigh Burr: — As one who has 
watched with interest the course of Le- 
high's fortunes since 1881 and who, though 
not an athlete himself, is a great believer in all 
kinds of athletics, permit the writer to say a 
few words in these columns on the decline of 
track athletics at Lehigh. 

In 1 88 1, with only one hundred students to 
pick from, Lehigh took third rank at Mott 
Haven. Since then our position has been 
among those whose achievements are repre- 
sented by the familiar zero. From their very 
nature these facts are humiliating to the present 
Lehigh man, especially when he considers that 
in those days there was no gymnasium and 
only an apology for an athletic field. We 
might urge, it is true, that at that time the 
students were living in the halls and for that 
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reason had better opportunities for training. 
Also that foot-ball and lacrosse have since 
arisen, and that they, with base-ball, use up all 
the athletic material. 

As to the first reason advanced there is no 
doubt that dormitory life is beneficial to all 
college enterprises, athletics included, and 
whenever the financial status of the University 
will warrant it the authorities should give us 
a dormitory. But is it a fact that our field and 
track athletics conflict and that one must 
flourish at the expense of the other? As a 
Fall game foot-ball cannot be said to interfere 
much with track athletics, since most of the 
athletic meetings occur in the Spring, and it is 
in that season of the year that the training is 
done. Because in the Fall a man trains hard 
for foot-ball is no reason why he should not 
in the Spring train equally hard for the sports. 
Base-ball being such a lost art here not much 
time is spent in training for it, while lacrosse 
in itself aftbrds excellent practice for long dis- 
tance runners. 

No, field and track athletics really do not 
conflict here, and Lehigh could take a high 
rank in both if there was more faithful train- 
ing done. As an incentive to such training 
our sports should contain a number of handi- 
caps. The reason for this is plain as the sub- 
ject is a well worn one, and we all know that 
as affairs are conducted at present the winners 
of nine-tenths of the events are positively 
known before the meeting. At college there 
is no trouble in finding out the excellence of 
any one man in a particular event, so that the 
handicapping could be very accurate. The 
system is worth trying at any rate, and it is to 
be hoped that spectators at the Spring meet- 
ing will see it in operation and will not have 
the pleasure of watching men start in an event 
only to enable another to win a prize. 

In "general, a college sentiment should be 
aroused which would compel faithful training 
on the part of the athletes, and the Athletic 
Association should receive better financial sup- 
port than it has had. In other words, let 



those who are not athletes be generous with 
their money, and let those who are make a 
good use of their abilities and Lehigh will yet 
stand near the top.

*^g. Not to mention the financial loss to the 
foot ball management, the receipts from class 
gs-tnes being clear profit, there is a probability 
that some good material for the University 
team was overlooked which might have dis- 
played itself in the contests between the classes 
and have been properly developed for a broader 
field of action. We hope therefore that this 
subordinate work, so important in many ways, 
will not be neglected by the management of 
our Spring teams, and that class games in la- 
crosse as well as base-ball will be arranged for 
the very opening of the season. 



IT has long been the opinion of The Burr 
that the absence system of our University 
is not in spirit with that tendency toward lib- 
erty and tolerance which has become so notice- 
able of late years in all of the most important 
institutions of learning throughout the land. 

As will be noticed elsew^here, we have taken 
some pains to ascertain the methods of proced- 
ure in this matter at a number of other eastern 
colleges of prominence, and we hope that the 
authorities, as well as the students, will be 
interested in comparing our cast-iron system 
with the milder regulations in vogue at most 
of these colleges. 

Certain it is, that even with the 8.5 rule, 
there is an unusual amount of cutting, and we 
sometimes wonder whether our rules might 
not be so modified as to give us an absence 
system which would not seemingly discrimi- 
nate against the most faithful and honorable of 
our students. 

There are times when a cut may be very ac- 
ceptable to anyone, and it would seem that to 
allow a limited number for each term would 
be only justice to those who are never absent 
from recitations except under the pressure of 
necessity. 

>\ NNUAL class banquets have evidently 
■^ ^ come to stay, and there are very few 
who will deplore the new order of things in 
this regard. There is scarcely anything more 
conducive to a good healthy class spirit than 
for the men, who are together for four years. 
I and yet, on account of the wide diversity of the 
'. courses, h:ive little opportunity of knowing 
each other as much as is desirable, to meet 
antl satisfy the inner man around the convivial 
board. It nui.st be confessed, however, that 
the Freshmen made a very poor beginning at 
their class supper week before last, at which 
scarcely half the class were present. 'Ninety- 
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two, although having some good men in her 
ranks, is lamentably deficient in that esprit dc 
corps which is essential to a successful career 
as a class; and until its members come to re- 
alize that they should heartily support what- 
ever the class undertakes and whatever the 
body of our students undertake, it is difficult 
to understand how the present Freshmen will 
acquire a place among those classes who are 
noted for their enthusiasm, energy and pro- 
gressiveness. 

IT has been announced that the Winter 
Sports will be held on Saturday, March 2, 
which is a much earlier date than has been 
customary during the past few years. We hope 
to see a creditable exhibition this year, and 
this can only come of faithful training on the 
part of those who intend to contest in the va- 
rious events. Not the least interesting thing of 
the Winter Sports has always been the tug-of- 
war between the Sophomores and Freshmen, 
and The Burr hopes that these two classes 
will put some of the most available men in 
training so as to aflford the spectators the ex- 
citement which always attends that contest, 
and also that more material may be developed 
from which to choose a University team. Why 
can not Lehigh put forth just as good a tug-of- 
war team to-day as she did in 1884, when she 
pulled out everything except Harvard at the 
inter-collegiate games? This is a question 
that has been asked for several years and the 
answer cannot be satisfactorily given until 
some energetic men unite in the endeavor to 
form a team that will, at least in the determina- 
tion to gain their object, if hard work will do 
it, be something like the famous one of '84. 

"FT was so near Founder's Day, when we 
-*" finally decided to adopt the cap and gown 
last term, that many of the students were un- 
able to procure the new costumes in time to 
wear them at the exercises on the day men- 
tioned. We suppose that nearly every one 
possesses the classical attire by this time, and 



it only remains to establish the custom of ap- 
pearing in the regulation dress on all days 
when special exercises are held at the Univer- 
sity. Feb. 22 is very firmly established as the 
date of our annual Oratorical Contest by mem- 
bers of the Junior Class, and we hof)e to see 
every student attired in cap and gown and at 
the exercises next Friday. There may possi- 
bly be an excuse for want of uniformity in this 
matter, if the weather should be unpropitious, 
but with fine weather there is no reason why 
the hope of The Burr may not be realized. 
From what we have observed, our opinion is 
that some of our friends in town are more en- 
thusiastic over our adoption of the cap and 
gown than are we ourselves, and possibly this 
is an instance where it would be advantageous 
**To see oursel's as ithers see us." It is cer- 
tain that we created a favorable impression on 
last Founder's Day, and it is incumbent upon 
us to uphold the new custom until it shall 
have become a fixed institution at Lehigh. 

THE GOSSIP. 

^ I ^ H K Gossip imagines tltit nearly all of 
-*- the members of the Senior Class are be- 
ginning to think about the future, which, in 
this case, means .specifically that portion of 
time after June 20, 1889. So large a propor- 
tion of our annual graduating classes are tech- 
nical men that the question of a position where 
we will be able to earn our bread and butter, at 
least, after graduation, becomes exceedingly 
pertinent and interesting to most of us. It is 
not too early for suitable applications to proper 
parties, and probably the outgoing mail has 
already been burdened with several from the 
Class of '89. Although the experience of the 
Gossip in this direction has been ver>' limited, 
yet it is his opinion that personal interviews, 
where possible, are much more satisfactory, es- 
pecially to the applying party, than a written 
application, no matter how carefully the latter 
maybe worded. In the latter case, the answer 
generally runs something like this: *' Dear 
Sir, — Am sorry to say that we know of no 
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position at present. Your application has. how- 
ever, been placed on file, etc." A critical in- 
vestigation would probably show that the file 
number of such application was 791, or there- 
abouts. In the case of a personal interview, 
there are circumstances which often lead to the 
preference of the applicant over the 790 who 
have written their applications. At all events, 
the advantages of such an interview will be ap- 
parent to all, and our fellow students are at 
liberty to form their own conclusions and take 
the opinion of the Gossip simply for what it is 

worth.

THE MYSTERY OF FATHER J- 



/""^ ROTESQUELY ill-sorted and peculiar 
^— ^ our strange companionship doubtless 
seemed, and yet it continued uninterruptedly 
during all those years. The unique character 

of the Jesuit University at G , its venerable 

history, the dark and romantic interest of its 
sacerdotal order had at once attracted me. I 
came poor in Latin, worse in Greek, and found 
myself compelled to unusual application to 
hold my place. In my first difficulties J ap- 
pealed to Father J , an under-master in 

Latin, whose quiet, almost gloomy deportment ; 
and strange solitary ways irresistibly attracted 



me, as it seemed they repelled everyone else; 
and before the necessity for his assistance had 
passed we became — friends. A profound 
classic, he had studied at Naples and taken the 
second Cardinal at Rome. In the missionary 
service of the church he had traveled half over 
the world. He had studied for the priesthood, 
yet he was not a priest. Brilliant, versatile, 
learned, why did he rest here, an obscure ceno- 
bite of the Society of Jesus, when he might 
have been a bishop or perhaps a cardinal ? All 
this and much more I puzzled over many, 
many times. 

I say our companionship continued uninter- 
ruptedly, but the vacations always took J 

away — usually it was my poor fortune to re- 
main — and I neither saw nor heard anything 
of him until the new term began. These he 

spent with his sister, living near H , some 

miles away among the mountains. Of her I 
knew hardly more than her name — he told me 
nothing — I never asked. 

Eighteen was my fourth year at G . 

The Autumn term was drawing to a close, but 
I looked forward without interest to the holi- 
days; — what were they to me? Home? — I 
had none. Friends? — distant and inaccessible. 
As we walked down to chapel, however, on 

the last day, J invited me to accompany 

him. Taccepted, wondering what could have 
induced him thus to cast away a reserve so 
long and resolutely kept. 

Late the next afternoon we alighted from 
the stage in a narrow mountain road a few 

miles beyond H and set out across the 

country for his home. Little was discernible 
in the growing darkness, when, after an hour's 
walk we turned in through the gateway toward 
the house. We entered without formality a 
large, old-fashioned room lighted by a single 
lamp which only half subdued the fitful glare 
of an enormous log blazing on the hearth. 

Welcoming me in his quiet way, J went 

to announce our arrival. While I sat by the

ABSENCE SYSTEMS. 



I. 



y\ FEW weeks ago. The Burr sent out a 
■^ ^ set of questions to the editors of a num- 
ber of our college periodicals, the object being' 
to ascertain some of the methods for treatment 
of absences at the representative institutions of 
the country, and by so doing, to form a com- 
parison of these methods as a basis for our 
advocacy of some radical changes in our own 

system. The questions were as follows: — 

1 . Is attendance upon recitations compulsory at your 
college, and if so, what is the penalty for cutting.^ 

2. In case of compulsory attendance, are any speci- 
fied number of cuts allowed.^ 

3. How many cuts per term render a student liable 
to dismissal } 

4. What plan is followed in the excusing of absences 
and the correction of mistakes.^ 

5. Do chapel and gymnasium absences count the 
same as absences from recitations } 

We have been gratified to receive very full 
and explicit answers to these questions in 
nearly every instance, and will hereby submit 
some of them for perusal by all who are inter- 
ested in this question. 

Yale University. — Attendance upon recitations is 
compulsory. Freshmen and Sophomores are allowed 
si.\ cuts per term from recitations; Juniors and Seniors 
eight, (there being three terms a year). Each cut m 
excess of this number counts a zero in reckoning the 
term mark, and also counts two demerits or "marks." 
Freshmen and Sophomores are allowed 29 "marks" 
each term; Juniors and Seniors. 30. Chapel attendance 
is compulsory, and absence from morning chapel or 
from gymnasium work of Freshman year counts two 
"marks" for each offense; absence at Sunday chapel 
counts eight "marks. ' A student is suspended when 
he gets 60 "marks" for any reason whatever. All 
marks above the allowed number are carried over into 
the next term. During the first two years the classes 
are under the immediate charge of four or five division 
officers who mark the men in their respective divisions, 
and possess a limited power of granting excuses, the 
faculty acting only in exceptional cases. During Junior 
and Senior years, the Dean of the college has entire 
charge of these matters, and is possessed with full 
power of excusing. As a rule, excuses are granted 
only for sickness.

Our courses of study 
are similar in character to many of those at 
Cornell, and much of our work is essentially 
the same as theirs. Why such a plan as they 
have would not be feasible here we will leave 
for our readers to meditate upon.

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I am constrained to express my approval of 
them from having noticed several times lately 
the need of such an institution. In general, it 
seems to me that, if a class had a constitution, 
there would be less likelihood of the serious 
splits which sometimes occur and which are 
almost inevitable where there are so many dif- 
ferent factions. The possession of a constitu- 
tion would also promote a knowledge of par- 
liamentary practice in which it is only too evi- 
dent our students are very deficient. In short, 
if the classes had such an instrument to bind 
their members more closely together, some- 
thing on which they could always fall back in 
time of doubt, there is little question but that 
they would be able to advance with still greater 
harmony and perform with greater effectiveness 
whatever custom or their pleasure calls upon 
them to do, than under the present system in 
which the simple will of the majority is supreme 
in everything, without regard to precedent or 
propriety.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — In a recent com- 
munication in The Burr the decline of 
track athletics at Lehigh was discussed, and 
the main reason given for this retrogression 
was an indisposition on the part of our athletes 
to train properly. 

Admitting that some of the exceedingly low 
records, for which we sometimes blush, are 
due wholly to unfaithful training, still we beg 
to ask whether the usually poor condition of 
our track cannot be held accountable as well. 
It is undeniable that for the past few years at 
least it has been in very bad shape. 

Inquiries made among some of the athletes 
of the college resulted in a unanimity of opin- 
ion — that the track in its average condition is 
very slow; perhaps from 10 to 15 seconds in 
the mile run, at least 20 seconds in the mile 
walk, and the writer does not hesitate to affirm, 
that at the very lowest it is 40 seconds slow in 
the Iwo-mile bicycle race. Considering it to 
be correspondingly slow, as undoubtedly it is, 
so fair as the other events are concerned, suf- 



ficient reason has been found why the records 
we make every Spring and Autumn fall so much 
below those made by other colleges. 

The track is particularly bad on the north 
side, where it is not only too narrow, but posi- 
tively loose. The truth of this statement is 
attested by the very sensible diminution in 
speed of contestants in the various events when 
on this portion. 

With a track similar to the one surrounding 
the Athletic Grounds of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, our grounds, with the addition of a 
new grand -stand, would be almost unrivaled. 
It is to be hoped that the Athletic Association 
will give this matter immediate attention. A 
superior track would add greatly as an incen- 
tive to harder training, and would incite the 
men to endeavor to break records, which, 
under existing circumstances, cannot possibly 
be broken. 

If such an improvement should be made Le- 
high might be expected to recover from the 
depression which it is to be hoped she is only 
temporarily suffering in track athletics.

I Aditors Lehigh Burr: — Among the or- 
-* — -^ ganizations formed recently at Lehigh 
is one, the objects and benefits of which appeal 
directly to the greater portion of our students. 
It has been a matter of surprise to the writer 
that considering the prices paid in the Bethle- 
hems for everything, and especially for board- 
ing, that something of its nature had not long 
before been attempted. It is a boarding or 
eating club conducted on the cooperative plan. 
At all of our sister colleges the scheme is in 
operation and working successfully. At Le- 
high, although the tuition is free, the cost of 
attendance really exceeds that of the greater 
number of colleges of like rank, chiefly on ac- 
count of the high price paid for boarding and 
rooms. The plan of operation consists of hir- 
ing some person to do the cooking, the pro- 
visions being purchased by some members of 
the club acting in the capacity of stewards, 
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who, for the services rendered, receive their 
board gratis. 

The organization referred to has been in 
operation about three weeks and the indica- 
tions are that the cost will not exceed S2.75 
per week, the quality of food furnished being 
much superior to that received at most of the 
boarding places where $4 is charged. One of 
the advantages lies in the fact that just what 
the members desire can be purchased and pre- 
pared in the manner they prefer. 

It has been suggested that this plan should 
be carried out with the different training tables, 
and it appears to the writer that it really is the 
only proper way on which they should be con- 
ducted. The price paid at the foot-ball table 
was $5 per week and the provisions furnished 
were of the simplest kind. By this plan a 
better quality and probably a better selection 
of articles of diet could be obtained and the 
cost would, placing it at a liberal estimate, not 
exceed $3.50 per week. 

The scheme is at least worthy of considera- 
tion, and as it is time that the men for lacrosse 
and base-ball should begin training, let us hope 
to hear of its early adoption. An Ace.

reference upon their respective subjects. We 
have often wondered if it would be asking too 
much of our Professors, should we request a 
list of the authors whose productions may be 
taken as authority in the special subjects to 
which they are devoted. The range of special- 
ties in the various departments of technical 
work is not so great but that a few general 
divisions can be easily made, with a list of 
standard writers in each of these general divi- 
sions. These lists could be posted in the bul- 
letin boards possessed by each of the depart- 
ments, and would, we think, prove to be a 
great convenience to those who desire to make 
use of the books in the Library. At present, 
it may happen that a man collects considerable 
data which proves useless, by reason of his 
authority being either obsolete or unreliable. 

T T has been rumored that the Alumni As- 
^ sociation contemplates withdrawing the 
prizes which it yearly offers in Junior oratory. 
The members affirm that as a rule the contest 
on Washington's birthday is not of sufficiently 
high a character to warrant its continuance, 
at least under the patronage of their body. 
Undoubtedly there is some ground for their 
complaints ; but, as a matter of fact, when it is 
considered that the men have almost no train- 
ing of a nature calculated to draw out and im- 
prove whatever oratorical powers they may 
possess, it must be admitted that our annual 
contests are of a very fair order. To do away 
with them entirely would be an unfortunate 
step on the part of the Alumni, if merely con- 
sidered in the light of breaking up one of our 
established in.stitutions. If the Faculty would 
insist that the Juniors adhere to the course 
mapped out for them in the Register by which 
they are under the necessity of delivering 
original orations throughout the year, and if a 
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long felt want in the University, a distinct 
chair of Rhetoric and Elocution, were supplied, 
there is every reason to believe that the mem- | 
bers of the Junior Class would make a much j 
better showing when they ascend the rostrum 
on the anniversary of Washington's birth. The 
lectures on Shakespeare, which are substituted 
every year for orations, are in the highest de- 
gree entertaining, and throw light on a sub- 
ject with which every well-educated man should 
be familiar ; but they should be made a dis- 
tinct feature of the Junior year, rather than put 
in the place of work which, if properly attended 
to, IS of the greatest value to men in all walks 
of life. 

Tj^TESLEYAN UNIVERSITY was 
^ ^ pretty well stirred up on the 22nd of 
February by the explosion of some dynamite 
bombs in one of the buildings. Some Fresh- 
men, entertaining a desire to properly cele- 
brate the nativity of him who was first in war, 
first in peace and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen, were, of course, the ones who re 
sorted to such violent means to carry out their 
purpose. Beside considerable damage to the 
college property, one of the participants in the 
innocent display of patriotism was so severely 
injured that, if the general public, which was 
perhaps furnished by enterprising newspapers 
with exaggerated accounts of the affair, should 
otherwise be inclined to regard it with amuse- 
ment, its ridiculous phase is entirely lacking, 
although these patriotic Freshmen had, in this 
nineteenth century, the presumption to assert 
that they were not aware of the destructive 
power of their bombs. But the general pub- 
lic, ignorant of student ways, or else preju- 
diced by any reports of such occurrences — 
never paying any attention to what good there 
is manifested in college life — is always ready 
to pick up matters like this affair at Wesleyan 
and use them as arguments against colleges in 
general, and especially again.st tho.sc institu- 
tions at which they unfortunately occurred. 
Hence it is that such idiots as these, who 



take upon themselves to disport with dyna- 
mite, should invariably be weeded out, and 
thus let it be shown to the world outside that 
men of such calibre are the exception, and not 
the rule among college students. 

Here at Lehigh, although it was announced 
in several prominent papers long ago, after a 
practical joke in the form of an affaire d'hon- 
neur, that the barbarous practice of duelling 
had appeared among our students, no such 
thoughtless performances have ever occurred 
to detract from the good name of our Alma 
Mater : let us hope that none will. 

THE MUSICAL ENTERTAINMENT.

ABSENCE SYSTEMS. 

11. 

T N continuing the presentation of the subject 
-*- of absences, we find that it will be impossi- 
ble to give in detail the methods at all the col- 
leges from which information has been ob- 
tained. We have therefore selected the re- 
ports from the largest and most important of 
these colleges, and will make merely a sum- 
mary of the usages of the smaller institutions. 
Hoping that the members of the Faculty may 
have been interested in our efforts toward en- 
lightenment on this subject, we simply state 

the facts without further comment at present. 

Harvard University. — Attendance on recitations is 
not compulsory, but a man must satisfy the instructor 
on the score of his general scholarship and faithful- 
ness. If an instructor thinks that a man is " cutting " 



too much, dismissal from the course may follow. 
Moreover, whenever the college authorities find on 
their records of attendance and absences that a man is 
"cutting" too often, a "warning" is sent to him. Un- 
less this is heeded, the student is put on special proba- 
tion or suspended for further " cutting." The number 
of cuts allowed before any notice is taken is not fixed, 
but is regulated generally according to the scholarship 
and standing of the student. On the average, a stu- 
dent would not be allowed more than three or four 
" cuts " a week. It all varies, however, according to 
the standard of the instructor and the particular cir- 
cumstances of the case. Chapel and gymnasium are 
neither of them compulsory, so " cuts " of the exercises 
do not count. 

•' Notwithstanding the result of the vote recently 
taken by the overseers of Harvard College, the profes- 
sors here do not complain of the present system, and 
it certainly seems to work fully as well as the more re- 
strictive plans, where the student feels in duty bound 
to cut as many times as he is allowed, and where his 
attendance upon lectures and recitations seems more 
like a task than a genuine voluntary effort to benefit 
himself and aid him in getting a broad and self-inter- 
ested education." 

Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. — i. Attendance 
upon recitations at the R. P. I. is compulsory, and the 
penalty for cutting is the infliction of a large, beautiful 
zero. 2. No specified number of cuts are allowed. 
3. Cutting, in general, does not render a student liable 
to dismissal. It, however, lowers his standing, and 
leads the way to conditions more or less heavy and to 
the obligation of repeating his term's work. 4. Ab- 
sences are never excused absolutely. In cases of ab- 
sence where there exist good reasons, the adjudgment 
of which is left to the discretion of the professor, stu- 
dents are allowed to make up recitations, but not 
otherwise. 5. There are no chapel exercises at the 
R. P. I. The Faculty does not concern itself in any 
way as to the matter of gymnasium attendance. 

Amherst College. — i. Attendance upon recitations is 
required under certain established conditions and pen- 
alties for absence. 2. Cuts are allowed amounting to 
one-tenth of all the exercises in each study and in 
chapel, church and gymnasium. 3. A student may 
cut over as he will, provided that he pass satisfactory 
examinations in subjects where his absences exceed 
the tenth allowed. Excess absences in chapel, church 
and gymnasium are made up by exammations in 
special extra work. 4. No excuses are granted for ab- 
sence from recitations under any condition whatever. 
Excuses from chapel, church and g)'mnasium are 
granted in cases of sickness exceeding three days du- 
ration, as the college physician may decide. In case a 
mistake is made in recording of absences, the error 
will be corrected within a week upon the word of the 
student himself. No change is permitted after the 
error has stood upon the books of the Registrar seven 
days. 5. Extra absences in chapel, church and gym- 
nasium are made up by examinations in special work 
as determined by the professor. Two hours work are 
assigned as a penalty for each cut. 

Columbia College. — I. Attendance on recitations at 
Columbia is compulsory. The penalty for over-cut- 
tmg consists in debarring a student from examination. 
Until the disability is removed, no examination in the 
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Study concerned can be taken by the student, and he 
is thus shut out from being a candidate for a degree. 
2. A student is allowed to cut one-fifth of the entire 
number of recitations in each study. 3. A student is 
not dismissed for cutting. 4. The excuses for every 
absence in the subject from which a student is de- 
barred at examination must be given to the president, 
who may make a final decision in the matter, and re- 
move the disability if he thinks fit. Mistakes are recti- 
fied immediately by the same power. 5. We have no 
gymnasium. Chapel cuts count the same as others. 

Stevens Institute of Technology. — i . Attendance 
upon recitations and lectures is compulsory. For each 
inexcused absence from a single department, .5 of one 
unit is deducted from the term average. 2 and 3. No 
specified number of cuts are allowed. If a student is 
found to be continually absent, his case is brought be- 
fore the faculty. 4. Written excuses are handed to 
the professors, who use their own judgment in accept- 
ing the same. 4. The institute does not hold chapel 
exercises. Gymnasium attendance is optional. 

Brown University, — i. Yes. The penalty is dis- 
mission 2l\jtx frve more than allowed are taken, unless 
specially excused by the faculty, or a physician's cer- 
tificate of disability is presented. 2. Eighteen cuts are 
allowed each half year from recitations and eighteen 
more each half from chapel, a total of sevf^nty-two 
cuts per year. 3. A student is dismissed for twenty- 
three cuts from either chapel or recitations. /. e. five 
more than allowed. Chapel and recitation cuts are 
counted entirely independent of each other. 4. All 
lessons must be made up, the professors, most of 
them, having regular hours for this purpose. If a 
recitation is not made up, it is counted as zero in mak- 
ing up the mark. 5. Chapel attendance is required. 
We have as yet no regular gymnasium. 

University of Pennsylvania. — i. Attendance upon 
recitations is compulsory at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. The penalty is 10 demerits for every hour, 
recitation or lecture, which is cut. 2. No cuts what- 
ever are allowed. 3. 250 demerits incurred by cut- 
ting or otherwise render a student liable to dismissal. 
The liability to dismissal is not based on any particu- 
lar number of cuts, but on 250 demerits. These may 
be incurred by lateness to recitations, absence or dis- 
orderly conduct. 4. A student is excused for absence 
in case of (a) sickness, {b) death or marriage in family; 
(c) for any other reason which, in the opinion of the 
Dean of the Facultv, seems sufficient for such ab- 
sence. 5. Chapel absences count as absences from 
recitations. Gymnasium this year has not been com- 
pulsory, and so no account is kept of attendance. 

University of Virginia. — i. Attendance upon reci- 
tations is compulsory, and is ascertained by regular 
roll calls. There is no prescribed penalty for cutting. 
If a student has cut as many as three times during a 
month in any one class, he is summoned before the 
faculty, and admonished to be more regular m attend- 
ance. In extreme cases the penalty is dismissal. 2. 
No notice is taken of absences not amounting to more 
than the above number. 3. There is no number speci- 
fied which will render a student liable to dismissal, and 
it is rare that such extreme measures are taken. 4. As 
to excusing absences, the student gives his excuse, if 
he has one, and it is accepted by the faculty as the un- 
blemished truth. They act upon it accordingly. The 



same rule is followed in the correction of mistak 
statement made by a student is ever questioned 
authorities. 5. Attendance at chapel and gymi 
is entirely optional.

INDOOR SPORTS vs. TRACK SPORTS. 

"^T^HIS article has been prepared in the 
-*- hope that it may prove interesting, not 
only to the athletes in college, but others as 
Well. Its purport is a comparison of the rec- 
ords made in indoor sports and track sports 
by the students of the University during the 
last four years, the basis of comparison being 
obtained from the best records of the Inter- 
Collegiate Athletic Association. 

The averaged records made at the sports 
held in the gymnasium March 27, 1885, were 
85 per cent, of the corresponding records of 
the Inter-Collegiate Association, while those 
of the track sports held in the same year aver- 
aged 79 per cent, of those of the association. 
In 1886, our average excellence in each, com- 
pared with the same standard, was 85 per cent. 
and 83 per cent, respectively, in 1887, Sy per 
cent, and 85 per cent, respectively, and in 1888, 
96 per cent and 79 per cent, respectively. 

These percentages show that our record in 
what are usually classed as indoor sports have 
uniformly improved during the last four years. 
They show also that we have made a steady 
improvement in track athletics, with the ex- 
ception of the year 1888, when we fell to the 
low figure of 79 per cent. This retrogression 
was due entirely to the unfavorable day on 
which the sports were held. 

Another noticeable fact shown by these per- 
centages is our unvaried inferiority in track 
sports. This is very surprising, when we con- 



sider that Lehigh is by no means backward in 
field athletics generally; but does not the fact 
that we arc much better equipped in the neces- 
sary appointments for indoor than field sports 
offer an explanation ? 

Our gymnasium compares more than favor- 
ably with those of most other colleges. It 
was designed by Dr. Sargent, of Harvard, and 
great attention has been paid to every detail 
that will assist in the physical development of 
the body. Our indoor athletes have every ad- 
vantage in their favor to aid them in making 
good records. 

But with what disadvantages have the track 
athletes to contend ! The condition of the 
track alone is such as to prevent the breaking 
of college records, and in itself offers sufficient 
explanation for our inferiority in track as com- 
pared with indoor sports. It is not due to in- 
different training or inability. 

There can be no doubt that if our track and 
indoor sports would be placed on the same 
footing we would soon show decided improve- 
ment in the former.

JUNIOR ORATORICAL CONTEST. 

^nr^HE Memorial Church was comfortably 
-*- filled, on the morning of Washington's 
Birthday, by an appreciative audience which 
had assembled to listen to six Juniors speak in 
competition for the Alumni prizes in oratory. 
An unusual lack of interest was displayed by 
undergraduates, their benches being scarcely 
half filled. 

After the processional and prayer by the 
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Chaplain, Edwin Jay Prindle delivered an ora- 
tion on "Philip Sheridan," which, though 
scarcely oratorical in its style throughout the 
greater portion, was spoken with great dis- 
tinctness and in quite a pleasing manner. 
After the singing of Hymn 307, William Cas- 
sidy Perkins spoke on "The Last Will and 
Testament of George Washington.*' Many of 
the thoughts in this speech were quite foreign 
to the subject; the delivery was fair. "America" 
was then sung and the next speaker, Howard 
Augustus Foering was announced, his subject 
being " Philip Sheridan." This oration showed 
careful preparation and was, taken as a whole, 
a very creditable literary efifort. It was de- 
livered in a clear, forcible manner, though 
there were a few blemishes due to natural de- 
fects in the speaker's pronunciation. At 
times too much warmth was displayed and the 
gestures were not particularly graceful, but the 
general effect was excellent and characterized 
the oration as undoubtedly the best one of the 
day. "The Star-Spangled Banner" was sung 
and Charles Herbert Miller delivered an ora- 
tion on " Constitutional Government in Eng- 
land and America." The speaker had un- 
doubtedly given much thought to the prepara- 
tion of his effort, but appeared at a slight 
disadvantage from not having it thoroughly in 
mind; his manner being graceful, his gestures 
good and his enunciation clear, distinct and 
at times forcible, the impression created was 
favorable. After the " Union Song," Frederick 
Elmer Fisher mounted the rostrum and, in a 
creditable oration on "The Twentieth Cen- 
tury," nevertheless made some statements 
which would be unlikely to obtain very gene- 
ral acceptance. The speaker was materially 
handicapped by a very weak voice which made 
it almost impossible for him to be heard except 
in the immediate vicinity of the stage. " Hail 
Columbia" was sung with patriotic fervor, and 
the last oration was delivered by Robert Eng- 
ler Neumeyer, his subject being "The Ancients 
as Builders and Engineers." Whatever merit 
this possessed as a literary composition was 



almost entirely overcome by a poor de 
resulting from having the speech impe 
committed and the lack of any decided o 
cal powers, either natural or acquired.

As the two entertainments(one just given, 
the other after Lent) by the Glee Club, Banjo 
and Guitar Club, and Orchestra are to be for the 
benefit of the Athletic Association to aid in 
the erection of a grand stand, and as our base- 
ball nine, to accomplish anything, must have a 
trainer, which means more money than we 
now have, an entertainment of this sort would 
appear highly proper. Besides it would give 



another opportunity for our Orchestra to dis- 
tinguish itself, and at the same time afford a 
rare treat for many of us. So let these vague 
rumors soon become certainties. 

Great things are expected of our nine this 
year, for surely they have set to work in the 
right spirit. To put ourselves on a par with 
colleges of like size with us, it is absolutely 
necessary that we do as they do and hire a first- 
class player to instruct aspirants for the team 
in pitching, catching, batting and base-running. 
The time has now come when this must be 
done. Every year our foot-ball and lacrosse 
teams show a steady improvement over the 
previous year and do honor to the college; 
our base-ball team must be a discredit to us 
no longer. Plenty of money is needed and 
everything which affords a revenue for this 
purpose should be thoroughly supported by 
each one of us.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — A radical re- 
form is needed in the method of cata- 
loguing now in vogue in the Library. Under 
the present system it is utterly impossible to 
obtain any adequate idea of what the Library 
contains, the long rows of drawers packed 
with innumerable poorly written cards, thor- 
oughly discouraging the most industrious in- 
vestigator. This clumsy and obsolete system 
has long been condemned as worthless for a 
catalogue of reference by the most experienced 
librarians, and it has passed quite out of use in 
nearly all the large public libraries of the 
country. No less authority than Mr. Spofford, 
the librarian of Congress and head of the third 
largest library in the world, has declared that 
only printed catalogues are practicable. 

The fact that the present catalogue is scarcely 
ever consulted is alone sufficient evidence of 
its inefficiency. Rather than waste time search- 
ing through its numberless cards for something 
to read, the average reader contents himself 
with a newspaper or a magazine. By this sys- 
tem, the Seniors in the alcoves suffer not less 
than the lower classmen. They enter with 
the vaguest notion of what the alcoves contain. 
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and loose many valuable hours in aimless 
search among the multitude of books, many 
of which would be saved did they hold a 
printed catalogue in their hands. Among all 
classes the present system discourages general 
reading and tends seriously to impair the use- 
fulness of an otherwise excellent public library. 
It is during the four years spent in the Uni- 
versity that most men must obtain their gen- 
eral knowledge of literature; not many will 
again have access to a public library, and it is 
important that every convenience should be 
given them in the exercise of this privilege; 
certainly it is reasonable that any method 
of cataloguing which operates to discourage 
the use of the books should be speedily abol- 
ished. If the Library is to be anything more 
than a museum of antiquities — if it is to be a 
serviceable public Library such as was un- , 
doubtedly intended by its founder — first of all, i 
this old fashioned system of cataloguing must j 
be abolished. Bibliotheque. • 

ij^DiTORs Lehigh Burr: — WhenTHE Burr, 
-*-— ^ a short time since, stated that the Am- 
herst Senate had been pronounced a great sue 
cess it occurred to me: — would not a like par- 
ticipation in our college government prove as 
satisfactory in its influence? 

Having since given the matter not a little 
thought and obtained the opinions of several 
of the most prominent men of different col- 
leges, I feel more than ever that such a method 
would be beneficial in its results at Lehigh. 

To those who are not, perchance, well in- 
formed as to the workings of this Senate, I 
would venture to give a brief explanation. 

This body at Amherst, which associates 
with the Faculty in the immediate college 
government, comprises four Seniors, three 
Juniors, two Sophomores, and one Freshman, 
chosen by their respective classes. At the 
meetings held monthly the President of the 
college presides. Before taking his seat, each 
member signs a preface to the constitution 
promising to judge upon all matters brought 



before him and endeavor to seek in all h 
decisions the good order and decorum of tl 
college. 

Says President Seelye: "The increasii 

usefulness of the College Senate is one of tl 
most noticeable features of our college li 
during the past year;" and he further stat 
that this body has now the confidence of tl 
Faculty and students. Though his vote 
necessary to make any action valid, in b 
very few instances has he been obliged to wit 
hold his assent ; and from the Senate's mann 
not only of expressing but also directing cc 
lege sentiment, he cannot but think that the 
is in this "an educating force of great wor 
and promise." 

In an interesting article "Preparation f 
Citizenship," in Education for December, tl 
author places special stress on the point th 
the student, in becoming a good citizen of tl 
college world, is thus preparing to become 
good citizen of the State. 

The idea of a contract as the basis of the r 
lation between student and college, (that tl 
non-fulfillment of obligations should termina 
such relation,) and the participation of the st 
dent in the government of the college, are t 
principal features of what is termed the **Ai 
herst System." Except the taking part in t! 
college government, this is as nearly as cou 
be expressed the idea of our relation with L 
high. Such principles tend to develop in t 
student the capacity for wise self direction, ai 
to awaken in him that which in too marked 
degree appears to be wanting with us : a great 
interest in the college and a sense of respon* 
bility for its welfare.

It is certain that we would all be extreme 
proud of any system that would make le 
radical the differences between Faculty ai 
student views, and establish a relation whi( 
may be more generally that of friendly ai 
hearty cooperation.

We 
clip the following from their editorial com-

of the absence systems published to-day, shows 
that at a number of the most prominent col- 
leges, attendance at recitations is still compul- 
sory. This was once the case at Cornell, and 
the Absence Committee alone had the power 
of granting excuses. At present, the system 
is more liberal. Every professor decides for 
himself how many cuts he will allow. Low 
marks and exclusion from examination are 
severe enough penalties to secure regular at- 
tendance. At least, the rule has worked so 
well that no one is ever heard to sigh for the 
old system. The student is treated as though 
he had passed his school-boy days, and had 
developed some common sense. VV^e assure 
our sister colleges that a trial of the Cornell 
system will prove to them how long they have 
neglected a good thing." 

OUR EXCHANGES. 

Owing to the smallness of our editorial board 
during the portion of the year which has passed, 
the exchange editor has been so occupied with 
other departments that this column has been 
somewhat neglected. We are to have the as- 
sistance of three more editors from now on, and 
will endeavor in future to devote a proper 
amount of space to notices of our contem- 
poraries.

With the frost rapidly coming out of the 
ground everything mundane must needs have 
the characteristic of extreme softness, and 
especially is this true of the turf When one is 
late for a recitation or is too weary to tread the 
longer way around the paths, it is a great 
temptation to scale the terraces over the grass. 
But at this time especially such a thing should 
not be done. We know this subject wears a 
rather ancient garb, but to the lower classmen 
at least a word of warning seems necessary. 
At a vast expense our Park is kept up and we 
should all take pride in its beauty, for rarely 
could a more charming spot in Summer be 
found than the forty acres of ground on the 
slope of the South Mountain. 

^ I ^HOSE gentlemen who have the man- 
-*^ agement of the various entertainments 
and lectures for the season should be made to 
understand that much can be done to secure 
attendance by a judicious use of printer's ink. 
In other words, they should learn how to ad- 
vertise. As a case in point, we may cite the 
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musical entertainment of a few weeks a^o. 
Posters were gotten out, it is true, but they 
were worded so inaccurately and indefinitely 
that their effect was not what it should have 
been, and in consequence there was not so 
large an audience in attendance as might have 
been reasonably expected When we have 
another exhibition of musical or dramatic 
talent, let it be well advertised, so that the 
public may get some idea concerning the 
character of the entertainment and the use to 
which the proceeds are to be put. Another 
instance which occurs to mind was a recent 
lecture in the popular course on Geology 
which Prof Williams is giving. The great 
majority of the students knew nothing of the 
lecture 'until after it had occurred, and accord- 
ing to reports, the attendance upon it was any- 
thing but gratifying. A striking notice upon 
the bulletin board would have helped it out in 
a great measure. '* It pays to advertise." 

XT gives us great pleasure to state that the 
-*- literary departments of the University, 
whose excellence had not been kept up so as 
to correspond with the others on account of 
the many changes during the last year and a 
half, are now again in charge of a competent 
corps of professors. A circular has just been 
issued which describes in detail the courses in 
the School of General Literature, its object be- 
ing to show that Lehigh offers just as great 
advantages in these courses as in the techni- 
cal. The professors of the classic languages 
have turned somewhat out of the beaten ]»ath 
and have prepared a curriculum more har- 
monious in its development. It is designed 
to keep pace with the progress in linguistic 
research, as well as to lead the student to 
make original investigations. For this pur- 
pose extensive additions to the classical de- 
partments of the Library have been ordered, 
and will be in place by the beginning of the 
next collegiate year. F'acilities for graduate 
instruction will .soon be extended, and thor- 
ough work will be done 



We would especially urge the Alumni, upon 
whom the success of the University largely 
depends, to endeavor to .send their friends and 
oth( rs as students to their Alma Mater. Let 
them take this to heart especially in regard to 
the literary departments. As a technical insti- 
tution, Lehigh deservedly .stands in the lead, 
and why should she not take a prominent 
position in the classics? 

The circulars will be sent over the country 
with a view to increase the number of stu- 
dents A large number of men have signified 
their intention to apply for admission next 
year, and many more are expected. Let us 
hope that the labors of our professors will not 
be in vain. 

T N a recent address upon the advantages of 
■^ the dormitory system. Dr. Pepper, Provost 
of the University of Pennsylvania, made some 
very pertinent remarks which, coming from 
one of such eminent ability and experience, 
should have a great deal of weight. Compar- 
ing the colleges that have dormitories with 
those that have none, he showed that the best 
institutions in the country were, in general, 
those where the students room together, 
notably Harvard, Yale and Princeton. The 
records of these colleges, both in scholarship 
and athletics, .speak for themselves. Dr. Pepper 
also showed what advantages must accrue 
where the men are rooming near the athletic 
grounds, gymnasium and library, and how the 
fs/>n/ du corps is necessarily elevated, when 
such a large number are constantly together. 

It has ever been a matter of wonder to out- 
siders how well college men work with one 
another; how the whole body acts as one when 
necessary: a great contra.st to a similar body 
of, sav, business men. The reasons for this 
are obvious: common interests and the loyalty 
every true man must feel towards his Alma 
Mater. Surrounded as they are in colleges 
which have dormitories, by a scholastic atmos- 
phere, so to speak, and by the memories that 
mu.st necessarily cluster around all academic 
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institutions, their advantages in the line of 
thorough work and thorough training in the 
gymnasium and field must be vastly superior 
to those we enjoy, scattered through the three 
Bethlehems, and with an environment far dif- 
ferent. 

The arguments of Dr. Pepper were, we are 
glad to see, very much the same as those set 
forth in that unlucky petition which the col- 
lege last year sent to the trustees an^ which, 
alas! has never been heard of since. Thanks 
to the untiring efforts of their provost, the 
finest dormitories in the country are to be 
built for the students of the University of 
Pennsylvania. The Burr most heartily con- 
gratulates them upon their good fortune.

THE GOSSIP. 

HE Churchman of a recent date contains 

an article on ** Lehigh University — a 

^oble seat of learning," written by the Rev. Dr. 

Olin, who preached in the Memorial Church, 

on the 28th of last October. The writer says : 

'*Two reasons occur to me which account for 

the fact that, as yet, Church people seem not 

generally aware that the Church has, in Lehigh 



University, one of her noblest seats of learning 
in all this broad land. The first is its recent 
origin, and the second that it has never, like 
many of our worthy schools, been under the ne- 
cessity of coming before the Church to plead for 
endowments or financial support of any kind." 
Following this is a presentation of the many 
advantages which Lehigh possesses as an edu- 
cational institution. Further on we found the 
Statement that the principal object the writer 
had in view in the communication, was to 
remind Church people that Lehigh is distinctively 
a Church institution. "Its board of trustees are 
churchmen, its eminent president. Dr. Lamber- 
ton, is a member of the standing committee of 
the Diocese ; and the assistant bishop of Central 
Pennsylvania is the rector, while the more 
direct pastoral charge of the students is com- 
mittcd to a well-known priest, the Rev. A. W. 
Snyder, a man of unusual gifts and approved 
fitness for his high and responsible work. 
Church influence in the University is a strong 
and moulding force." It was no doubt grati- 
fying to the members of the Episcopal Church 
who read the Churchman to have placed before 
them, in most unmistakable terms, that in 
Lehigh their denomination possesses such a 
noble seat of learning as a distinctively Church 
institution ; but it must be confessed that, to 
the majority of those connected with the Uni- 
versity who know that it was placed by our 
Founder, under the auspices, merely, of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, to have it re- 
ported far and wide that this institution is dis- 
tinctively a church affair is assuredly a revela- 
tion. It is true that our services are conducted 
according to the forms of the Episcopal Church, 
and the Packer Memorial Church is constituted 
as a separate parish, which at least possesses 
the advantage of a magnificent ecclesiastical 
edifice; but the idea of our being distinctively 
"churchy" does not harmonize with the views 
of many who desire that the University should 
have a broad and liberal growth, entirely free 
from such ideas, as might be inferred, prevail 
in an institution which is distinctively a church 
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affair. To what extent such ideas prevail here, 
or to what extent they are put in practice, and 
how strong and moulding is the influence 
which the Church exerts, is shown by the fact 
that last year when a confirmation service was 
held, two persons went to the chancel rail to 
receive the rite — and these two persons were 
gathered in from without the University. 

The Gossip may appear to take a very pessi- 
mistic view of this article in the Churchman ; 
but he concurs in the belief of many of the 
University's best friends, that the tendency to- 
ward makmg too much of the Church in the 
outward existence of our beloved Alma Mater 
without exerting, in an able and vigorous 
manner, the influences in the inner life of our 
students, which almost any Church may exert, 
serves as a drag on our progress and is decid- 
edly distasteful to the majority of the men. 
The point is simply this: If Lehigh is to be a 
distinctive Church institution let us have more 
powerful measures for developing the religious 
side of our University life; if she is not to be, 
let us not permit her to be set up as one. 



It might be well, after indulging in such a 
long dissertation on a serious subject, to insert 
the account of a performance which serves as 
a brilliant example of the rule that it takes, in 
some cases, a very long time for the greenness 
of Freshmen to wear away, and of the deep 
susceptibility' which some individuals in this 
,vorld are blessed with, in biting at practical 
jokes. One afternoon last week, a certain 
bright ''youngling" was asked by his confreres 
if he was going to Allentown to see the race. 
Commencing to quiver with excitement at the 
prospect of seeing a good race, he expressed 
his desire to depart immediately for the scene 
of the contest, and only requested his com- 
panions to wait till he might change his clothes. 
They couldn't; but told him to meet them at 
the station. Upon reaching the station, his 
friends were not there; but supposing they had 
already gone, he took the next train for Allen- 



town, and spent some tJme endeavoring to 
learn where the race was to be and of what 
character it would partake. Unable to obtain 
any definite knowledge, he returned to Bethle- 
hem, considerably disappointed. His disappoint- 
ment was undoubtedly changed to chagrin when 
he finally learned that he was sent to witness the 
human race — ^an old joke, but it worked well. 
'Ninety-two has produced a bard and a patron 
of human races : what next ? 



THE CLASSICAL CLUB. 

^ I ^HE first meeting of the club was held in 
■^ the parlor of the Fountain Hill House 
on Saturday evening, March 2. An organiza- 
tion was effected by the election of Berger, '89, 
as President, Schnabel, '90, Vice-President, and 
Ermentrout, '91, Secretary. The constitution 
provides for two classes of members: active 
and associate. The active members are the 
professors and instructors in the literary de- 
partments, and the classical and Latin-scien- 
tific students of the three upper classes. The 
Freshmen are the associate members and have 
every privilege except that of voting and read- 
ing papers. 

Meetings will be held monthly, at which 
papers on classical subjects will be read and 
discussed. At the first meeting, Schnabel, 
'90, read an interesting article on the ** Antiqui- 
ties of the Athenian Government." 

This is the first time in the history of Lehigh 
that such an organization has been attempted ; 
its field of usefulness is a wide one, and the 
outlook is promising. The students and pro- 
fessors are brought into closer relations with 
each other, and they will understand that a 
college course is merely a stepping-stone to 
independent research, the value of which will 
be demonstrated at future meetings.

ADDITIONS TO THE LIBRARY 

INCE the beginning of the year there 
have been added to the Library more 
thsin five hundred volumes, many being only 
of interest to the students in the various tech- 
nical departments to which they belong, a few 
duplicate copies of books already on the 
sholves, but most of which are of interest to 
the general reader and particularly to the stu- 
dent in English History. It may be said in 
passing that there are few libraries in the coun- 
try which contain so exhaustive and complete 
a collection of historical works. Not so much 
perhaps of histories themselves as the materials 
of which histories are constructed. Gibbon 
writing his "Decline and Fall," and Hume his 
**History of England/' had at their command 
less serviceable historical data than is now 
"pon the shelves of the University Library. 
T^he extent of the collection under this title 
will be better appreciated by a comparison 
^'ith the number of works in general fiction — 
the former being four or five times greater. 

Indeed, the small proportion of works of fic- 
tion is surprising, and it is doubtless more 
this than anything else which is the basis of 



the continual complaint of the inefficiency of 
the Library. While as a rule public libraries 
approach very nearly to an even division of 
their works into two equal classes, the one fic- 
tion, the other embracing all other subjects — in 
some cases the number of fiction far exceeding 
fifty per cent, — the University Library con- 
tains scarcely three per cent, works of fiction, 
many of these being French, Spanish or Ger- 
man. The policy of the Library authorities is 
not to allow this branch of the Library to as- 
sume undue importance, but to keep it strictly 
subordinate to the other departments, placing 
upon the shelves only a severely scrutinized 
list of standard works. The wisdom of this 
policy is not apparent: certainly there is no 
greater educational factor than the novel, and 
by furnishing the latest and best novels, foolish 
and unprofitable cheap reading would be natur- 
ally discouraged. 

There are now in the Library 60,675 bound 
volumes, and 15,000 pamphlets. The Law 
Library contains about 15,000 volumes, being 
one of the most complete in the State In law 
reports it is veiy full, but rather lacking in text 
books. The works on Science, including 
general and natural, and excluding technical, 
number ten to twelve thousand volumes, His- 
tory eight to ten thousand, and Fiction less 
than two thousand. All the general subjects 
are well represented in the catalogue, but the 
number of recent publications is small, and 
most of the works arc certainly not modern. 
Particularly is this true among the scientific 
works, which for practical reference, are often 
of comparatively little value, and must be con- 
sulted with great caution. The historical 
works are chiefly valuable for the very reason 
which renders most of the works of science 
worthless : many of them being old and exceed- 
ingly rare. 

A number of the works added this year, 
while exceedingly interesting and precious to 
the antiquarian, are of little interest to the or- 
dinary reader. Among these are Glauber's 
works, published in the 17th century and

Murray's Tales, London, 1767. The additions 
to general history include many English works, 
among which are English State Papers, Letters 
and Papers of Henry VIII, and the Cases be- 
fore the Star Chamber. Also, Narrative and 
Critical History of America, vols. 6, 7 and 8, — 
1888; Appleton's Cyclopaedia of American 
Biography, 1 888. The department of Fiction 
has been supplemented by additional sets of 
the works of Victor Hugo and Dumas, and 
some others not new and of no special interest. 
Altogether the additions up to date, for 1889, 
are greater numerically than those of any like 
period for several years, but they are not in the 
line of works which the Library needs, and will 
be deposited upon the shelves to moulder and 
gather dust along with thousands of others, 
which are never removed from their places, 
and many of which, though published fifty 
years or more, have their leaves yet uncut. 
What the Library does need is a number of 
the latest scientific works and some recent 
standard novels. A few hundred volumes of 
this character would be welcomed by every one.

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I^HE matter of the cap and gown was

npHE idea of having a solicitor for the 

student body is one that has long been 

m our minds, but no decisive action was ever 

taken until in the college meeting of Friday 



last, when it was agreed to appoint a com- 
mittee to look into the advisability of procur- 
ing the services of a competent lawyer, who 
would see that justice is meted out to us when 
the whim of a Pennsylvania Dutch policeman 
moves him to fasten the clutches of the law 
upon some innocent enthusiast In this town, 
especially, where there is no appeal from the 
oath of a policeman, law and justice is scarcely 
known to a college man, but were it apparent 
to these minions of the **law" that an influ- 
ential solicitor was keeping watch over these 
cases and that an occasional suit for false im- 
prisonment might be forthcoming, it is highly 
probable that these fines, which are imposed 
simply because one is a student, and for no 
other reason, would not tax our pockets very 
frequently. Let the plan be carried out by all 
means. 

THE writer of a communication which 
appears in this issue presents some good 
ideas as to the way in which the financial man- 
agers of our athletic teams should be held to 
account in a business-like way for the moneys 
which they collect and pay out. We would 
heartily subscribe to his plan for printing the 
itemized account of each manager, and would 
go yet a step further. The Executive Com- 
mittee of our Athletic Association is probably 
engaged at present in the revision of the con- 
stitution of the Association. If they intend 
to keep the management of the athletic teams 
under their jurisdiction, we would suggest that 
provision be made for the careful auditing of 
all accounts by a competent auditing com- 
mittee. After the accounts have been thus 
verified. The Burr would willingly publish 
them, and in this way Lhe men in college who 
contribute for these purposes would have the 
satisfaction of knowing exactly how their 
money had been expended. Similar plans are 
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already in use at many colleges, and the meth- 
ods here proposed would be much more busi- 
ness-like than those now in vogue at this 
institution. 

^ I ^HE advantages offered by Lehigh Uni- 
-■" versity are surpassed by comparatively 
few of the institutions in this country, and 
when we consider that instruction here is given 
without any charge of tuition whatever, a 
sense of decency at least, to say nothing of 
gratitude, should lead us to exercise reason- 
able care in the use of University property. 
That spirit which takes pleasure in di.sfiguring 
flower beds and removing small articles from 
the college buildings should be effectually sub- 
dued by the general sentiment of our students. 
And it may not be out of place to say a word 
about the very noticeable tendency, among a 
certain class, to supply themselves with chemi- 
cals, drawing materials and books, from the 
possessions of others more provident than 
themselves. This practice is commonly sup- 
posed to be only ** borrowing," but when car- 
ried to extremes, as is frequently the case, it 
becomes an imposition on good nature, and 
then comes the temptation to apply stronger 
terms. We have our full share of "borrow- 
ers," as many of the sufferers can testify, and 
it might be well for them to realize that a repu- 
tation in this line is not a desirable acquisition 
and is not considered a good business qualifi- 
cation. The world knows no ** borrowing," in 
this sense of the word. It knows of no senti- 
ment which justifies the taking of relics from 
public or private buildings. It has a more 
severe name for such actions, and it would be 
well for our careless brothers to take timely 
warning. We are not preaching a sermon, but 
wish simply to advise an earnest application of 
common sense and business principles in our 
relations with each other and with the Uni- 
versity authorities.

E have heard many men outside of 
Chemical, Elecrical and Mining 



schools express the wish that they might take 
the course in photography. Our photographic 
laboratory is very v/ell equipped and we fail to 
see why all who wish might not have the ad- 
vantage of it. The reason why the miner or 
the chemist needs to understand photography 
any more than the civil or the mechanical is a 
problem far beyond our reach ; indeed, it 
would seem as if this subject were a most im- 
portant one to every technical student. In the 
study of a construction hoW much easier it 
would be to take a photograph than to go 
through the laborious and oft-times unsatisfac- 
tory operation of sketching it. Continuing this 
a little further we might say that every man, 
be he a Lit. or a Tech., should be able to take 
a decent picture. Lehigh is one of the few in- 
stitutions that makes a practice of teaching 
photography; indeed, a college paper tvo 
years ago brought out the startling intelli- 
gence that ** Lehigh has a distinct professor- 
ship in photography." Although this was not 
strictly the truth, yet it shows the reputation 
we have in this department, which reputation 
should, we think, be maintained by making 
the study of photography a feature of our 
courses. Let it be optional and allow all who 
wish to take it up. True, there may not be 
accommodations for so many at once, but as the 
course is but a few weeks in length and there 
are nearly forty weeks in the year, it might be 
continued throughout the two terms, so as to 
give an opportunity to all. At any rate this 
would at least prevent the dust from settling, 
as we fear it now does, upon the unused 
cameras.

EDITORS Lehkih Burr : — Sundry vague 
rumors are going the rounds that the 
University intends, " in the course of human 
events," to build a fine electrical and physical 
laboratory to take the place of that ancient 
relic, Saucon Hall, alias ** Physical Lab." Our 
new course in Electrical Engineering has had 
a most auspicious beginning, with over forty 
names on its rolls, and bids fair to take a lead- 
ing part in things collegiate; judging from 
analogy it would appear that before many 
years the present accommodations for the men 
of this course will be altogether too limited, 
for certainly in college affairs, if in nothing 
else, the Malthusan theory of over-population 
obtains in a most striking manner. Indeed, 
even now, before the lapse of a year, Saucon 
Hall is so crowded that visitors to the classic 
building receive but scant welcome from the 
instructors. 

The practical study of electricity necessitates 
a large number of appliances and much heavy 
machinery, such as dynamos and electro-mo- 
tors, with their attendant gearing ; the present 
laboratory is evidently too light a building. 
In order that satisfactory work may be done a 
building of ample size is needed, capable of 
standing the pressure of heavy engines and 
free from all iron work; copper nails and beams 
being commonly used in such a case. With a 
laboratory of this sort our University would 
make great strides in the advancement of 
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electrical science, as she has in chemistry and 
engineering. We can boast of having one of 
the finest and best equipped chemical laborato- 
ries in the land, and hope that before long this 
boast may also be made of a physical labor- 
atory. Electrical. 

EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — Apropos of the 
comments and suggestions which have 
appeared recently regarding the Library, is sug- 
gested a plan enabling the drawing of books 
for a limited time, which would undoubtedly 
be welcomed by many. So long as the Uni- 
versity is without dormitories and the men are 
scattered far and wide over the three towns, 
making access to the Library, especially in the 
evening, troublesome and inconvenient, a sys- 
tem by which books could be drawn would be 
of great advantage and perfectly practicable. 
In mo.st of the colleges the dormitories are 
situated near by the Library building, but at 
Lehigh, where not a few have to walk a mile 
or more to reach the University, there is a 
plain necessity for such a thing. 

The system which has lately been put into 
practice in the National Library at Washing- 
ton is simple and convenient, and has been 
found very satisfactory, enabling the public to 
draw books at their pleasure and insuring to 
the Library authorities a safe return of the 
books loaned. From any one wishing to bor- 
row books a uniform deposit of three dollars 
is required, which entitles the depositor to the 
loan of one book for a time not exceeding two 
weeks. His name is entered and he has but 
to make out the usual reader's ticket and ob- 
tain his book, on its return obtaining another, 
and so on. He is held responsible for the safe 
return of the book in good condition, having 
to pay for any damage which may be done and, 
abusing the privilege, being denied it alto- 
gether. At any time he may return his book 
and receive back his deposit. Of course, books 
of reference, very valuable books and periodi- 
cals cannot be withdrawn. 

This plan, with some modifications, could 



be put into practice in the University Library 
with excellent results. But a limited numbe»- 
would take advantage of it, and it would in- 
volve but little extra labor on the part of the 
Library authorities, who could exercise their 
own judgment regarding what books should 
be withdrawn. The deposits could be made 
returnable only at the end of the tenn, and 
reasonable rules governing the return of the 
books, the penalties, etc., could be formulated. 
Certainly the many who have felt the long 
distance between their rooms and the Library 
to be a prevention to evening reading, which 
their limited time for such things would not 
permit, would hail this step toward liberality 
on the part of the Library authorities with 
pleasure. Surely a plan that is put easily and 
conveniently into practice in a great library 
like the Congressional can find but few diffi- 
culties to prevent its adoption in a library so 
much smaller and comparatively less patron- 
ized as is our own. Junior.

T^DiTORS Lehigh Burr: — It is well-known 
-*— -^ that the modern languages do not re- 
ceive the attention from the students which 
their importance deserves. In order to be- 
come proficient in either French or German, 
a good knowledge of the grammar must be 
obtained. Without this preliminary qualifica- 
tion, no one can read with any satisfaction, and 
then the modern languages are voted a bore. 
When the Freshman enters, he must imme- 
diately study either French or German. He 
does not know which of the two will be most 
useful in his course, and he chooses the one, 
perchance, that his friends say is the less dif- 
ficult. There seems to be a way to obviate 
this difficulty. Let the Professor in charge of 
each department tell those members of the in- 
coming class, who expect to follow his course, 
which of the two languages will be of the most 
benefit to them, and let him impress upon them 
the value of it. If this were done at the open- 
ing of the year, the Freshmen would enter 
upon the study with some idea of what they 
were working for, and the standard of excel- 
lence would be materially increased. 

Although this refers especially to the techni- 
cals, it is also applicable to the literary students, 
who do not take up the modern languages 
until the Sophomore year.

"^-^ the distribution of holidays has been 
many times mooted in these columns, and will 
in all human probability continue to be until 
the Faculty see fit to grant us what we desire.

(usually trom ten days to two weeks) at Christ- 
mas. Let us hope that ere Gabriel blows his 
trumpet we will have followed in the illustrious 
wake of our sister colleges.

Those men who do extra well at the State 
sports will be sent to the Intercollegiate, which 
will be held one week later. 

— The Athletic Association has now adopted 
a method which ought to prove far more 
profitable than the former way of choosing the 
men who shall contest at the State Intercolle- 
giate Sports. This plan is to have standard 
records in all the sports, which a contestant 
must equal or better in order to be eligible to 
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the athletic team which Lehigh will send to the 
sports, held at Philadelphia in May. The 
amount of training done will also be taken into 
consideration in selecting this team, and no one 
will be sent to Philadelphia who has not prop- 
erly trained for his event. The standard fixed 
is: loo yards dash, ii seconds; 220 yards 
dash, 25^ seconds; 440 yards dash, 57 sec- 
onds; one-half mile run, 2 minutes 14 seconds; 
one mile run, 5 minutes; 120 yards hurdle, 19^ 
seconds ; 220 yards hurdle, 35 ^ seconds ; two 
mile bicycle race, 7 minutes 25 seconds; one 
mile walk, 8 minutes; pole vault, 9 feet; run- 
ning broad jump, 19 feet; running high jump, 
5 feet 6 inches; throwing the hammer, yS feet; 
putting the shot, 34 feet. 

— We are glad to see that the men are 
gradually recovering from the sorrow caused 
by the untimely death of thebridgeman's dog, 
and are returning once more to the gaye- 
ties of college life.

With the announcement that De 
Pa-Uw contains one thousand students it patheti- 
cally declares " her students cannot be ex- 
pected to undertake alone this enormous task." 
The Ads should make inquiries regarding the 
^niount of aid other college annuals receive 
from their respective college authorities. The 
f^ult would doubtless be surprising. It seems 
hard to comprehend how a student body of 
nearly one thousand should need protection ; 
indeed, it is rather too suggestive of infant 
industries.

T N a recent article in one of the dailies,

Certain it is that here, at any rate, 
the athletic interests do not in the least clash 
with those of the recitation room, but rather 
the contrary, for, although our foot ball, la- 
crosse, and base ball men have less time for 
study, yet, being in excellent condition bodily, 
they seldom find difficulty in keeping up, and 
in many cases graduating with high honors. 



^ I ^HE managers of our Base Ball and La- 
-^ crosse teams deserve no little credit for 
their untiring efforts in the advancement of their 
respective teams. People rarely stop to think 
of the amount of work necessary for the found- 
ation and successful running of a team. There 
is money to be collected, a most thankless 
job, the arrangement of games, purchase of 
uniforms, and a thousand and one things known 
only to him who has had a hand in manage- 
ment. 

Both of our managers have been unusually 
zealous this spring, and have brought out 
teams which we believe will be a credit to the 
University; but for all this, how much praise 
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will they get for their hard work ? This is the 
invariable rule, that if a team be successrul it 
goes with little praise, but let it be unfortunate 
in its games, and, presto, every one is upon 
them, and the manager and captain have to 
stand the brunt of the blame. Neither should 
the work of the captain be ignored; it is ar- 
duous in the extreme, and also takes rare 
skill, for not many men can pick out the best 
players when, as in lacrosse, there are several 
men training for each position, nor teach the 
men to play together after the team is chosen. 
Let us then give all concerned a little praise 
once and a while, to repay, in a small measure, 
the large amount of blame heaped, often very 
foolishly, upon their devoted heads.

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THE EPITOME. 

A FTER many delays, the ^90 Epitome was 
-^"^ issed on last Monday, the 29th of April ; 
thus the commendable hope of the Board of 
Editors, as expressed in the preface, of bring- 
ing out the book before the Easter Holidays 
was not realized, although, as it was, the date 
ofappearance was a trifle earlier than it has 
been for the past few years. As a whole, the 
publication is a disappointment and does not 
approach to that high standard which several 
of its predecessors had succeeded in establish- 
ing, and which made our annual a model in 
its line. The cover is a marvel of poor taste, 
and, if the editors desired to combine the col- 
lege colors therein, they must be totally ignor- 
ant of what they are, or else are all color-blind ; 
black and olive-green is not the combination 
which represents Lehigh in the matter of 
colors. The typographical work is very poor 
and bears the impress of cheap work ; the 
number of errors is enormous, and apparently 
no system was employed in the construction of 
headings. Many of the cuts are of excellent 
conception, but of mediocral execution. The 
cuts of the Electrical Engineering Society, the 
Sophomore Class Supper, Special Students, 
and Foot-ball are the best in the book. As 
regards the literary part, the histories are fair, 
but of the usual order, each historian endea- 
voring to show his is the class in the Univer- 
sity ; and right here it strikes the writer that 
the class histories are rather superfluous con- 
tributions to the pages of the Epitome \ many 
college annuals leave them out altogether. A 
better plan would be to elect a historian early 
in the course to keep a complete record of the 
class in every department, and put forth the 

same in a neat pamphlet at graduation. The 
record of the junior Class in the current Epi- 
tome is uncalled for, and of practically no in- 
terest in a college publication. The best 
features of the book are the continuance and 
extension of the department of Historical Me- 
morabilia, and the Record of the Year 1888, 
the latter showing an immense amount of labor- 
ious and painstaking work. 



THE MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC ENTER- 

TAINMENT. 

^ I ^HE second entertainment of the season 

-*" by the Mustard and Cheese Dramatic 
Club, assisted by the Glee Club, the Banjo 
and Guitar Club and the University Orchestra, 
given in the Fountain Hill Opera House, Sat- 
urday evening, April 27, was, notwithstanding 
the unfavorable weather, well attended, and 
for its general excellence all present expressed 
more than the usual satisfaction. 

The overture by the Orchestra was well 
rendered, and in this and a number of other 
pleasing selections it won well merited ap- 
plause, displaying a marked improvement over 
the performances of the previous entertain- 
ment. It is one of the best musical organiza- 
tions in the University, and the director, Mr. 
Gibbs, as well as the individual members, 
deserve great praise for their untiring efforts 
to make it a thoroughly excellent and per- 
manent organization. 

The Glee Club appeared also to a much 
better advantage than at the first entertain- 
ment, and, while the parts were less difficult, 
they were more effectively rendered and better 
received. The best rendition was the song 
entitled "Talking School," and the best re- 
ceived was one entitled " Mary's Little Wise 
Man," which received an encore. 

The Banjo arid Guitar Club was not so 
good as usual, which the improvement in both 
the other musical organizations made more ap- 
parent. But it is still in high favor as the con.- 
stant encores attested. The mandolins by Mr. 
Masser and Mr. Lefevre were excellent, receiv- 
ing both times an encore; and the guitar duet 
by Mr. Matheson and Mr. McKee was very 
good. 

The event of the evening was the produc- 
tion of *' Vice- Versa " by the Mustard and 
Cheese Dramatic Club. The play — that well 
known story of Anstey's, cleverly dramatized 
by Edward Rose — was admirably chosen. It 
embodies enough of plot throughout to be 
always interesting without the complex move- 
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ment of many of the dramas attempted upon 
the amateur stage. The characters, however, 
are by no means easy, especially the principal 
ones, Dick Bultitude and Mr. Bultitude, re- 
quiring as they do an ease and versatility of 
expression, an appreciation of the powers of 
character transformation, which is the chief 
difficulty of professionals, reaching entirely 
beyond the power of art and training, to the 
innate genius of the actor himself, and requiring 
an amount of thoughtful study which amateurs, 
for merely one performance, are seldom dis- 
posed to give. In attempting a play so diffi- 
cult the Dramatic Club was bold, and for the 
painstaking excellence of its presentation they 
are to be congratulated indeed. 

The managers certainly deserve great praise 
for the careful attention to detail in the way 
of costume and stage setting, which would 
have been a credit to even professionals, 
markedly excelling not a few of the perfor- 
mances which have been given during the 
present season in the Opera House. The 
movement of the drama throughout was smooth 
and even, and at no time was any hitch or 
hesitation noticeable. Indeed the various parts 
were well committed and the acting of the 
supernumeraries at all times easy and natural. 
Mr. Schwartz and Mr. Porter as Tipping and 
Chawner respectively, in the school- room 
scene, are to be commended. This is a minor 
point of a dramatic presentation so often 
slighted and ineffectively performed, that in 
this case its cleverness deserves special men- 
tion. 

Among the real characters of the play Mr. 
Farwell, in the part of Dick Bultitude, dis- 
played an unusual ease and power of character- 
transformation — from the character of a young 
school boy to that of an old man — which was 
both effective and striking. The part had the 
serious difficulty of precluding any change in 
personal appearance, resting entirely upon the 
ability of the actor himself to impress the 
audience with the fact of his being suddenly 
and mysteriously transformed. In this Mr. ' 



Farwell was very successful, for frc 
moment of uttering the careless and im 
wish the fact of its fulfillment must ha\ 
apparent to everyone : even those whc 
acquainted with the plot.

ditors Lehigh Burr: — The failure of 
the many literary and classical societies, 
have been from time to time organized 
University, to mature into permanent 
tions of high character and wide reach- 
fluence, such as are found at nearly all 
colleges, is undoubtedly due to a con- 
)le extent to the narrow limits on which 
societies are organized. Heretofore the 
ts in the school of General Literature 



only have been considered eligible to member- 
ship, and the students in the school of Tech- 
nology have been excluded, although the latter 
constitute the great body of the college, and 
although a large number of the latter have had 
the advantage of classical courses elsewhere, 
and are in other respects equally well fitted to 
membership. Not a few of these would wel- 
come an opportunity of keeping alive their in- 
terest in, and acquaintance with, literature and 
the classics. 

There is no reason why these societies should 
deny a man the right of membership simply 
because he happens to be a "technical," es- 
pecially so long as the number of classical 
students is very limited; and generously throw- 
ing their doors open to all liberally educated 
men, no matter what their courses may be, 
would not improbably create a considerable 
and enduring interest hitherto felt to be lack- 
ing. A number of technicals hold degrees from 
classical colleges elsewhere, and not a few 
manifest a constant and lively interest in liter- 
ary matters, which it would seem must consti- 
tute the only sound qualification for eligibility 
to membership. Such men could not fail to 
become valuable members to these societies, 
and it would be one small step at least toward 
a wider opportunity for liberal study so very 
much needed in the Technical school.

There are two 
vacancies from the '90, three from '91, and two 



from '92, which ought to be filled, but unless 
more interest is taken in the success of your 
college paper it will soon be a thing of the past. 



THE Faculty have recently begun to take 
a very decided stand in the matter of 
absences. A comparatively large number of 
students in the college have been systemati- 
cally cutting recitations, as well as chapel and 
gymnasium, and have accumulated a surpris- 
ingly large number of absences. It is greatly 
to be deplored that such is the fact, as such 
actions upon the part of these men will un- 
undoubtedly tend to lessen the liberality 
already displayed by the Faculty this term in 
allowing the various teams to play games out 
of town on college days, which has been done 
several times. But a week or so ago a large 
number of classes were excused to allow their 
members opportunity to go to the Sports. 
Let us hope then that this indiscriminate cut- 
ting will cease at once, not only on account of 
the welfare of those who do it, but because it 
will tend to hamper the athletic team of various 
kinds even more than they are at present. 



IN an article recently published in the 
Collegian^ it was stated that much of the 
poetry printed in the college papers, writen by 
undergraduates, would put to shame that which 
frequently appears in many of our leading 
magazines and reviews. Several colleges re- 
cognizing, perhaps, the merit existing in many 
of the verses published in their respective 
papers, have issued them in book form. We 
hope sincerely that in some time to come, 
Lehigh will be enabled to follow their example. 
The only thing that can make this possible 
will be for the embryo poets that undoubtedly 
exist in a college of four hundred men, to 
allow the spirit of poetry to assume dominance 
at proper intervals over the dry technical sub- 
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jects that seem constantly to pervade their 
brains, and then to produce something worthy 
of themselves and their college. There is 
already a limited supply of fairly good poetry 
that has appeared at rare intervals since The 
Burr was first published which will serve as a 
ground work for such an enterprise. 

^ I ^HE excellent showing at the recent 
-*- Spring Meeting of the Athletic Associa- 
tion emphasizes the fact of a great renewal of 
interest in track athletics. While congratu- 
lating ourselves upon the excellence of the 
exhibition and the number of records broken, 
the fact that the lower classes were so poorly 
represented is worthy of serious attention. If 
this revival is to be a permanent one, if honors 
are to be annually won at Philadelphia and 
Mott Haven it will only be by keeping alive 
such a strong and enthusiastic interest among 
the lower classes as will lead to an early and 
continual development of new material. 

To search out the best athletic material in 
each entering class and to get it into training 
as soon as practicable is the only way by which 
permanent success in athletics, and particularly 
track athletics, can be achieved. The large 
majority of men who enter the University make 
their first acquaintance with genuine college 
athletics here, and naturally they are back- 
ward in entering contests with the older men 
who have had the advantage of years of train- 
ing and experience, or indeed of making any 
effort when their capabilities are wholly un- 
tried. Thus many with good natural abilities 
for one thing or another pass through their 
course undiscovered, or at best but imper- 
fectly develop in their later years. 

There is an excellent plan, successfully pur- : 
sued at the University of Pennsylvania and 
elsewhere, which succeeds admirably in over- 
coming this difficulty, by bringing into the 
field a large number of men in their first year; 
and it might easily be put into practice here, 
with results that could not but be gratifying. 
We refer to the practice of holding Freshman 



sports. The advantages to be gained 
be dwelt upon, but the fact that in all 
principal colleges these are annually h< 
itself conclusive. They usually tak< 
sometime in the second term preced 
regular Spring Meeting, and amon^ 
things lead to thorough gymnasiun 
during the first Winter. Such a cu; 
very much needed here.

ATHLETIC GOVERNMENTS. 

T N order to institute a comparison 

-^ methods of conducting athletics ii 

of the American colleges, the Burr 

recently sent out and have received < 

to the following set of questions : 

1 . By what system are general athlet 
ters managed at your college? 

2. If you have a general Athletic -A 
tion, does it have jurisdiction over tt 
ball, base-ball, and other athletic teams 

3. Are athletics well supported fina 
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and what means are employed to secure proper 
support ? 

4. What IS the attitude of the Faculty 
toward general athletics, particularly inter- 
collegiate contests ? 

5. What proportion of your students actively 
engage in athletic sports to an extent which 
improves them physically ? 

The answers to these questions have in 

some instances been very clear and explicit, 

and we insert a few, feeling sure that they will 

be of interest to most of our readers. 

Amherst. — 1-2. No general system. The Athletic 
Association has to do merely with general athletics, 
both inter-collegiate and local. Foot-Ball and Base- 
Ball Associations are separate and distinct, each class 
electing a director and a member of the Senior Class 
being 3ie director who is at the head of the Associa- 
tbn. Four class directors, together with a President 
from the Senior class compose the Athletic Associa- 
tion, a Junior being Secretary and Treasurer. The 
responsibility falls equally on the members, while in 
Foot-Ball and Base-Ball, the managers look solely to 
the financial arrangements and the securing of dates. 
~3. Athletics are fairly well supported. The Am- 
herst Senate, after ascertaining approximately how 
much will be needed for the carrying on of any team, 
decides that no contests shall be entered into until that 
amount is raised. The money is apportioned among 
the classes and collected by the class directors. There 
ore Senate auditors, who look over the accounts of the 
Afferent Associations periodically to give the student 
^y a means of finding out whether the money is 
^properly. At the end of the collegiate year these 
^^nate auditors make reports which are published in 
fhe "S/udentr— 4. The attitude of the Faculty is 
strictly neutral, the Senate having such wide jurisdic- 
tion.— 5. From 33 >^ to 50 per cent. 

Note the italicized part of the answer of 

question 3 ; some such plan is needed here. 

Columbia. — i. Each department of Athletics is 
managed by a separate organization which elects its 
own offi<:ers and executive committee. There are five 
principal associations, i.e., the C. C. Boat Club, the C. C. 
Athletic Association, the C. C. Base-Ball Association, 
^ C. C. Foot-Ball Association, the C. C. Lawn Tennis 
Association. — 2. We have an "advisory committee" con- 
sisting of five under-graduates, who exercise a general 
wpcrvision over all departments of Athletics. — 3. The 
money necessary to carry on the various departments 
of athletics, is raised by subscriptions from students 
and graduates, by the efforts of the Glee and Dramatic 
Clubs of the College, and by the income from a fund 
set apart by the college authorities for this purpose. 
~4- The attitude of the Faculty toward athletics in 
general, and inter-collegiate contests is a favorable 
one.— 5. About 10 per cent. 

Syracuse. — i. By an Athletic Association, the officers 
of which are elected every vear.— 2. The directors and 
oaoager of the Base-Ball nine are elected annually 



by the Athletic Association. We have no Foot-Ball 
team. — 3. Fairly well. By subscriptions, entertain- 
ments, benefits, etc.. and season tickets to ball games. 
— 4. Improving, especially lately. We have petitioned 
for a holiday on the day of Inter-Collegiate Games. — 
5. To their own physical benefit, about 1-20. 

Union.— By the vote of the under-graduates, and 
by officers and committees appointed by the college. — 
2. Our Athletic Association, but it has no jurisdiction 
over Base-Ball, Foot-Ball or Tennis, each having its 
own separate association. — 3. Athletics are fairly well 
supported, considering the size and wealth of the 
college. Subscription is the general method, although 
sometimes entertainments are given to raise funds. — 

4. The Faculty favor, as much as possible, all athletics, 
as long as those participating are not behind in college 
work. They approve of inter-collegiate contests. — 

5. At least 66% per cent. 

Williams. — i. Special officers for all the branches 
of athletics.— 2. The Athletic Association has juris- 
diction over track athletics only. — 3. Athletics are well 
supported by the subscriptions of the students. — 
4. The Faculty permits us to engage in inter-collegiate 
contests. — 5. About one third. 

Yale, — I. The Athletic Association attends to track 
athletics only, the President, elected from the Senior 
class, arranging dates. of contests, etc. The Tennis 
Association is entirely independent of this, as are also 
the Base-Ball, Foot-Ball and Crew. — 2. Positively it 
does not. The Foot-Ball team is never coached by 
anyone except the captain or a graduate who has 
played upon the University team at some time in his 
course, in about the same way, the Base-Ball team and 
Crew are looked after. — 3. The Crew is the only 
"money seeking" affair, being freely supported by 
subscription from the under classmen, the proceeds 
from the June concert and the surplus from the Junior 
promenade. All the other organizations are self- 
supporting. — 4. The Faculty, with Prof. E. L. Richards 
as the patrons of all athletics, smile with great favor 
upon athletics in any form, especially inter-collegiate 
contests. 

Swathmore. — 1-2. Athletics are conducted on the 
same general plan as adopted at Lehigh, the manage- 
ment consisting of an executive committee composed in 
the same manner. — 3. By subscriptions and receipts 
from the games. — 4. Non-committal. — 5. About 50 per 
cent.

TTT^DiTORS Lehigh Burr: — Now that the 
* -^ time has come for the annual physical 
examinations at the Gymnasium, the old ques- 
tion of the benefit of these examinations is 
revived. Particularly is this true among those 
of the upper classmen who take no part in 
athletics, and who have little time or inclina- 
tion for gymnasium work. The complaint is 
constantly made that the examinations are not 
only a nuisance, but that instead of accomplish- 
ing any good results occasionally at least they 
may effect positive injury. If true, this is a 
reasonable and serious objection, and worthy 
of some attention. 

As every one knows, these examinations are 
not, as might be supposed by the uninitiated, 
at all in the nature of a medical examination 
to ascertain the general health and physical 
condition of the individual, but on the contrarj^ 
consist, first, of a number of measurements to 
determine the physical development; but prin- 
cipally of a series of tests of strength and en- 
durance in which there is generally an inclina- 
tion to dangerously strain in order to equal or 
excel previous records. It is true, if by con- 
stant and thorough gymnasium work the men 
were prepared to endure this, probably little 
harm would be done, but a very large number 
are in no such condition. 

But aside from the possible injury which 
may result, the fact that no benefit whatever 
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is derived from these examinations by the great 
majority of Seniors and Juniors, who of neces- 
sity can devote few hours and little attention 
to the pleasures of mere muscular development, 
in which the lower classmen takes such delight, 
would suggest that physical examinations 
cease after the Sophomore year. X. 



EDITORS Lehigh Burr: — The period for 
examinations is approaching apace, and 
most of us are confronted with the question 
whether we possess an 8.5 in any of our various 
subjects, or whether we will be among those 
unfortunate persons deputed to take the ex- 
aminations during the hot days of June. 

Leaving aside the question of the desirability 
of the 8.5 rule so far as the student body is 
concerned, to which it is undoubtedly a great 
boon, we have again and again asked ourselves 
and others the question, " does this rule pro- 
mote the best interests of the student?" and the 
answer comes back a decided "No." And why? 

In our estimation there seem to be three 
principal reasons why it acts detrimentally. 
The first one is that the majority of men try- 
ing to reach the required mark, study simply 
to memorize a lesson for the day upon which 
it is to be recited, and not in anticipation of a 
forth-coming examination at the end of the 
term. Portions of subjects that prove especially 
difficult are consequently not evolved [from 
their obscurity] by brain work on the part of 
the student, but memorized merely for the 
coming recitation, then to be forgotten, or 
jotted on a piece of paper to be employed if 
necessary surreptitiously in the class-room. 
This last brings us to our second reason, viz: 
the increase of "ponying" induced by this 
rule, thus acting not only harmfully to the 
general morality of the student but also to the 
thoroughness of his work. This disadvantage, 
although it cannot be claimed to be due directly 
to the 8.5 rule, yet is associated with it as in- 
timately as the side show to the circus. 

The third reason is that the student, while 
in preparation for any examination receives a 



summarized knowledge of the fundamental and 
principal things contained in the subject, and 
carries in his mind to the examination-room a. 
condensed skeleton of the whole. This great 
advantage is missed by the majority of those 
who come under the provisions of the existing^ 
8.5 rule, and consequently while they are ac- 
quainted with their respective subjects, so far 
as the separate parts are concerned, they lose 
the logical steps which join the one to the 
other, making a complete chain of reasoa- 
ing.

the fifteenth of April of each year, and shall 
assume full control and responsibility of the 
paper's affairs with number thirteen, which is 
generally issued about the twentieth day of 
April. The object of this is to relieve the sen- 
ior editors of the work necessary to the per- 
formance of their editorial duties at a time in 
their college course when their attention must 
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generally be given to other and more important 
matters; and, in addition, it is considered that 
the members of the new board will be able to 
avail themselves of the advice and experience 
of the retiring members for a few months, and 
not be cast entirely upon their own resources, 
as is now the case when a- new board assumes 
control of the paper at the opening of each 
collegiate year. 

^ I ^HE practice at Cornell by which any 
-*- Senior, who is entitled to graduate, is 
eligible to a place on the commencement stage, 
provided the professor in Elocution receives 
satisfactory evidence of the oratorical ability 
of the candidate, seems after all to be the only 
rational way of choosing commencement 
speakers and should commend itself to those 
who have this matter in charge here. The 
plan of selecting them according to class rank 
has nothing in its fevor but the custom, itself 
borrowed from the classical schools where 
class rank is supposed to be an evidence of 
the ability to write and speak. It can only be 
desirable that the best speakers represent the 
graduating class on University Day. The 
men chosen merely for their standing, espec- 
ially in the School of Technology, are not 
infrequently utterly incapable of delivering a 
decent oration, without the rare merit of suffi- 
ciently perceiving it to decline. 

^ I ^HE petition which was handed to the 
-*" Board of Trustees at their annual 
meeting last June, asking that ^he dormitory 
system be revived at Lehigh, has never been 
heard trom ; and, in view of the constantly in- 
creasing sentiment among our students in favor 
of the system, the Burr Board would respect- 
fully urge that the Trustees consider this 
question, if they have not already done so, in 
the light of a matter which demands imme- 
diate and energetic measures.

While on this matter, we would earnestly 
request that the managers of the different 
teams and the Executive Committee of the 
Athletic Association — although they are not, 
unfortunately, required so to do by any regu- 
lations — submit general reports of the moneys 
they have succeeded in getting together and 
expended within the year, which the Burr will 
also take pleasure in presenting to its readers 
in the University, who, we are sure would 
more willingly contribute to our various 
athletic organizations, did they have some 
means of learning what is done with the money 
subscribed. 

SEVERAL years ago when athletics were 
in a yet primitive state here at Lehigh, 
one of the Board of Trustees, who has more 
than once made liberal gifts to the University, 
gave the sum of two thousand dollars toward 
grading and improving the present athletic 
grounds. Since that time the Alumni have 
spent a large sum in providing a good tufl 
field ; but there is now great need for very con- 
siderable improvements, which will require the 
expenditure of at least one thousand dollars, 



a grand stand, including dressing rooms, and 
besides the south side to be terraced and 
bleaching boards erected. 

The great advancement made in all branches 
of athletics during the present college year 
renders these improvements all the more ne- 
cessary. For besides the convenience and 
comfort to be considered let us not forget that 
the college teams which come here gather no 
inconsiderable portion of their opinion of the 
University from the condition and appearance 
of our athletic grounds. The present appear- 
ance of the grounds is a discredit to the Uni- 
versity, and should be remedied before another 
athletic season opens. 

We have a final suggestion to offer regard- 
ing this matter, and in presenting it urge the 
college to take some action immediately. With 
the support of the different athletic teams the 
men are now heavily burdened, and as the 
Alumni are engaged in other work, it would 
be well for the undergraduates to appeal to 
the members of the Board of Trustees. These 
gentlemen have the interests of the University 
and its students warmly at heart, and without 
doubt the necessary amount would be sub- 
scribed by them, with all the more readiness 
because the men have shown a disposition in 
the past to endeavor to manage their own 
affairs unaided. 



^ I ^HE stand the Faculty has lately taken re- 
-** garding absences is at least an unfor- 
tunate one, not only to the delinquents im- 
mediately concerned but for its general effect 
upon the student body at large, and because 
ultimately it effects, through them, the best 
interests of the University. 

Prefatorily it is to be distinctly understood, 
whether the policy of the Faculty, in their 
government of the students in the past, has 
been always wise, far-seeing and just; whether 
they have made mistakes or not; whether it 
has, or has not, been the custom here to pub- 
licly criticize their acts, the privilege yet re- 
mains, and it is the purpose here to exercise 
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this right of equitable and impartial criticism. 

A few words will state the whole case. The 
Faculty has established certain rules govern- 
ing and limiting the number of absences which 
may be incurred, and prescribing the penahies 
lor the violation of the same. Pains have been 
taken that these rules become generally known, 
that they be constantly impressed upon every 
one in the University. More than this, every 
precaution has been used to keep the men in- 
formed whenever they exceed the first bounds 
of the law, and every opportunity has been 
given for the correction of mistakes and the 
remedy of any injustice. Thus far the Faculty 
and the President have acted with the greatest 
patience and liberality. Further than this, they 
have signally failed in the administrations of 
the laws which they themselves have created, 
and to this failure the present trouble is large- 
ly due. That first principle of law which de- 
mands the rigid enforcement of the penalties 
incident upon its violation is too well known 
to be recited. The Faculty has repeatedly 
failed in the past to inflict the punishments 
which it has declared it would inflict. Men 
have been warned again and again and have 
been allowed to go unpunished until the 
threatened penalties have lost all meaning and 
persistant and wilful violation of the law has 
become astonishingly frequent, the rules have 
become innocuous, and the student body se- 
riously demoralized. Then the guillotine is 
set to work, and a large number are suspended 
or summarily dismissed ; and as a matter of 
course not a few comparatively blameless and 
good students suffer. 

This policy is bad— bad in its immediate 
effects, bad in its ultimate effects. For however 
stringent the rules the Faculty may establish, 
it must be believed thay they will receive the 
respect and general acceptance of the student 
body, only when they are rigidly and impar- 
tially enforced.

with greater satisfaction. Several of thei 
games have been remarkably well playec 
moving the Pcnnsylvanian to speak of our tear 
as one of the best college nines in the countr> 
but such miserable exhibition of ball playin 
have they given us at other times, that Penr 
sylvania's compliment is, to us, rather sai 
castic. And what is the cause of our infer 
ority in Base-ball, which hangs on from yee 
to year? Fundamentally, it is the failure o 
the part of members of the team to underg 
a proper amount of training and self-denia 
We have repeatedly heard some of the Bast 
ball men remark, that they could not see th 
necessity of it : let them only take a retrospet 
of our Base-ball seasons for years back an 
be convinced that they are wrong. Let ther 
look to the methods in v^oguc at Yale, whic 
is the model Base-ball college of this country 
— as indeed it is in almost everything else- 
and see to what extent their requirements, i 
regard to training, bear fruit. Let them adop 
as far as is practicable, the system used £ 
some of the colleges successful in this gam 
and then, if our Base-ball seasons are nc 
more creditable than this has been, let us giv 
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up Base-ball with the honest conviction that 
we cannot play the great American game here 
at Lehigh. All the weaknesses of the team, 
in batting and in such a decided susceptibility 
to go to pieces on the slightest provocation, ; 
may be traced back to lack of proper practice 
and lack of confidence, which, in turn, come ! 
from failure to appreciate the responsibility 
resting upon them as the representatives of 
their University on the diamond and, accord- 
i'lgly. to sacrifice an adequate amount of their 
pleasures and time to compass the results we 
would have them attain. To sum up, then — 
we will never amount to anything in Base-

ball unless we go about it in the right way ; I 
and until we are firmly resolved to do this, | 
there is no use expending time and money in 1 
doing and accomplishing practically nothini^.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr : — There are a 
certain set of men in existence in this 
I University known as •* drawing fiends." They 
seem to be possessed by a sort of monomania 
whose effect is to induce them to frequent the 
draughting rooms incessantly, where they slavfe 
away from one week's end to another. The 
result is that the men of average ability and 
taste for this branch of their work at the latter 
part of the term are compelled to work just as 
incessantly, in order to overtake their incon- 
siderate class mates. And yet, the fault lies 
not altogether with the "fiend"; for a great 
part the instructor is responsible. 

This University has been in existence a 
quarter of a century. In that time the various 
departments should have had leisure to dis- 
cover the capabilities of the average student, 
and lay out an amount of work proportionate 
to his abilit)^ Those taking the various En- 
gineering courses will confirm my statement 
that there is not a definite and fixed amount of 
drav/ing assigned for each term; but rather, 
each class does as much as the inconsiderate 
student, and instructor can impose. 

This method of allowing the **drawing room 
fiend " in a measure to determine the amount 
of work has other disadvantages. In the first 
place he is usually a man whose interests run 
preminently in this direction. They should 
consequently be curbed. The aim of a college 
course should be to develop the student sym- 
metrically, and not to minister to any individu- 
ality of taste. Consequently the time for each 
branch of the course should be definitely pro- 
portioned, and the danger that one study be 
shirked to the detriment of another be elimi- 
nated so far as possible. 

The fact that such danger exists is proven 
annually by men who have been accustomed 
to haunt the draughting rooms, and who fail 
to pass in other subjects, the inference being 
that this failure is merely due to the excess ol 
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time devoted to this one element of their 
course. Instructors would convey a great 
boon upon those who are taking ^Engineering 
courses if they would bestow some attention 
upon this matter, and adjust what is at present 



an obvious wrong.

EDITORS Lehigh Burr : — The class of '92 
has recognized the advantages to be 
derived from having a class constitution. She 
has provided for the transaction of class busi- 
ness after the manner of the most approved 
and generally accepted methods. She has also 
had sufficient spirit and enterprise to adopt an 
article containing such provisions as will tend 
to develop a strong and healthy cla,ss spirit in 
athletics. In many respects, it is an innova- 
tion. The specifying of the minimum amount 
which a '92 man is called upon to give to college 
athletics, the manner of collecting the money 
and of devoting it to the various athletic in- 
terests, the securing to the class the credit or 
discredit for the amount of money given, the 
provision made to bring every athlete in the 
class into active .service, and the placing of 
athletes on a sound and business-like basis are 
but a few of the many direct and indirect good 
results to be brought about. In the eyes of her 
critics, '92 may be guilty of being too forward 
in matters of this kind, but she is simply ful- 
filling her manifest destiny,/// omnia paratus. 
The following is the article on athletics : 

Section i. Every member shall consider it his duty 
to take an active interest in college athletics. 

Sec. 2. An annual assessment of five dollars (S5.00) 
upon each member shall be made, to be devoted to 
college athletics, which shall include all assessments 
for that purpose. One-half of the assessment is to be 
paid by Christmas vacation of each year, the other half 
by March I St of the year following. 

Sec. 3. There shall be an athletic committee of three 
(3) members, two of whom shall be annually elected 
by tl^e class, and the third shall be the class representa- 
tive to the L. U. A. A. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of this committee to col- 
lect all class assessments to college athletics, to confer 
with the director of the gymnasium and encourage 
persons to train in those sports in which they will 
probably excel, to keep themselves informed on the 
laws and regulations of athletic sports and to present 
a written report at each regular meeting on the con- 
dition of athletics in the class. 



Sec. 5. All moneys for athletics shall be p 
to the class treasurer. The class shall, by v 
pose of all such moneys. 

Sec. 6. At the beginning of each year the f 
are to be elected, by ballot or otherwise: . 
sentative to the L. U. A. A., and a manager o 
the following class teams : foot-ball, base-ball, 
and any other athletic teams the class may d 
upon.

Capt Wells, 
who was coaching the runner, followed him 
along the third base line and over the plate, 
contrary to the rules governing coachers. To 
clap the climax, as soon as Harry saw that 
the runner was probably out, he rushed up to 
McClung and hit him in the face. This was a 
signal for the whole of Lafayette College to 
rush on the field and display their usual pugi- 
listic tendencies. Happily, no one was hurt, 
and the field was soon cleared. But the Lehigh 
team saw that they were to be roasted out of 
the game, as they were told they would be by 
Harry the Saturday before, after Lafayette's 
defeat; and their poor play was the result. 
Andrews, after the game, told one of our men 
that the decision in the fourth inning was an 
outrage ; at least the runner should have been 
sent back to third base and Wells and Harry 
ordered off the field. These are the facts of the 
case, and — if we may be allowed a little com m ,it 
— it is easy to see that, if a totally disinterested 
and capable umpire had been acting during 
the game, our men would have derived more 
confidence, and it is hoped would have played 
as they did the first three innings.

THE BACCALAUREATE SERMON. 

T TNIVERSITY SUNDAY was a bright 
^ — begining of Commencement week,and the 
services held in Memorial Church were unusual- 
ly impressive and interesting. Promptly at eleven 
o'clock, arrayed in cap and gown, the gradua- 
ting class entered the already crowded church, 
and marched down the aisle, taking seats in 
their old places for almost the last time. The 
services were conducted by the chaplain. Rev. 
A. W. Snyder, and the Baccalaureate sermon 
was preached by Rev. Eliphalet N. Potter, 

D. D., LL. D. 

Dr. Potter took for his text part of the 23rd 
verse of the 1 7th chapter of St. John : '* That 
they may be made perfect in one." He en- 
deavored to show that the advance of learning 
and of liberal thought, as it is doing a great 
work toward elevating and moralizing the 
world, is also potent in its effect of christian- 
izing mankind. That particularly in America, 
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as the political tendency is toward the amalga- 
mation of races and the unity into one people, 
so the religious progression is toward a pro- 
found and sincere union between all religious 
sects and denominations. He perceived ex- 
cellence worthy of emulation in the deep, 
religious fervor of the Mahommedans, and a 
providential wisdom in the denationalizing of 
the Jews. He described the wonderful spirit 
of religious toleration at work over the whole 
world, of christian travelers unmolested specta- 
tors in the mosques of Cairn ; of ari Episcopal 
congregation, deprived by the burning of their 
church, temporarily worshiping in a Jewish 
synagogue in our own country. He made a 
strong appeal for a sound and reasonable 
union among all churches. 

In his closing address to the graduating 
class, Dr. Potter contented himself with some 
plain, practical advice, and concluded with a 
feeling plea for high manhood and character 
as superior to all things else.

KDiTORs Lehigh Burr: — It was evident 
to the spectators at Elmira last fall that 
in another year Lehigh would stand a poor 
show of defeating Cornell, unless her playing 
should greatly improve. Now nothing would 
please us better than to score another victory, 
and we should not knowingly neglect any 
chance to secure it. We have not the material 
in Lehigh that there is in Cornell, but we A^zr 
as much time at our disposal for the develope- 
ment of that material as Cornell has. 

We lack systematic training. We are im- 
proving in this respect every year, but we are 
not advancing fast enough. Next fall, for ins- 
tance, it should be distinctly understood that 
all forms of dissipation are forbidden to mem- 
bers of the team, and that any infraction of the 
rules would be followed by instant "laying 
off." In one or two cases, such a course might 
be disastrous at first, but in the end more 
would be gained than could possibly be lost. 

We can't play foot-ball games during the 
spring, but there is no reason why our backs 
should not practice kicking, every day from 
April on. The men are very deficient in this, 
and they will never improve much unless they ^ 
have more practice than they had last fall. 
After two months of faithful training they 
could be depended on to kick a goal. What 
makes the matter more imperative is that Cor- 
nell is training now, and we must not lag be- 
hind. "A word to the wise," etc., and the 
brown and white will wave triumphant on next 
Thanksgiving. Max. 

KDITORS Lehigh Burr: — It is hoped that 
a radical change will be made next 
year in the method of teaching Chemistry to 
the Freshmen during their first term. The 
present practice is open to severe criticism and 
I serious objections. While we boast of having 
' the best and finest equipped Chemical labora- 
tory in the country, it is doubtful, indeed, if it 
' means anything practical and useful to the 
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Students who do not take up Chemistry as a 
regular course. Every Lehigh man can recall 
his experience in passing off first term Fresh- 
man chemistry. To attend lectures four hours 
a week, to spend from two to three hours each 
day, / €,, from eight to twelve hours a week 
in writing up his notes and to do this every 
week of the term except about two or three. 
Thus the student is required to study the sub- 
ject through lectures, whereas, at most of the 
eastern colleges of any standing, it is studied 
through text-books and experiments. The 
lecture system of teaching elementary techni- 
cal subjects is ancient, is "clammish." But 
even this objection would lose much of its 
force if proper efforts were made to examine 
the student's notes before the day or two pre- 
ceding examination. We have yet to learn of 
the time when the student's note books were 
called in during the term, and errors corrected 
and an effort made to see if he understood the 
subject gone over. This process of filling in 
is continued during the whole term up to with- 
in a week or so before examination. It seems 
to be supposed that somehow or other the 
vast amount of facts and theories and state- 
ments of Chemistry have arranged themselves 
into a recognized system or order and that 
they bear some relation to each other and have 
become a part of the student's stock of knowl- 
edge. From the nature of the work, a student 
can do nothing more throughout the term, 
than copy lectures, he has no time left to study 
them, and then it is a simple matter of memo- 
rizing for a day or two and then mostly for- 
gotten. To very many of us this is the one 
opportunity of our lives to acquire any sort of 
a theoretical or practical knowledge of Chem- 
istry. Yet it is sadly true that the methods 
which the student must follow, and the labor 
he must perform all combine to disgust him 
with the subject. He realizes, sooner or later, 
that an injustice has been done to him and 
that he has been forced to give up much valu- 
able time and effort to no good purposes or 
results. Mechanical.
